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BRITAIN’S RIVAL PARTIES 


MR. GLADSTONE’S CLAIMS AND 
THE IRISH PLANS. 

A LIBERAL GAIN OVER THE TORIES SINCE 
1880—THE NATIONALIST IDEA OF HOME 
RULE—A NEW EGYPTIAN EXPEDITION. 

Lonbon, Dec. 11.—Mr. Gladstone has 
written a letter referring to the election, in 
which he says: “It has been a wonderful elec- 
tion, and will prove that we have gained on the 
Tories since 1880, if allowance is granted us of 15 
feats lost through double Liberal candidatures 
and 15 seats Mr. Parnell gave the Tories.” 

Mr. Thomas P. O’Connor, member of Parlia- 
ment-elect for the Scotland Division of Liver- 
pool, and Mr. Parnell’s trusted lieutenant, in 
an interview to-day defined the Nationalists’ 
view of Home Rule for Ireland as like that of 
the Government of Canada—the Irish members 
not to sit in the imperial Parliament, and the 
people of Ireland not to contribute toward the 
expenses of the imperial Government nor to 
share in the payment of the national debt. Re- 
garding funds to carry out the Nationalists’ 
measures Mr. O’Connor said the Parnellites could 
easily raise £100,000 in America. 

The Daily News suggests a conference of Lib- 
era), Conservative, and Parnellite leaders to ar- 
range the basis of a home rule measure in a 
manner similar to that in which the question of 
the redistribution of seats was settled. The 
News thinks that Mr. O’Connor’s plan is not 
suitabe even to Irishmen. 

The friends of the Deceased Wife’s Sister bill 
are confident of carrying the measure through 
Parliament at the coming session. 

M. Waddington, the French Ambassador, and 
the Marquis of Salisbury had a conference to- 
Gay, which resulted in an agreement that Eng- 
lish influence would be exerted with the Mala- 
gassy Government to conciudea treaty of peace 
with France. 

The Marquis and Marchioness of Lorne will 
visit Canada in the Spring. 

The Earl of Carnarvon, Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, has started for London. It is pre- 


sume that he comes to attend a Cabinet council 
to discuss the political situation. 

It hus for some time been pointed out by mili- 
tary critics that the abandonment of Dongola 
was a mistake which would have to be repaired. 
The activity und daily increasing strength of 
the rebei forces have at length attracted the at- 
tention of the Government to the serious state 
of affairs in Egypt and to the fact that the pres- 
ent British force in Egypt is totally inadequate 
to cope witb the formidable army of the new 
Mahdi. Hence it is announced to-day that the 
Government has decided to send a new expedi- 
tion to the Soudan, and it is being prepared for 
immediate departure for Egypt. 

The most intensely coid weather that has been 
experienced in five years is now prevailing 
throughout England.

Lonpow, Dec. 12.—The T'imes says: **The 
Easte~« difficulty may be regerded as virtually 
settied. The powers have agreed to recognize the 
univn of the Bulgarias. A demarkation com- 
mission has been appointed, which insures an 
armistice of a month, and will hardly fail to se- 
cure peace.” 


BELGRADE, Dec. 11.—It is officially an- 
nounced that Servia will abide by the decision 
of the powers if compatible with her interests 
and dignity. 


Lonpon, Dec. 11.—Servia has proposed 
that the powers appoint a military commission 


to demarcate a line between the Bulgarian and 
Servian armies, beyond which neither force shall 
pass pending the peace negotiations. 

Advices trom Sofia say that the severity of 
the Winter is likely to prevent warfare for some 
time. 

Queen Victoria has given £500 to the Darm- 
stadt fund for the relief of wounded Bulgarians, 


Nissa, Dee. 11.—Col. Horvatovich, com- 
mander of the Servian Army, has ordered the re- 
moval of the braidings and other distinguishing 
marks from officers’ uniforms on account of the 
beavy losses of officers in the recent battles. 

CaTTARO, Dec. 11.—There are 23,000 
Turkish troops massed in Epirus. The inhabit- 
ants, fearing that there will be fighting, are flee- 
jug from their homes.

A STEAMER RUNS DOWN A BARK. 

Lonvpon, Dec. 11.—The German bark Fi- 

jelio, Capt. Meyer, from Wilmington, N. C., for 


Wolgast, before reported as having been found 


pn her Leam ends in the Channel and towed into 
Dover, when near Dungeness on Nov. 29 sighted 
an unknown steamer a mileaway. ‘The weather 
was clear. Neither vessei changed her course, 
and ina short time the steamer struck the bark 
pn her starboard quarter, cutting baif way 
through her hull. The steamer rebounded from 
the force of the blow, und then gaining headway, 
again struck the bark. The steamer backed 
away fron: the Fidelio and then proceeded on 
ber course, paying no attention to the shouts 
for assistance trom those on board the bark. 
The crew of the Fidelio were unable to cut away 
their boats owing to the seas constantly sweep- 
ing her decks, and they became exhausted. On 
Nov. 30 three of the crew, the carpenter and two 
sae agent Schwent and Woolhause, were res- 
rued.

GERMAN-AMERICANS IN GERMANY. 

BERLIN, Dec. 11.—The Vossiche Zeitung 
publishes a letter from Schleswig in reference 
to President Cleveland's message. In alluding 
to that partof the message regarding an ap- 
parent tendency on the part of the imperial 
Government to extend the scope of the resi- 
dential restrictions to which returning natural- 


ized citizens of German origin are asserted to be 
liable under the laws of the empire the writer 
says: “The German Government treats alike, 
regardless of where naturalized, all Germans 
who emigrate in order to escape miiitary serv- 
lee and then return to Germany. The Govern- 
ment wiil not tolerate American or Dauish col- 
pnies within itsterritory. The Schieswig expul- 
sion edict isa warning for those liable to mili- 
tary service if seized with a desire to emigrate 
and then returi to Germany as naturalized citi- 
zens of another country.”

The 
Buddhist Archbishop, after an interview with 
Col. Sladen, exhorted the priests to submit to 
the English. The Dacoits are still menacing the 
environs of Mandalay. 


BERLIN, Dec. 11.—Herr von Boetticher, 
Minister of the Interior, announced in_ tue 
Reichstag to-day that Germany had not been 
invited to participate in the Paris Exhibition of 
1889. 

The Sugar bill which the Bundesrath has re- 
ferred to a committee provides fora duty on 
beet-root sugar of Iimark and 70 pfennigs per 200 
pounds during the years 1886 and 1887, and 1 mark 
and 80 pfennigs thereafter, and for an export 
premium of 18 marks during the first year and 
18 marks 20 pfennigs thereafter, with a corre- 
sponding bonus on products of German sugar. 

DusseLporF, Dee. 11.—Gen. von Lo#, in 
returning his thanks ata military banquet to- 
day, said: * The Rhenish and Westphalian corps, 
as heretofore, will prove their brotherhood in 
arms if we shall be obiiged to face the enemy, as 
well may happen.”” The speech has caused a 
sensation. 


ATTEMPTED BANK ROBBERY. 





THE MIDNIGHT WORK OF BURGLARS INTER- 
RUPTED IN A SMALL OHIO TOWN. 

WHEELING, West Va., Dec. 11.—Mount 
Pleasant, a small town of 1,000 inhabitants 
situated on the southern edge of Jef- 
ferson County, Ohio, nine miles  north- 
west of this city, was the scene of 
an attempt at bank robbery just after midnight 
last night which came within avery small fraction 
of being successful. At 1o’clock, while a party 
of half a dozen young men were passing an 
alleyway afew blocks distant from the First 
National Bank, they found a horse and buggy 
standing unhitched in the street. Examining 
the vehicle, they discovered under’ the 
seat a_ black oilcloth bag containing 
a flask of powder and a quantity of fuse. Their 
suspicions being aroused by this discovery, the 

arty hurried to the bank, where they could 
cour footsteps and the sound of blows in the 
direction of the safe. 

R. W. Chambers, President of the bank, and 
J. R. Ratcliff, the Cashier, were aroused, and 
they hurried to the bank, accompanied by the 
young men. By this time the burglars had 
taken the alarm. They emerged from the 
building and, covering the crowd with 
revolvers made their way to the buggy and 
drove rapidly in the direction of thiscity. The 
town was at once alarmed, and while one squad 
of men started in pursuit of the robbers on 
horseback another made an eXamination of the 
bank. The outer doors of the vault, which are 
four inches thick, were found to have been 
drilled and blown from their hinges. The lock had 
been forced from the inner door of half-inch 
boiler iron, which also stood open. Within the 
bank was a large burglar-proof safe, and the 
burglars were just on the point of attacking 
that when they were interfered with. They had 
evidently been at work for several hours when 
discovered. 

The pursuit was kept up for eight miles,which 
the fleeing robbers covered in 50 minutes. Ata 
point one mile from the river, finding they were 
too hard pressed, the burglars abandoned the 
buegy and took to the woods, making good 
their escape. President Chambers informed 
your: correspondent that between $25,000 
and $30,000 in cash and a large amount of 
negotiable paper was in the safe and had 
it not been for the suspicions of the yous’ men 
who discovered the buggy the cash would have 
been reached before morning, as the party were 
evidently experts.

LAZY CHICAGO THIEVES. 


BETRAY A PROFITABLE SCHEME 
THROUGH CARELESSNESS. 
CuicaGco, Dec. 11.—Roose, Henshaw & 

Co., butterino manufacturers, have noticed 

lately that the amount of oil rendered from a 

supposed fixed quantity of leaf lard which they 

bought of the International Packing Company 
at the stock yards was a good deal larger some 
days than it was others. Detectives were em- 
ploged to investigate the anomaly, and to-day ar- 
rested Jack Flatters, aman employed in the but- 
terine factory ; Thomas Parker, a butcher; Harry 
Evans, who owned Parker's shop, anda fellow 
named Jack Curtin. The four men were the 
contrivers of an ingenious scheme by which 
they have swindled the butterine firm out of at 
least $1,5 The firm takes fromthe packing 
company 10,000 pounds of leaf lard every day, 
and it was Flatters’s duty to baul the stuff from 
the stock yards to the butterine factory. The 

Jard was weighed at the stock yards and again 

for the butterine firm in North Wells-street. 
After leaving the stock yards Fiatters would 

drive to Parker’s shop and there leave 350 to 400 

pounds of the lard. into the cavity thus made 

in the load Evans and Curtin would crawl, and, 
covered up witha tarpaulin, be weighed with 
the Jurd at the North Welis-street place. Then 
the load would be driven around the corner, 
where the two men would climb out and run 
away. The thieves grew fat and Jazy on the 
profits of their stealings and neglected now and 
then to remove part of their load. On those 
days the load of lard would yield an excess of 
oil, Ail the thieves confessed when arrested.

THE QUARANTINE DISCONTINUED. 

Burrato, N. Y., Dee. 11.—Te-day the 
New-York State Board of Health withdrew the 
restrictions placed on persons entering the United 
States at Niagara Falls and Suspension Bridge 
because of the smailpox scare. The services of 
inspectors who have been vaccinating passen- 
gers on the Grand Trunk and Michigan Central 
Railwaye have been dispensed with. All per- 
s00s may now enter the United States at these 
points by railroad cars or otherwise without 
presentation of certificate or without undergoing 
vaccination before crossing the line. Since the 
restriction went into effect there has been on an 
average of about 50 persons daily who were 
crossing the line on the tworailways vaccinated. 
The traveling public will hail with delight the 
discontinuance of the quarantine.

DISCUSSING HOUSE RULES

MR. MORRISON’S PLAN LIKELY TO 
BE ADOPTED, 
THE COMMITTEE CONSIDERS THE SUBJECT 
BUT REACHES NO DECISION—WORK OF 
THE RAG DISINFECTING RING. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Assuming that 
the Committee on Rules would decide to dis- 
tribute the appropriation bills according to the 
plan proposed by Mr. Morrison, the Representa- 
tives who had been awaiting a decision have 
speculated a good deal about the make-up 
of the new appropriation committees, eight in 
number, if Mr. Morrison’s plan be not changed, 
or six according to the scheme of Mr. Springer, 
which has not been regarded as destined to pre- 
vail. Members who were already anxious to be 
at the heads of committees intrusted with im- 
portant legislative duties will be more anxious 
than ever to secure tne places they have aspired 
to. Allsorts of suggestions are heard. One of 
them is that Co]. Morrison will take the Appro- 
priations Committee, surrendering the Ways and 
Means to Mr. Hewitt, while Mr. Randall is to 
have the Naval Affairs Committee and 
to look out particularly for Secretary Whit- 
ney’s proposition to provide a new naval ficet. 
Some of the Western men favor the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Burnes, of Missouri, to the head of 
the Appropriations Committee, or to the Foreign 
Affairs Committee in case that committee shall 
have charge of appropriations for the diplo- 
matic service, Mr. Burnes having been Chairman 
of the subcommittee having charge in the 
last Congress of the diplomatic bill. <As 
each of the appropriation committees will 
need to have a man of good judgment at its 
head, the danger is presented of a withdrawal 
from the Ways and Means Committee of some 
of the most trustworthy menin the House and 
a weakening, by distribution, of the appro- 
priation committee having charge of the 
Legislative, Sundry Civil, and Deficiency bills. 
Usage would secure to Mr. Curtin’ tbe 
reappointment to the head of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. In the event of his consent to 
be transferred to another place Mr. Perry Beol- 
mont would not be likeiy to permit any other 
member to seize the place to which he would 
then be the apparent successor, & place for 
which he is inclined by taste, and for which he 
is much better fitted than are members who are 
many years his senior, 

No attempt is to be made to combine the 
Banking and Currency Committee with that on 
Coinage, nor is any other plan suggested to get 
rid of Mr. Bland as Chuirman. It is generally 
admitted that it will bea dificult thing for Mr. 
Carlisle to make up the Coinage Committee with 
Mr. Bland at its head, if he intends to coustruct 
a committee that is not hostile to the Ad- 
ministration, or at least that is not 
opposed to its clearly stated views on 
the silver hymen To make up_ the 
committee with anti-Bland-dollar men, and put 
Mr. Bland at its head, would be regarded asa 
great provocation by the silver men. Missouri, 
nonored in the last Congress with the Chairman- 
ship of both the Banking and Coinage Commit- 
tees, hus decided in caucus to ask tor those com- 
mittees again, and 1t has already decided where 
it desires to have its 12 Democratic members 
placed. It muy fall short of its desires 
as it did last Spring, when 10 Demo- 
cratic delegates held a caucus and nominated 
about 20 Missourians, including Sir Charles Gib- 
son, to be Ministers Plenipotentiary and Consuls 
to as many foreign Courts and cities. Among 
Republicans the proposition to distribute the 
Appropriation bilis has not met with unani- 
mousapproval. They do not believe 1t would 
be done by a Republican House, and they do not 
consider it good politics to encourage an un- 
wise innovation of this kind, because some pos- 
sible advantage may be won through it if the 
Democrats should be recklessly extravagant in 
their appropriations. : 

The Committee on Rules held two meetings 
to-day, one in the morning, of brief duration, 
and another to-night, which lasted more than 
three hours. At the mecting to-night the prop- 
ositions of Mr. Morrison, Mr. Springer, Mr. 
Reed, and others, submitted on Tuesday, 
were generally discussed, and a disposition 
in favor of the changes proposed by 
Mr. Morrison, with some modifications, was in- 
dicated. No conclusion was reached, however. 
The House will adjourn to-morrow immediately 
after the Journal hus been read until Monday, 
andthe Committee on Rules will then resume 
consideration of the proposed changes. It is 
considerea aitogether probable that Mr. Morri- 
son’s proposition will be adopted.

The rag disinfection schemers were apparently 
not satisfied with the action of the American 
Public Health Association at its meeting on 
Thursday, when it was ordered that the special 
committee on the subject of rag disinfection 
sbould take a year for the consideration of meth- 
ods sand needs, for to-day Dr. J, Howard 
Taylor, one of the committee appoint- 
ed yesterday, reported with consideravle 
unanimity, that itis an admitted fact that the 
importation of rags is a prolific cause of the 
spread of infectious diseases, and that ports of 
entry are the zateways for their introduction; 
that foreigu disinfection was not to be relied 
upon, and that, a resolution shouid be passed by 
the association that all health authorities hav- 
ing jurisdiction over matters connected with 
maritime sanitation owe itasa duty to adopt 
uniform systems of disinfection and thoroushly 
destroy all germs before the rugs are permitted to 
be distributed for manufacturing purposes. 
The-hand of the Paper Stock Disintecting Com- 
pany showed through this resolution, which 
was apparently desizned to pave the way for an 
approval of the scheme by which Health Officer 
Smith and others ure said to be confident of ex- 
torting large sums from rag importers. The 
discussion which followed showed that the 
association was not ready to be led 
into any trap. The meeting helped the 
rag ring, unwittingly, perhaps, by extend- 
ing their lines, 1tuppointed Dr, J. H. Raymond, 
of Brooklyn, and Dr. Joseph Holt, of New- 
Orleans, additional members. If all the mem- 
bers of the committee can be converted to the 
views ot the Paper Stock Disinfecting Company 
the concern will be in powerin the ports of 
Philadelphia, New-York, Charleston, Baitimore, 
anudon the lakes, The representatives of the 
concern kept themselves so discreetly in the 
background that the efforts made to advance 
the pretended humbug excited no suspicion that 
the propositions made were not 1n behalf of the 
broadest work for the general health.

The Republican Senators met in caucus at Ill 
o’clock this morning and continued in session 
until 2 o’clock. Senator Sherman resigned his 
position as Chuirman of the caucus and Senator 
Edmunds was unanimously elected to the place. 
This action was due to the fact that no Senator 


has ever been Chairman of the caucus and 
presiding officer of the Senate at the same 
time. The action of the Caucus Commit- 
tee in the arrangement of Chairmanships 
of Senate committecs, namely, in deciding to 
tender to Senator Sewell that of the Joint Com- 
mittee of the Library, and to Senator Logan his 
old piace on Militarv Affairs, was ratified.jnear- 
ly all tbe time was devoted to a discussion of the 
line of policy to te adopted toward Presidential 
appointments. No formal action was taken and 
none was proposed. Senators expressed their 
views freely,and were found to be practically 
unanimous against the adoption of and general 
policy of opposition,{but were azreed upon the 
advisability of treating each nomination upon 
its merits. Opinions were expressed and gen- 
erally assentec to, that good men appointed to 
otlice because they were Democrats should be 
contirmed, except in cases wnere their pred- 
ecessors were removed upon unrounded charges 
brought for the purpose of making pretexts tor 
the creation of vacancies. In such cases it was 
urged that the nominations shouid be neld up to 
give the removed officials an opportunity for 
vindication. Senators who were present express 
the opinion that this plan for the present will 
govern the course of the Republicans, The 
caucus adjourned without day.

WALTER L. NEWBERRY’S ESTATE. 


THE DEATH OF HIS WIDOW ENRICHES TWO 
SPECULATIVE SYNDICATES. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 11.—The news of 
the death of Mrs. Julia Butler Newberry, widow 
of Walter L. Newberry, the Chicago mill- 
ionaire, who died in 1868, leaving half 
of his estate, under certain conditions, 
for the founding of a public libraryin Chicago, is 
the sensation of the day here. Newberry 
left this city in 1834. after having been 


® merchant here for a number. of 
years, keeping a store half a century ago where 
the First National Bank now stands. He was 
not enormously rich when he sold out here 
and invested his money in Chicago real 
estate, but was in good circumstances, 
It is now believed in Detroit that his 
estate is worth nearly $10,000,000. After Mr. 
Newberry’s death the litigation over his estate 
lasted six years. Under the termsof his will 
half of his estate is to be divided among the 
lawful surviving descendants of his brothers, 
Henry and Elihu, and a sister, Mrs. Louisa Ed- 
gerton. 

All of the persons named have since died, but 
there are plenty of children and grandchil- 
dren, besides descendants ,of two _ broth- 
ers, who had previously died—Oliver, of 
Detroit, and Amasa §&., of Waterville, N. Y. 
Elihu was a fairly prosperous shoemaker of this 
city, and tather of ex-Congressman John 8. 
Newberry, who isone otf the rich men of De- 
troit to-day. Mrs. Starweather, of Ypsilanti, 
and Henry L. Newberry, of Monroe, 
Mich., are sister and brother of the 
ex-Congressman. Henry Newberry was the 
father of Henry Warner Newberry, who now 
lives in this city, and of Mrs. Louise Condee, of 
New-York. With the exception .of John 
S. Newberry, the heirs are poor. Henry 
Warner Newberry, of this city, is for 
certain reasons the most conspicuous of 
all the heirs, being entitled under the 
will to one-eighth of half the estate. 
After the vain attempt of the heirs 
to break the will he (Harry Warner Newberry) 
was in dire straits. He was born the same 
year as Senator Thomas W. Palmer. They 
went to school together, and_ were life- 
long friends. Newberry went to Palmer and 
proposed to sell to the Senator a quarter inter- 
est in his expectations for $20,000. The Senator 
agreed to puy it, and interested with him Will- 
tam A. Moore, Ashley Pond, and Ford Staring. 

jt was apparent that Mr. Newberry could not 
sell what was not his, in other words he could 
not dispose of his interest or any part thereof 
until he had acquired it by the death of 
the widow, and if the Senator and 
his friends should invest they would be 
taking a big risk. 1f Newberry died be- 
fore the widow his interest would go 
to his heirs, and nothing he could 
do during life could deprive them of 
it. However, the gentlemen made a contract 
with Mr. Newberry to pay him $2,000 a year for 
i0 years for one-quarter interest of his one- 
eighth. To insure themselves against loss 
in case of his death they insured his life for 
$20,000, paying the premium themselves. If 
the widow died before the expiration of 
the 10 years Newberry was still to get 
his $20,000 for a fourth _ interest. if 
she died after theexpiration of the time and he 
survived the quarter interest was theirs for 
what they had paid him. There was no agree- 
ment or understanding that the $20,000 annuity 
was to continue after 10 years. 

This syndicate realizes about $100,099 on the 
investment. Moore and Pond get one- 
tifth and Paimer_ tour-fifths. Staring’s 
interest is $12,000 in Palmer’s_ propor- 
tion. “lt looked,” said Mr. Newberry 
to-day as if I was seliing a good deal for 
a little, but Was poor: I had 
been unfortunate in businese and needed 
money to live on, and 2,000 a year 
for 10 years wus worth to me when I made that 
contract more than the big money they get 
out of it now. However, Tom Palmer 
and I were boys together,. and he has 
done me many favors, and I’m nota bit sorry I 
did it.”” Six or seven years ago four other cap- 
italists formed a syndicate to speculate on 
the death ot Mrs. Newberry, and the clairns 
of several other of the indigent heirs. This syn- 
dicate was formed ot Jesse H. Farwell, William 
B. Wesson, Milton H. Butler, and George 
Jerome. They made a “dicker” with 
Fred, Edward, and ‘Walter Newberry, 
children of Henry L. Newberry, for 
their interest in the estate, they advanced to the 
boys a sum of money and took the heirs’ notes 
for a much larger sum. Mr. Butler, who is 
President of the Citizens’ Savings Bank, 
will receive the largest pile, as he owns the 
shure of Edward H. Newberry outright 
and has large claims on the shares of 
Walter A, ewberry and another _ heir. 
Young Newberry is now railroading. ‘The 
three Newberry’s received, in all, about $30,000 
from Mr. Butler. The latter will now get trom 
$200,000 to $300,000 on his investment. 

Mr. Butler said this morning that the value of 
the estate has been much underestimated inthe 
papers. It includes nearly the entire town of 
Green. Bay, besides what had already been re- 
ported. He thought ex-Congressman Newber- 
ry’s share would reach $1,000,000. Messrs. Far- 
well and Jerome are likely to receive from 
$50,000 to $100,000 each. 





KILLED BY A BUILER EXPLOSION. 
Austin, Texas, Dec. 11.—A boiler explo- 
slun occurred between 4and5o'clock this aft- 


ernoon at the Furthe Foundry, resulting in the 
instant death of two men and the wound- 
ing of others. The foundry is Bit- 
uated some little distance from the busi- 
ness part of the city on the banks of 
the Colorado River. The exact cause of the ex- 
plosion can never be known. The boiler was a 
large size tubular structure, and had been in 
use nearly 25 years. It broke immediately on 
the counter line, one-half tiving in one direc- 
tion, the other half in the opposite course. 
Charles Jones, proprietor of the works, 
happened to be in the foundry at the time, 
standing near the boiler room, He was 
struck by the brick wall as it fell, and 
was dead when discovered. Lewis Preston, 
the engineer, was working the pump. He was 
mutilated horribly. Botn men licave families. 
The wounded are not seriously hurt. The build- 
ing was entirely demolished, and involves a loss 
of $6,000. The explosion shook the entire city 
and caused a good deal of consternation. People 
thought it was an earthquake. Had the ex- 
plosion occurred a few moments earlier fully a 
dozen men would have been killed.

CONCESSIONS TO THE SHIP RAILWAY. 

A telegram received yesterday by the 
President of the Tehuantepec Ship Railway 
Company from President Diaz, of Mexico, an-

Congress Of the amended concessions to the 
company. These amendments add to the previ- 
ous land grant 1,700,000 acres, the whole 
land concession being equal to haif the area 
ot New-Jersey. Coaling stations are to be 
permitted at either end of the railway, 
to which coal from the United States, or any 
other foreign nation co-operating with Mexico 
in guaranteeing interest on the bonds of the 
railway company, is to be admitted tree, to the 
exclusion of coai from all other countries. Mex: 
ico guaruntees the paymentof $1,250,000 a year 
for 15 years, provided this or some European na- 
tion guarantees $2,500,000 more for the same pe- 
riod. Tbe time tor completing the road bas been 
extended to 1894.

POLICE JUSTICE POWER PROTECTS 
REBECCA FISHER, 

TRYING TO GET PAYMENT THROUGH THE 
COURTS FOR A SEWING MACHINE 
BOUGHT BY ONE SCHNEIDER. 

Rebecca Fisher, a girl living at No. 29 
Norfolk-street, was yesterday brought into the 
Essex Market Police Court. She had been ar- 
rested in Canal-street by a man named Irving, 
who acted in behalf of the Houschold Sewing 
Machine Company. Mr. H. Tompkins, who ap- 
yeared in behalf of the company, charged her 
with grand larceny. He said that she had signed 
a receipt for a sewing machine which had been 
delivered at the house where she lived about 10 
days ago, and had disposed of the machine with- 
out paying for it. Her father, continued the 
lawyer, was arrested yesterday on board a 
steamer in Hoboken as he was going to sail for 
Europe, but he did not know upon what charge. 

“Who makes the affidavit against this girl?” 
asked Justice Power. 

Mr. Tompkins said he did not have any one to 
make the aftidavit other than the driver who 
delivered the machine, but he wanted to have 
the girl held, all the sama. 

“TI must havea responsible person—the Presi- 
dent of the company or some one in authority— 
to make an affidavit upon which to hold the 
prisoner,” remarked the Judge. He was will- 
ing, however, to hear what the driver had to 
say. The driver swore that he had taken the 
machine toa man named Abraham Schneider, 
who lived at the place, and as the man did not 
happen to be at home he asked the girl to sign 
a receipt for Schneider. She gave him $4, which 
she said Schneider had asked her to hand to the 
driver. Justice Power did not see evidence 
enough in this to hold the girl, who said 
that Schneider had been a boarder in their 
family, and had given her $4 to pay to a 
driver, who, he said, would bring a sewing ma- 
chine. The same day Schneider took away the 
machine and left their house. Mr. Vompkins 
then produced a Mr. Dill, who he said was an 
agent of the company, and who swore that Re- 
becca had admitted to him after her arrest that 
she had dispcsed of the machine. Justice Power 
severely rebuked the counsel for causing the 
girl’s arrest and presenting his case in sucn 
a loose manner, and insisted upon having an 
affidavit. Mr. Lincoln, who said he was manager 
of the company, was then produced, but he did 
not know enough to make an afiidavit, and Mr. 
Tompkins urged that the girl be compelled to 
tell where the machine was. 

“Have you any suspicion that Schneider is a 
fictitious person and that the girl’s father is the 
man ?” asked the Judge. 

The complainants admitted that they had no 
such suspicion, and then Judge Power became 
indignant. 

*Thumbscrews and the rack,” he said to Mr. 
Tompkins, *“ have long since been abolished. You 
arrest this girl and cannot make an affidavit 
against ber, and you want the court to assume 
the responsibility of false imprisonment. You, 
although counsel for the company, are also an 
officer of this court, and it is your duty to see 
that the girl is not unjustly deprived of her lit- 
erty, and yet you want me to lock herup. This 
kind of business is disgraceful. I shall let the 
girl go,and all of you get outof this court.” 
Then, turning to acourt officer, he asked fo" the 
man who arrested the girl. The man had mean- 
while quietly gone out. 

‘Go and arrest that man and bring him here,” 
thundered the Judge, and an officer went out 
and returned with Irving. 

**Let the girl make a charge of assault against 
him,” said the Judge. ‘Ill hold him in $500and 
will send the girl to the House of Detention to 
give the company achance to make out a case 
if it can.” : 

Irving appeared to be frightened, and the 
agents of the company told David Levy, coun- 
sel for the girl, that they would drop the case if 
Irving was set at liberty, but Justice Power re- 
tused to entertain any such motion.

SEARCHING THE JUNIATA,

A CHARGE THAT THE OFFICERS ARE AT- 


TEMPTING TO SMUGGLE CURIOSITIES, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The Treasury De- 
partment is in receiptof a letter from C. G. 
Whitlock, in which he says he has trustworthy 
information that 20 officers attached to the 
United States steamer Juniata, which has just re- 
turned from a cruise in Chinese waters, have con- 
cealed on that vesse) a large quantity of dutiable 
goods, including silks, rugs, fans, vases, porce- 
lain and ivory ware,Chinese and Japanese curios- 
ities, which they intend to smugyle into the 
United States. The Collector of Customs has been 
instructed to investigate the matter and report 
his action. He'isinstructed to send an inspector 
and assistants to the vessel and to request per- 
mission from the commanding officer to insti- 
tute a thorough Search. In case permission be 
obtained, the customs officers are to take pos- 
session of all smuggled goods which may be 
tound and hand them over to the Collector for 
action in compliance with the law and the regu- 
lutions, The Secretary of the Navy has also 
been given notice of the case, with a request for 
suggestions. 

Collector Hedden said last evening that he 
thought there was nothing in the charges. They 
were senseless aspersions on the characters of 


the naval officers. He could not ascertain who 


Whitlock was. The letter, of which he had re- 
ceived a copy, was written from New-York, 
but the name of C. G. Whitlock did not appear 
in the Directory. He had sent an Inspector on 
board the Juniata ia the afternoon to make in- 
quiries about the matter among the officers. 
All of them declared the charge to be without 
toundation. If in the course of a three years’ 
cruise in Chinese waters they bad collected 
bric-d-brac and curiosities for their families and 
friends to such an extent that some of the arti- 
cles were Cutiable, they would have no desire 
to evade the legal payments. To-day an In- 
spector, with assistants, will go on board the 
Juniata and make a compiete inventory of all 
goods and articles brought from foreign waters 
by ber officers and crew. 
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DR. WOODROW WILL NOT RESIGN. 

CoxLtumBus, Ohio, Dec 11.—The new 
Board of Directors ofjthe Southern Presbyte- 
rian Theological Seminary met in this city last 
night and remained in session until 2 o’clock 
this morning discussing ‘the situation in regard 
to Dr. James Woodrow, the evolutionist. Dr. 
Woodrow was declared by a majority of the 
synods to have been illeyally removed from the 


Perkins Professorship, and hence the new board 
contropted the same difticulties encountered by 
the old board. With Dr. Woodrow in the chair, 
they appointed a committee to wait on him 
und ask his resignation of the Professorship 
of the Perkins Chair for teaching science as re- 
vealed in Scripture, to which request he gave a 
positive refusal. Another committee was ap- 
pointed to ask Dr. Woodrowif he would agree 
not io teach evolution, to which he replied that 
he would answer no questions, The board couid 
accomplish nothing toward unseating Dr. Wood- 
row or changing his views. so they adjourned at 
2A.M. Dr. Woodrow is having his room in the 
setninary put in order, and will lecture next 
Monday, if he has ac audience. Ten of the 20 
students have signified their intention to leave, 
and others wilifoilow. Itis believed that the 
pre igi will soon be closed for want of stu- 
ents. 


IRON ORE FAMINE THREATENED. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 11.—In its annual 
summary of the iron ore industry of the coun- 
try the /ron Trade Review will say to-morrow 
that more Lake Superior ore was sold the past 
year than ever before in the history of that in- 
dustry, the sales aggregating 2,988,486 tons. 
There remained at the close of navigation on 
dock at Lake Erie vorts 1,048,940 tons, of which 
all but 130,000 tons were sold. In consequence 
of this exceedingly small surpius and the in- 
creased demand for ore, especially for Bessemer 
steel making. an iron ore famine is threatened, 
The only district accessible by rail during the 
Winter months for supplying the large steel 
works of the country 1s the Pilot Knob region 
in Missouri. It is understood that 250,000 tons 
of the latter ores have been stocked up and held 
tor still higher prices The past two weeks have 
witnessed a marked advance in the prices of 
Lake Superior ore. 








A SINGULAR ACTION AT LAW. 

MonTREAL, Dec. 11.—A man named 
Poitras was arrested some time ayo in the Cath- 
olic church at St. Anne, Isle Perrot, for not 
using both knees in kneeling during prayer, 
thereby violating a rule of the church and dis- 
turbing the services. Poitras was ill, and could 
only use one knee. The charge was not sus- 
tained in the inferior court, and Poitras took 
action against his prosecutors for damages, 
The first_ot these actions was disposed of to-day 
by the Superior Court, which heid that Poitras 
had no case.

THE TROUBLESOME MINERS, 


—_——_~.—_—_— 
SITUATION OF AFFAIRS IN MISSOURI AND 
PENNSYLVANIA CRITICAL 


Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 11.—The situation at 
evier, in this State, is a critical one, and an 
outbreak is looked for at any moment. Further 
developments show that the terrible prepara- 
tions mentioned last night are more extensive 
than at first appeared. It is now well ascertained 
that the miners have in the heart of the town a 
cannon and five shells. With these it was proposed 
to bombard the Loomis stockade and mining 
shaft of No.4. Aftera breach had been made 
the two companies were to charge and sweep the 
negroes from the town. Nothing had been left 
incomplete in the arrangements. The only 
thing which could prevent the carrying out 
of this programme was Mr. Loomis’s acces- 
sion to the terms of the meeting. The alarm- 
ing facts narrated, although guarded with 
the greatest secrecy. became known to 
several prominent citizens of Macou, and they 
determined that some immediate action must 
be taken to prevent this impending danger. 
They called in Mr. Loomis, who said that he had 
no tavors to ask, but was willing to co-operate 
in any endeavor to restore peaceful relations, 
and to accede to any reasonabie terms that 
might be proposed. An agreement was then 
drafted that the committee were to exert their 
influence to prevent further trouble and would 
assist the authorities in maintaining order. 
They would further endeavor to prevent 
citizens and miners from carrying weapons on 
the streets. Loomis and Sniveley agreed to 
allow :none of their employes to go upon the 
streets armed: to allow officers of the law at all 
times to enter their inclosures and mines in pur- 
suit of law breakers und to,employ no desperate 
characters, Both parties mutually agreed to 
use all efforts to restore peaceful relations, 

Gov. Marmaduke says he was called on by Mr. 
Sniveley, who asked him to interfere in the riot- 
ous proceedings at Bevier. The Governor con- 
sulted with his legal advisers on the subject, and 
they were of the opinion that he had no legal 
authority to interfere, unless it was ascertained 
that the civil authorities had exerted their 
authority and tound themselves powerless to 
maintain order. He regarded the demands of 
the miners that Loomis should disarm his men 
and pull down his stockade, or to discharge the 
negroes—the latter being their objective point— 
as entirely unreasonable and out of the question. 
He believed that Loomis had a right to employ 
whom he pleased, and to build fences of any 
description upon his premises. He (the Gov- 
ernor) said that he should never indorse the 
demand that the negroes must go, or that em- 
ployes of any race or color should be forced 
to leave their work or be driven from any com- 
munity. Should it appear at any time that the 
civil authorities were unable to cope with the 
disturbance he would feel at liberty to order 
troops to the scene. The Governor expressed 
his surprise at the woeful inefficiency of the local 
authorities. 

Mr. Sniveley did not feel perfectly satisfied 
with the result of his mission, for he thought 
that, should the expected riot take place, the 
Governor could not send troops to Bevier in 
time toaccomplish any good. He thought, how- 
ever, that the Governor's mind had been dis- 
abused of the previous incorrect ideas he had 
held concerning the troubies. 


PittspurG, Penn., Dec. 11.—Quiet reigns 
throughout the Monongahela Valley mines to- 
day. Notwithstanding the uneasiness felt last 
night there was no disturbance. Although the 
strikers were around all night, they kept at a 
safe distance. The non-union miners -at Pine 
Run did not go to work until daylight this 
morning, fearing a repetition of yesterday’s at- 
tack. They have decided to discontinue night 
work as long as there is danger of another out- 
break. The workmen at Allegrippus expected 
an attack during the night, avd made prepara- 
tions to give the mob a warm reception. They 
were provided with repeating rifles, and each 
man was given 50 roundsof ammunition. The 
strikers did not putin an appearance, however, 
and this morning the men went into the mines 
as usual. Great excitement still prevails among 
the residents in the neighborhood of these 
mines, and serious trouble, perhaps bloodshed, 
is predicted. Sheriff Gray has stationed posses 
near Allegrippus and Pine Run, and has also 
sworn in a large number of men living in the 
vicinity, who will respond to his call at a mo- 
ment’s warning. 

Master Workman Newman, of the Knights of 
Labor, telegraphed to Grand Master Powderly 
this evening, asking him to come on at once and 
take a look over the field. Mr. Newman says the 
Knights of Labor wili not recognize any law- 
lessness, and if any members of the organization 
were engaged in the late riots they wil! be se- 
verely dealt with. 





AN INSATIATE KLEPTOMANIAC. 


A WOMAN WHO PRACTICES 


JUST FOR FUN. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 11.—A curious case 
of shoplifting, which the police are inclined to 
regard as a case of kleptomania, has just come 
to light here, and in consequence of the find 
therefrom the quarters of Chief Wade, of the 
State police, have taken on the appearance of a 
ancy bazaar. The kleptomaniac is a woman now 


in the House of Correction. She has been 
known as Jane Weldon and by a dozen other 
aliases. She bas lived in Charlestown, and at the 
time of her last arrest, Nov. 3, was boarding in 
Everett under the name of Mrs. Smith. At 
the time of her arrest she sent a letter 
signed Jane Weldon to her landlady explaining 
“Mrs. Smith’s” absence. The letter said that 
‘“*“Mrs. Smith” had gone to New-York witha 
triend. Atthe time it was written ** Mrs. Smitb,”’ 
or “Jape Weldon,” was in the House of Correc- 
tion. Her long absence excited suspicion, and 
her room was entered. In it were many pack- 
ages, burrels, and boxes nicely packed and la- 
beled. Chief Wade was informed of this and 
took possession of the property, which on ex- 
amination disclosed an astonishing variety of 
stolen articles, almost everything of small size. 
The value of tre collection is roughly appraised 
at about $2,000. It cannot be jeurned that the 
thief ever tried to dispose of any of her plunder, 
She seems to have made up the collection merely 
for her own enjoyment. 

The list includes seven pocketbooks contain- 
ing $155, several jeweled rings and many other 
pieces of jewelry, a silver milk pitcher, suvar 
bowl, and two goblets? with numerous smaller 
articles, clocks, vases, glassware, Dalmatiau 
powder, stationery, hammers, ice picks, kitchen 
goods of all kinds, buttons, eye glusses, fans, 
teathers, boxes of troches, plaques, Parian 
ware, silks, and satins. The woman had taken 
care to remove from every article tne 
price or other marks of identification, 
nod in most of the bundles were papers 
marked, “ Things I have y,ot since I moved to 
Everett.’ It is not supposed that the woman 
sold much. In ber collection were several scrap 
books containing clippings from newspapers on 
science and religion. Careful lists of stolen 
yoods were found, and a sketch of the womun’s 
prison life in her own writing was also discov- 
ered. Her present sentence of six months is the 
third she has received. On her release she scems 
to take up without any unnecessary delay her 
chosen work and to carry 1t on until the arm of 
the law enforces u temporary cessation.

SYRACUSE UNIVERSITY SUED. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Letitia C. 
Baker, of the city of New-York, has brought 
suit to recover possession of an undivided 
fourth part of the lands of the Syracuse Uni- 
versity and of Oakwood Cemetery in this city.

THE LAST HONORS TO WILLIAM. 

H. VANDERBILT. 

BRIEF SERVICES AT THE HOUSE, A CROWDED} 

PUBLIC FUNERAL, AND A QUIET CERE- 
MONY AT THE TOMB. 


While the pall bearers and close friends 
of William H. Vanderbilt were assembling in’ 
the parlors on the lower floor of his Fifth-avente@ 
house yesterday morning, preparatory to the 
public funeral, the dead man’s widow, his chile. 
dren, and other members of the family gathered 
around the body in the room above for a fares 
well look and a brief prayer. No one presumed: 
to intrude on this privacy. When all was over 
Mrs. Vanderbilt was assistéd to her own apart- 
ments, quite overcome with grief. In speaking 
of it afterward a friend said that her husband's 
death was too sudden for the widow to fully re« 
alize her loss until the time came to take away 
the body. She did not go to the church with 
her children. After attending to his mother, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt summoned the under 
taker to close the coffin, the pall bearers put on 
broad white sashes. fastened with black roe 
settes, and the carriages began to fall in line be- 
fore the door. 


Very few people had gathered on the street, 
thougn to meet possibie contingencies Capt. 
Mount had sent Sergt. Norris «and 30 patrol- 
men to the house to maintain order. 
There was no difficulty at all in keeping the 
small crowd on the east sidewalk directly front- 
ing the house, leaving the roadway perfectly 
clear for the carriages and relieving the mourn- 
ers from getting stared out of countenance 
while they passed from the doorstep to the vehi- 
cles. A few persons were permitted to look on 
from the grounds of the Roman Catholic 
Orphan Asylum, directly opposite the residence. 
Others who did not care for so close a view, 
found comfortable places in the sheltered door- 
ways of the marble cathedral. It still lacked 14 
minutes of 10 o’clock when the public caught its 
first view of the rich man’s coffin, covered with 
a heavy black pall, as it was lifted from the 
house to the hearse. Everything was managed 
without confusion. Before the people looking 
on had time to get accustomed to it all the car- 
riages Were passing down the avenue to St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Church, 

In the carriace first following the hearse were 
Cornelius Vanderbilt and wife, wita George 
Vanderbilt. In the second carriage rode Will- 
iam K. Vanderbilt and wife. The third vebicle 
contained J. 8. Webb and wife, the fourth Mr. 
and Mrs. W. D. Sluane, and the fifth Mr. and Mrs. 
Twombly. YVifteen other carriages followed, 
with the pall bearers and friends of the family. 

A great crowd or people besieged the doors of 
the church. The women felt most aggrieved 
and said the sharpest things when told repeat- 
edly and peremptorily that it was impossible for 
them to getinside. A great many persons were 
on hand by 8:30 o'clock, hoping to pass the door- 
keepers. They were allowed to fall in line and 
stay there long enough to make their feet cold 
and their hope otf success warm. Then 180 po- 
licemen, under orders from Cuapts. Mount and 
Schuitz, were scattered about to mass them 
all on the east sidewalk of Madison-avenue and 
the nortn sidewalk of Forty-fourth-street. All 
the doorsteps in the neighborhood were 
thronged with spectators. Hundreds of faces 
watched the crowd gather from the com- 
fortuble side of closed windows until the 
funeral procession drew near the church, 
Then the sashes were thrown open al- 
most simultaneously and rosy faces were thrust 
into the crisp morning air while the coffin was 
lifted into the church. It was scarcely 10:05 
o’clock when the hearse drew up before the 
Madison-avenue entrance. The crowd pushed 
forward a little then. After the coffin was lost 
to view in the church the mourners alighted 
from their carriages in the order in which they 
had ridden from the house and foliowed it.

SIMPLE PUBLIC CEREMONIES. 

Perfect simplicity marked ail of the pro- 
ceedings in the church. By special request of 
the family friends refrained from sending floral 
tributes, and the only mourning drapery yisible 
in the auditorium before the arrival of the fu- 
neral party was the low black catafalque in 
front of the chancel and the modest curtain of 
crape on the door of the vacant Vanderbilt pew. 
The absence of ostentatious display was im- 
pressive. The church contained an assemblaga 
representative of wealth and power such as ig 
seldom seen, yet there was no pomp and na 


glitter of fashion. By the-time that the hearsa 
and the mourners reached the church all of the 
seats in the large auditorium were occupied ex- 
cept those reserved for the members of tne fam- 
ily and the pail bearers. 

Assistant Bishop Henry C. Potter took his 
place in the chancel promptly at 10 o’clock, A 
tew minutes afterward the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Cooke, Rector of the church, and his assistant, 
the Rey. Mr. Clampett, emerged from the 
robing room and walked down the central aisle 
to the main entrance. The ciergymen wore 
mourning sasbes over their white surplices. 
They reached the vestibule aimost simultane- 
ously with the arrival of the funeral party. 
The notes of Chopin's funeral march pealed 
from the great organ, and the solemn proces- 
sion moved slowly into the church and toward 
the chancel. The Rector and his assistant 
walked in front of the pall besrers, slowly re- 
peating the opening portion of the Episcopal 
burial service beginning with the words, “I am 
the resurrection and the life.” The pall bearers 
entered in the following order: Samue}! F. Bar-

The coffin was borne into the church on the 
shoulders of six young menand placed upon the 
catafalque with the head toward the chancel. 
Upon the lid were a bank of fresh biue violets, a 
bunch of palms, and a wreath of myrtle decked 
with white roses. A beautitul cross of white 
roses—tbhe tribute of some of the ladies of the 
Vanderbilt family—was placed at the foot of 
the cataitalque. The pall bearers took seats in 
the front pews on the left of the central aisle, 
and the mourners filied fully a dozen pewson 
the opposite side of the aisle. 

Mr. und Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt and their 
three children occupied the front pew. Back of 
them sat Mr. and Mes. W. K. Vanderbilt and 
George Vanderbilt. Next cume Mr. and Mrs, 
Frederick W. Vanderbilt, Mr. and Mrs. H. McK. 
Twombly, Mr. and Mrs. Sloane and their two 
children, Mr. and Mrs. Webb, and Jacob 
Vanderbilt with his sous und his two dauzh-" 
ters, Mrs. McNamee und Mrs. Caesar. The 
mourners also included some other relatives of 
the family. The sons and daughters of the 
dead millionaire manifested much feeling 
throughout the ceremonies. Cornelius Vander- 
biit was visibly affected by the touching musid 
of the hymn “I would not live alway.” 

The large congregation remained standing 
from the time that the coffin was borne into the 
chureb until after the singing of the regulariy 
appointed anthem by the quartet choir, which 
consisted of Miss Ellen Earle, soprano; Miss 
Annie Buckley Hill, contraito; Theodore Toedt, 
tenor, and Franz Remmertz, basso, The an- 
them, which comprised verses from the Thirty- 
ninth and Ninetieth Psalms, included the fol- 
lowing passage, somewhat significant upon this 
occasion: 

‘For man walketh in a vain shadow and disquieteth 
himself in vain; he heapeth up riches and cannot tell 
who shall gather them.”’ 

The lesson, taken from chapter 15 of First 
Corinthians, was read by the Nector, and the 
choir sang, with much tendercaess of expression, 
the bymn “Nearer, my God, to Thee.” Many 
of the older friends und associates of the dead 
man were unexbie to keep back the tears-at thig 
point, and two or three of them abruptly left 
the church. ‘The entire burial service was read 
by the Rev. Dr. Cooke, the Assistant Bishop 
taking no part in the services. After the con- 
cluding prayer the hymn “I would not live 
alway’? was sung by the cboir, and at its con- 
clusion the collin was taken from the church 
ard placed in the hearse. Although itis not 
customary to introduce anything in the way of 
a personal eulogy in the Protesgfant Episcopal 
burial service, such a thing is occasionally done, 
It is understood, however, that the Rev. Dr. 
Cooke, in confining bimself strictly to the 
church ritual yesterday, simply carried out the 
wishes of the family. 

t In the notable assemblage that participated in 
the funeral ceremcnies were railroad men and 
capitalists from every section of the country. 
No attempt was made to group them. They 
entered the church singly and were seated 
where most convenient. After passing the ngid 
scrutiny at the main entrance, where the com- 
mittee, consisting of Superintendent J. M. To 

cey, Treasurer E. V. W. Rossiter, and Controil 

Isaac P. Chambers, of the New-York Central 
Railroad Company, were in charge, the friends 
were ushered to their seats by Clinton L. Rossiter 
and E. H. Goodwin.

It was after the funeral party was inside the 
church and the services were actually begun 
that the men on guard at the doors had to battle 
with the crowd. Men and women tried the most 
ridiculous ruses to pass them. Several railroad 
employes from the Grand Central Station could 
not help arriving a littie late, but Superin- 
tendent Toucey identified them, and they were 
allowed to enter. Any number of people tried 
to gain admission as ‘‘friends of the family,” 
but they were turned away disappointed if old 
Lambert Wardell shook his head. He has known 
the Vanderbilt family and almost every one 
who called at the house since the day when the 
old Commodore began to get rich, and he stood 
at the church door purposely to discover bogus 
acquaintances. He greeted one man with asmile 
of recognition and passed him along. “I 
haven't seen Lambert in six years,” said the 
man as be removed his overcoat, “‘and I didn’t 
suppose he would remember me, but I’m mighty 
giad I got in for the old Commodore's sake.”” A 
well dressed woman smiled sweetly on a police- 
man and said: 

“Say. Sam Wilson, of the Central Road, told 
me that his mother was coming, and couldn't, 
so I came.” 

She almost cried when the policeman swept 
her aside with the crowd. A long-haired crank, 
who claimed to have walked 8,000 miles and to 
have as much money as Mr. Vanderbilt himself 
hud, made a good deal of fuss. Detective Mc- 
Closkey coaxed him away. Inspector Byrnes 
was around with Detectives Heideiberg, Gold- 
eu, Rogers, McCloskey, McNaught, ard Haniey 
to helpthim. They saw every man that went 
into the church. A sieek looking fellow, with 
faded black gloves and a silk hat greasy with 
patent polish, slipped along behind some rail- 
road men, and professed to be quite hurt when 
Superintendent Toucey failed to recognize bim. 
He was trying it on Lambert Wardell when De- 
tective Heidelberg tapped him on the shoulder. 
* Here,” he said, “get out. This crowd is not 
thick enough for your work.” In an instant 
the fellow was lost in the crowd. The detective 
eaid he was a pickpocket. 

The dense crowd that surroundedithe church 
edifice made the exit of the funeral party a 
matter of some difficulty. Although the large 
foree of policemen worked diligently and sys- 
tematically the eagerness of the _ curiosity- 
excited throng to get near the church doors im- 
peded the movements of the carriages to a cer- 
tain extent. The chief mourners were thus 
unavoidably kept waiting in the vestibule for 
two or three minutes. After the departure of 
the funeral procession, and when the church 
was completely emptied of its congrega- 
tion, the persons who had been patiently 
standing in the street during the services were 
permitted to enter the building. Under the re- 
straint of the police a long line of men and 
women passed slowly up and down the aisles. 
There was very little for them to see, but they 
appeared to derive satisfaction from gazing at 
the spot where the earthly remains of the great 
millionaire had rested during the services. A 
few sprizs of myrtie and palm and two or three 
white roses that had dropped from the bier were 
eagerly picked up and carried away as memen- 
toes. The draped pew formerly occupied by 
William H. Vanderbilt and his family was also 
an object of much interest.

PLACED IN THE TOMB. 

There was some confusion in getting the 
carriages started for the Weehawken Ferry after 
the services were concluded. The hearse and a 
few of the carriages turned into Forty-third- 
street and waited for the word to start. Some- 
how or other the crowd intervened and other 
carriages started for Forty-second-street on 
their own hook. They got mixed with the pri- 
vate carriages of friends who did not mean to 
go to the ferry, and it was hard to extricate 
them. The hearse and the carriages with the 
mourners drove down Forty-third-street, to 


the great disappointment of crowds of 
people who had been waiting to_see it pass 
down Forty-second-street. At Forty-third- 
street and Sixth-avenue Capt. Killilea met 
the funeral procession with 50 men and took 
charge ot it from there to the ferry. The car- 
end were all together again by the time the 

earse turned from Forty-third-street into 
Tenth-avenue. This part of the city was filled 
with poor people who had come out to see the 
richest man in the world carried to his grave. 
Factory girls from the mills, smoke-begrimed 
men from the gas works, and women and little 
children from the tenement houses in the neigh- 
borhood poured into the streets. They did not 
conceal their disappointment that the black cur- 
tains on the hearse hid the coffin from their 
view. It was 11:25 when the first carriage 
reached the gates of the ferry. 

The steamboat Southfield, of the Staten Island 
South Shore Ferry Line, which was built by 
Capt. Jacob Vanderbilt. and which eight and a 
half years ago carried the body of Commodore 
Vanderbilt to Staten Island. was selected to 
carry that of hisson yesterday. The Southfield 
arrived at the foot of West Forty-second-street 
at about 10:30 o’clock. As there is only one slip 
there, the West Shore ferryboat Albany, having 
on board the passengers of the train due in this 
city at 10:45, could not jand them, and they were 
consequently ¢elayed about an hour. In front 
of the ferryhousé two Sergeants of Police, a 
platoon of policemen, and a number of loungers 
patiently awaited the arrival of the procession. 

few minutes after 11 o’clock carriage 
brought Detective Sergeants Heidelberg and 
McCloskey, of the Central Office, who took po- 
sitions at the gates, which were immediately 
thrown open. .No one was allowed to pass 
through who was not known to the Detective 
Sergeants. By 11:25 the entire procession had 
arrived, but ittook 15 minutes to get the car- 
riages on board the boat. Besides the hearse 
there were 30 carriages taken On board. There 
Was no room for any more. 

The boat left the slip at 11:40 o’ciock, stood 
far over toward the New-Jersey shore, and then 
headed straight down the river. The members 
of the family and the near relatives, with the 
single exception of Capt. Jacob Vanderbilt, re- 
mained in their carriages all the time they were 
ow the boat. Capt. Vanderbilt left his carriage 
and sat most of the time in the after part of the 
saloon talking to a young lady dressed in black.

The flags on the Southfield, as well as those on 
the ferry house and on the West Shore ferry- 
boats, were at half mast. The run down the 
Bay was entirely without incident. The boat 
reached Clifton at 12:30. Twenty to thirty car- 
riages were in waiting there to join the proces- 
sion, and the entire population of the town was 
out of doors tosee it pass. The flagson the ferry 
house, the Vanderbilt Hotel, and many other 
buildings wereat half mast. There was no delay 
at Clifton. Within five minutes after the land- 
ing of the boat the hearse, preceded by several 
carriages and followed by the remainder, 
moved through the streets of Clifton on its 
way to the Moravian Cemetery at New- 
Dorp. As the long train of carriages moved by 
the farmhouses along the road the inmatcs 
crowded against the windows or stood hatiess 
in the front yards to see it pass. The weather 
was bright and cold, and the bare fields and leaf- 
less woods lacked only a bianket of snow to 
make the landscape thoroughly wintry. 

The head of the procession appeared in sight 
of the Moravian Church, at New-Dorp, at 1:10, 
and at once the bell began to toll. The hearse 
passed through the cemetery gate at 1:20 and 
stopped in front of the receiving vault where- 
in the body of the dead millionaire will rest 
until the family mausoleum is made ready 
to receive it. The thawing of the frost had 
made the ground so damp that it had been 
found necessary to fspread canvas in front of 
the vault for the mourners to stand upon. The 
coffin was placed upon a bier immediately in 
front of the vault entrance, and the flowers were 
Jaid upon it. Atthe head of the coffin, on the 
left side and nearest to the vault, stood the Rev. 
Dr. Cooke, of St. Bartholomew's, clad in his 
white surplice, holding a prayer book in 
his hand. On his left stood the Rey. 
William H. Vogeier, Pastor of the Moravian 
Church, dressed in a walking suit of dark brown. 
Near the clergymen were grouped the pall bear- 
ers. J. Pierpont Morgan was the only one of 
them who had not come down. The family 
stood behind the pall bearers on the right side 
of the coffin. Allofthem seemed to be deeply 
affected during the services and {the subsequent 
placing of the coffin in the vault. 

The Rev. Mr. Vogeler began the services by 
offering an extemporary prayer, in which he 
offered thanks for the example set by Mr. Van- 
derbilt as a husband, a father, and a citizen, and 
asked for divine blessing on his bereaved family. 
Dr. Cooke then closed the services by reading 
that part of the ritual of the Episcopal Church 
set apart for use atthe grave. The coffin was 
then placed into the vault, and the slab which 
covers the inner entrance was placed in position 
and sealed. During this proceeding, which 
occupied 15 minutes, Cornelius Vanderbilt 
and his brothers, William K., Frederick W., 
and George, stood in the entrance, with 
uncovered heads, watching the work. Cornelius 
occupied the innermost position and the others 
stood relatively to himin the order named. It 
was just 1:50 o’clock when the work of sealing 
the slab over the body of William H. Vander- 
bilt was finished,and his family and friends 
moved away to return totheirhomes. There 
was one man among the half dozen who re- 
mained after the funeral party had melted 
away. This man was Robert A. Pinkerton, who 
has been employed to keep awatch over the 
vault night and day.

READING THE WILL. 
THE BULK OF THE PROPERTY SAID TO HAVE 


BEEN LEFT IN HANDS OF TRUSTEES, 

Mr. Vanderbilt’s will was read last even- 
ing in the presence of members of the family. 
Judge Rapallo,who drew up the instrument, and 
Chauncey M. Depew. It will be offered for pro- 
bate in the Surrogate’s office at 12 o’clock to-day. 
Citations will be issued,. returnable in 10 days 
probably, unless it is considered necessary to 


allow more time for the return from Europe of 
Mrs. Shepard, who was in Florence when her 
father died. It was mutually agreed by the fam- 
ily and others who had heard the will read or were 
aware of its contents that none of its provisions 
should be made public before it reached the 
Surrogate’s hands. Judge Rapallo, who went 
from the Vanderbilt mansion to the Man- 
hattan Club’s reception to Gov. Hill, 
would only say that the will would 
be delivered to the Surrogate to-day. 
The will was found in a receptacle used by Mr. 
Vanderbilt at his residence for the safe keeping 
of valuable papers, and notat the Lincoln Na- 
tional Bank, where it was at first supposed it had 
been deposited, 

There was some discussion among the mem- 
bers of the family yesterday whether or not the 
provisions of the will should be made public 
mmediately. Some members of the family 
have taken the ground that out of deference 
to Elliott F. Shepard the will should 
not be published or its contents made 
known until after his return from Europe, 
while by others it was urged that Mr. Vander- 
biit’s interests are so vast and affect so many 
persons that the public has, in a certain sense, 
a right to know without unnecessary delay how 
he has disposed of his property. 

But though nothing could be learned as to the 
details of tne will, it was ascertained that Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt has been made the lergest in- 
dividual legatee, not so much because his 
father recognized in him the possession of 
superior ability as because he was the 
eldest son, and that the bulk of the 
property has been left as a trust fund to be ad- 
ministered by Cornelius and William K. Van- 
derbilt and Chauncey M. Depew. This disposition 
of the bulk of the property was made, it 1s said, 
after the panic of 1884, as being, in 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s judgment, calculated to 
insure the most setistactory administration 
of it, and was based at once on the result of Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s observation of the qualities dis- 
played by those two of his sons in the trying 
period referred to, and his desire to bequeath to 
them, if the term may be used in this connection, 
the very superior counse] of Mr. Depew. It is 
said, also, that Mr. Vanderbilt did not consider 
thatthere was any marked superiority in the 
abilities of Corneliusand William K., but re- 
garded we ah og 4 equal in value but 
differing in ind. Cornelius, he believed, 

ossessed more conservatism and  de- 
iberation, while William K. displayed more 
brilliancy and decision. To secure the fullest 
fruition of these different qualities he deemed 
that they should be placed in a position where 
they could work together and atthe same time 
enjoy the benefit of Mr. Depew’'s wider experi- 
ence and maturer judgment. Accordingly he 
amended his will to meet these requirements. 

In Wall-street yesterday and at the Windsor 
Hotel last night there were animated discussions 
of what were believed to be the provisions of the 
Vanderbilt will and their probable effect upon 
the stock market when formally announced 
to the public. The general impression was 
the same as the statement given above. 
Upon what he said was the authority of a mem- 
ber of the Vanderbilt family, a prominent 
Wall-street operator said last night that the will 
had been read to the heirs atthe Fifth-avenue 
house after the return from the funeral, and 
this same gentleman authorized the statement 
that the will immediately distributed com- 
paratively little of the estate, binding up 
its great bulk as a trust from which 
an annual income—estimated at $15,000,000— 
should be divided among the several children 
after giving one-third—$5,000,000 annually—to 
the widow, though another report had it that 
the big income was to be divided in equal parts 
among the widow and each of hereight children. 
** Practically that is the will,” said this gentle- 
man. “Itisa long document necessarily. Two 
hundred millions of dollars cannot be disposed 
of in a paragrapb.” 

From another source having means of inside 
information came an interesting story which 
represents that within the past year Mr. Vander- 
bilt gave to each of his sons and daughters a 
large amount of property, which may account 
for the alleged “cast-iron provisions” of 
the will in placing the estate in a trust 
fund from which only an annuity shall 
be divided among the heirs. Each of the chil- 
dren, according to this statement, has been put 
in possession of an ample fortune, with no espe- 
cial need for help from the will. The transfer 
of the Staten Island property to George Vander- 
bilt is declared to have been the last of a series 
of gifts on a big scale looking to the proper care 
of the children. 

The will locks uy the greater part of the secu- 
rities held by Mr. Vanderbilt, if the current re- 
ports most depended on are true. In this posi- 
tion over 150,000 shares of Lake Shore stock and 
70,000 ot New-York Central are said to be 
piaced and stringent provision is said to 
be made against putting any of it upon 
the market, (exceptfunder most extraordinary 
circumstances) before the youngest of Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s} present grandchildren shail have be- 
come 21 years of age. This puts that time for- 
ward a little over 20 years. It was entertain- 
ing to notice with what different views 
leading Wall-street men were inclined to 
regard this ‘‘ cast-iron provision.”» Operators 
identified with the buli side of the market saw 
in it an element of great strength. “It guaran- 
tees,’’ said one man of this way of thinking, 
“safe, conservative management of the great 
poseatte, and promises stability and develop- 

othing could be more reassuring. No 
stocks will be thrown upon the market. The bears 
lose their most potent argument.

The assemblage numbered 
nearly 1,000 persons. Studies were suspended by 
the students, and no business whatever was 
transacted during ‘the day. At 11 o'clock the

The services were solemn, 
and the words uttered by the Chancellor were 
listened to with marked attention. 

After a touching prayer by the Rev. W. M, 
Lefiwich, D. D., Chancellor Garland said: ‘* Were 
the Faculty and students of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity at St. Bartholomew's Church they would 
claim to take their place next to Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s family as chief mourners in the sad proces- 
sion that woulda follow his remains to the tomb 
and there lay upon his bier their floral offer- 
ines of gratitude and love. None besides his 
family had a justerciaim than the university 
people to be foremost in expressionsof regret 
for his loss and in public demonstrations of 
gratitude for his favors. No more fitting place 
onearth could be found in which to offer up 
the testimonials of their regard for the dead 
than the chapel that owesits existence to the 
munificence of the family of the deceased. This 
university was the creation of the Vanderbilts— 
father and son—and all the benefits and bless- 
ingsit has conferred upon tke country and ig 
now conferring or may hereafter confer are 
due to them, 

“With the exception of $25,000, given by the 
city of Nashville to secure the location of the 
university upon its site,every dollar expended 
in its erection and maintenance has been the gift 
of the Vanderbilts. As sentiments of respect 
and gratitude are naturally commensurate with 
the extent of benefits received, there are mill- 
ions of hearts in the South that beat responsive 
to those of the university teachers and stu- 
dents, and mourn the loss of the patron 
son as they did the loss of the patron father. 
It ought never to be forgotten that the 
first donation of the family to the erection of 
the university was an act of intentional political 
significance. It was a peace offering to the 
South, a boon to our impoverished people. In 
the struggle between the States Cornelius Van- 
derbilté was an ardent Unionist, upholding his 
cause not only by the weight of his character 
but also with his purse. After the war his 
seo es was not bounded by State lines. He 

uried all hostilities and made the South 
the largest recipient of his public bene- 
factions, proving a friend in the hour 
of need. He made, without any solicitation, 
a tender to Bishop MeTyeire of $500,000 under 
certain conditions. Mr. Vanderbilt urged the 
completion and equipment of the university, 
and again without being asked he gave $600,000 
additional as a permanent endowment, yield- 
ing an annualincome of $42,000. Other build- 
ings being needed, after the death of the elder 
Vanderbilt, Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt met the ex- 
istence of these wants with a promptness and 
liberality equal to that of the father, contrib- 
uting $270,000. It is to be regretted that Mr. 
Vanderbilt did not live to see the university 
become all that its friends desire it to be.” 

The Chancellor then reviewed the progress of 
the institution, and dwelt at length upon the 
great good it bad accomplished, and would ac- 
complish, in the South. It was very gratifying 
to the conductors of the university to know 
that only atew days priorto his death Mr. W. 
H. Vanderbilt, in a letter to the President of the 
Board of Trustees, expressed this satisfaction 
at the management of the university, and his 
gratification at the results. Had he lived 
the ‘Trustees anticipated his co-operation 
in the enlargement of the institution in 
founding an ample library and in establishing 
variouschairs. Considering, however, that Van- 
derbilt University had been but 10 years in oper- 
ation, and that at its opening the educational 
condition of the country was unfavorable to an 
elevated standard of scholarship, it was almost 
marvelous that it is what it is. From year to 
year the conductors had been exacting higher 
and better work from ailthe classes and enlarg- 
ing the sphere of its usefulness. Mr. Vanderbilt 
was a man of great public spirit, which was 
manifested not only by his liberal patronage 
of art, literature, and education, but also 
by the management of his own affairs so as to 
promote the public interest. He was a benevo- 
lent man and a domestic man thoroughly de- 
voted to his family, with whom he spent his 
every moment that he was free from business 
duties. Chancellor Garland cherished the hope 
that Mr. Vanderbilt was not a stranger to the 
renewing power of Christianity, that he had a 
profound respect for it, and upheld its institu- 
tions from Christian principles. To this man 
was the debt of the warmest gratitude 
due. He Was a man whose memory 
the present generation of Southern peo- 
ple will fondly cherish down to the 
last moment of their existence and then trans- 
mit to those who came afterthem. In conclu- 
sion, Chancellor Garland said: ** As long asthese 
walls shall stand the name of Vanderbilt will be 
honored. Yes, these massive buildings must be- 
come leveled to earth and the materials of which 
they are composed be reduced to dust and scat- 
tered abroad by the winds of heaven before the 
name of Vanderbilt can be forgotten.”

A MOTHER FINDS AN ERRING DAUGHTER 
AND TELLS A STRANGE STORY. 

FALL RIver, Mass., Deo. 11.—Among the 
passengers on the morning train from Boston 
yesterday was a well dressed motherly looking 
woman of middle age, who came to this city in 
search of her 16-year-old daughter, who had 
lett her home in Boston last Saturday. The 
girl had been traced by detectives to this city, 
where she arrived on the steamboat train, ac- 
companied by a young man, and was located in 
a house of questionable resort. On receiving 


word of her daughter’s whereabouts the mother 
at once came on. Wishing to avoid publicity the 
jocal police were not notified, and the mother 
remained at a hotel until evening, when, accom- 
panied by the detective, she visitea the house 
where her daughter was stopping. Entrance 
was gained without difiiculty, and they were at 
once ushered into the parlor, where with other 
inmates of the house was the erring daugh- 
terand her betrayer. The mother, after one 
glance at the pair, gave a piercing shriek, and, 
with the words, ** Brotber and sister’? on her 
lips, fell in a swoon. The daughter rushed to 
her mother and endeavored to restore her to 
consciousness, and, when after a time she came 
to herself, she told an almost unparalleled story. 
Tweuty years ago, it appears, the mother re- 
sided with her parents on a farm in the West. 
On an unlucky day a New-York merchant visit- 
ed the village on business, and being attracted 
to the unsophisticated farmer's daughter, suc- 
ceeded in winning ber affections. It was the 
old story; and betore the giri fairly realized tne 
step she had taken, she found herself about to 
become a mother. When her parents learned 
of her condition they drove her from home. She 
found refuge in a charitable institution, where 
her baby,a boy, was born. Leaving her child 
there, she went out in the world to fight 
her own battle. Fortune favored her, and 
in time she went to jBoston and _ 0be- 
came the wife of a _ respectable man, 
by whom she bad one daughter. Her husband 
knew nothing of her past life, but she had kept 
trace of her boy and managed, without disclos- 
ing the relationship, to bring him to Boston and 
educate him. He was a handsome youth, and as 
he grew up to man’s estate gave evidence of 
having inherited his father’s licentious habits. 
Without knowing their relationship, he managed 
to form the acquaintance of his half sister, and 
laid plans toaccomplish herruin.

THE LATE DR. ELISHA MULITORD. 
From the Boston Herald, Dec, 10. 

The sudden death of Dr. Elisha Mulford, 
who is best known by his latest book, ‘* The Re- 
public of God,” and perhaps most widely known 
by his first and greatest book, ** The Nation,” re- 
oves an American author who had just entered 
upon the period when most thoughtful and 
scholarly men begin to do their best work.He had 
published his first book in his thirty-sixth year, a 
work which is not more remarkable for its wide 
scholarship than for its large construction of 
thought, and his theological work, in which he 
took a new departure in adoption of the scientific 
method in the construction of Christian belief, 
appeared several years before be had passed the 
** dead line of 50," but there seemed rather the 
earnest of a still fruitful mind than the rich 
yield of a premature harvest. His death will be 
deeply lamented in theological and political 
circles. His gifts were as rare as his modesty, 
and he excelled in both. He had the foreseeing 
mind that grasps things as wholes and sees a sub- 
ject inits entire scope, and tne estimate in which 
he had come to be held was that of our fore- 
most speculative writer in the double yet related 
realm of political and theological science. He 
had the courage of his opinions, and took the 
lead, by general consent, in every ficld which he 
chose to occupy. 





DENMARK LOSES AN ISLAND. 
From the London Times. 

An official notification from the Danish 
Ministry of Marine announces that Denmark is 
poorer by the loss of an island and of an inter- 
esting natural object. South of the Island Su- 
derie, one of the Firte group,amichty cliff rose 
sheer out of the sea to a height of from 80 to 
100 feet. Looked at sidewise from a distance 
at sea it resembled a great shipin full sail; but 
seen from Suderie it presented the appearance 
of a monk, whence it received from the 
FiirJese the name of Munken. The monk 
was not merely a picturesque object, it 
was also a valuable landmark for sailors 
warning them against a dangerous whirlpool 
which swept around its base. But it is now only 
athing of the past. Last year a portion of the 
cliff fell down, and this year all that remained 
was broken off just below the water line, leav- 
ing inita place a dangerous reef, which is cov- 
ered even at low water. Fortunately it was un- 
inhabited, so no lives were lost. The occurrence 
is noteworthy as proving that the continuous 
wash of the sea, aided probably in the Winter 
by tbe action of driving ice blocks, is able to 
saw through immense masses of rock consisting 
of bard basalt, cutting them clean across at the 
water's edge.

PLANS TO HELP READING 


—— 


MR,.GOWEN'S SCHEME FOR REOR-: 


GANIZATION, 

A VERY LARGE AUDIENCE LISTENING TO 
HIS ATTACK UPON THE PRESENT MAN- 
AGEMENT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Deo. 11.—A great au- 
dience listened to-night, in the Academy of Mu- 
sic, to an address by Franklin B. Gowen, in 
which he arraigned the managemont of the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading Railroad since his retire- 
ment from tho Presidency of that company. 
Before he had been talking half an hour he 
won, judging by the applause, nearly every one 
of the listeners that filled the Academy. More 
than 6,000 tickets of admission had been given 
out. Mr. Gowen had hundreds sent to persons 
interested in the Reading Road living 
within a radius of 100 miles of the city. 
Many in the audienco came from Read- 
ing, Pottsville, and other prominent points on 
the line of the road. Many millionaires of this 
city stood among the crowd that waited in 
Broad-street for the doors of the Academy to 
open, at 7:15 o’clock. By 7:30 every seat in the 
parquet and parquet circle and the first 
balcony was (filled, and at 8 _ o'clock 
every balcony except the top gallery was 
crowded. While the steady stream of financiers, 
shareholders, and others were pouring in at the 
entrance acab drove up at the stage entrance 
and Mr. Gowen got out alone and entered the 
stayze door. He had just come pack from New- 
York, where he had been to attend the funeral 
of William H. Vanderbilt. 

When Mr, Gowen came on the stage, at 8 
o'clock, a faint applause greeted him. He did 
not bowto his audience, but stopped on his 
way to the little table in the centre of the stage 
as if surprised at two things—tbe big audience 
and the meagre applause. He looked de- 
termined and walked with a firm step to 
the table and immediately the house was per- 
fectly quiet. Every box was packed with ladies 
and gentlemen, and many men prominent in the 
financial world sat on the steps in the aisles and 
hundreds of others stood in the doorways up 
stairs and down. Fully 600 persons had to 
stand throuchout the evening. There were about 
600 ladies scattered throughout the audience, 
many of them shareholders of the Reading Road. 
Nearly every prominent broker in Philadelphia 
was present, and a great many men who repre- 
sent the big manufacturing interests of the 
city craned their necks to catch every 
word Reading's ex-President had to say. 
He spoke of the earnings of the 
road while he was at its head, and the desperate 
state of affairs at the present time, of his alliance 
with Vanderbilt, and the alliance made by him 
with the Baltimore and Ohio. Mr. Gowen told 
how every shovel and pick along\the line 
of the Reading Road was idle to-day, 
and he _ said that no railroad in the 
United States could show such a falling 
off in its net earnings as weary gy Bk dears for the 
present year. He referred to his having pro- 
vided for the paying off of the floating debt and 
how the management that succeeded his had 
failed to carry out the plans he had laid out, and 
declared that the saddest of all the mistakes 
made inthe management of the road was the 
way in which the Receivership had treated tne 
floating debt. 

The house rose to its feet when he said that 
what the Reeding osé needed most at the pres- 
ent time was a Dictator. He charged that the 
default of the general mortgage debt was crim- 
inal. Toward the close Mr. Gowen enun- 
ciated the general features of his proposed 

jan of reorganization, which was as fol- 
ows: Raise a new loan, at 4 or 4% per cent., 
sufficient to pay off the general and income 
mortgages and the adjustable scrip; arrange for 
junior securities, to get an almost absolute 
guarantee of 5 cent., and contrul the coal trade 
s0 thatthe net earnings should be increased 
$5,000,000. Mr. Gowen said that all this could be ac- 
complished, he hoped, without foreclosure, butif 
some creditors were stubborn, foreclosure 
would be carried out, but witha view to pro- 
tect all interests. When the Reading Road was 
saveu he said he would compel the con- 
struction of the South Pennsyivania or build 
another line in its place. Mr. Gowen spoke for 
nearly three hours,and during the last half of his 
speech nearly every sentence was followed by 
the clapping of bands and stamping of feet. 

About 75 holders of Reading general mortgage, 
income mortgage, and new consolidated mort- 
gage bonds, together with others interested in 
the affairs of that corporation,assem bled this aft- 
ernoon inthe Board of Trade room to listen to 
Joseph Wharton’s plan for the foreclosure and 
reorganization of the company. Among those 
present were Wharton, Barker, B. Dunbar Lock- 
wood, E. C. Knight, Josiah Kislerbock, J. 
B. Moorhead, W. L. Dubois, J. W. Jones, 
ex- Vice-President of the Reading; C. M. Bayard, 
and KR. H.Cummings. Mr. Perot, in assuming 
the duties of Chairman, said that he knew noth- 
ing of Mr. Wharton's views, and that his accept- 
ing this position must not be taken as an in- 
dorsement of them. Mr. Wharton, who a week 
ago resigned as a member of the Reading Board 
of Managers and who js avery large holder of 
its bonds, made a long speech, 1n which he said 
foreclosure was inevitable. 

**T will not,” he said, “go into a detailed state- 
ment of a plan of reorganization, but will mere- 
ly give a general outline of my idea of what is 
the proper thing to be done.” He said that the 
Jersey Central lease must be given up. He sub- 
mitted figures toshow that in a bad year like 
the present the Keading Company could earn 
enough to pay all obligations downto and in- 
cluding the general mortgage, and he tigured 
out that a new company could be organized 
with total fixed charges of $6,996,272 75, and with 
a probable earning capacity of $8,000,000. 
He recommended that a committee be formed, 
consisting of two general mortgage holders, one 
income mortgage holder, one new consolidated 
mortgage holder, and one who should be inter- 
ested in all three of the securities. This com- 
mittee should examine the features of his plan, 
study the details, and be authorized either to go 
on or report to an adjourned meeting the result 
of theirinvestigation. The meeting listened to 
Mr. Wharton in silence, and his remarks were 
apparently coldly received, though his recom- 
mendation to appoint a committee was adopted. 
The committee will be named in a day or two.

TRAGEDY IN SAN FRANCISCO, 


—_-— > 
A LAND S8PECULATOR SHOOTS A FRIEND.AND- 
KILLS HIMSELF. 

SAN Francisco, Dec. 11.—Shortly before 
Il o’clock this morning O. W. Brown, an engi- 
neer residing in Cheyenne, Wyoming, entered the 
office of John A. Benson, a land surveyor, in the 
Nevada Biock, and after asking the time of 
day, abruptly said; ‘‘Benson,I am in trouble 
with a woman at Cheyenne, and want your 
advice and help.” Benson replicd that 
he was busy and rose to go out. When he 
reached the door of his office he half turned to 
excuse himself further for leaving so uncere- 


moniously, when Brown drew a revolver and, 
without saying a word, fired. The ball struck 
Benson in the left cheek. Brown fired again, 
the ball taking effect in Benson’s neck. ‘Ihe 
appearance of this wound at first gave rise to 
the belief that Benson’s throat had been cut, as 
it was bleeding profusely when he was found. 

Brown turned the revolver on himself and 
fired three shots, but realizing that he had not 
killed himself, be seized a large paper cutter lying 
on the desk and furiously thrust it into his neck. 
The blow was well’ aimed and was delivered 
with such savage force that the papercutter 

assed almost through the neck and severed the 

ugular vein. Brown dropped on the floor 
beside his victim and bled to death in 
a few minutes. A policeman who _ hap- 

ened to be near the door of J, 4 

lood’s office heard the sbots and rushed 
into Benson's office. No word could be ex- 
tractsd from Brown, who was in the last agonies 
of death. Benson on being raised up said he 
had not had any dispute with Brown, that he 
had known him for several years and had had 
many land transactions with him, but beyond 
some business disputes did not know why he 
should shoot him or take his own life. Brown 
was well known on the Pacific coast, having re- 
sided here for 14 years. Last July he failed for 
$225,000. He succeeded in arranging his affairs, 
and since then had secured some valuable Gov- 
ernment land and dredging contracts. 

The trouble is traced to a balance of $5,000 
which Brown claimed to be due him and which 
Benson disputed. It is supposed that a demand 
for this money led to the shooting. The condi- 
tion of Benson’s office when the policeman en- 
tered showed that there had been a severe strug- 
gle between the two men, and that Benson was 
trying to escape when Brown fired. Brown was 
a son of A. L. Brown, of Cheyenne, formerly 
chief clerk in the United States Surveyor-Gen- 
eral’s office in that city. Benson’s wounds, 
though dangerous, are not believed to be fatal. 





OYSTER 
REPORT OF THE CONNECTICUT SHELLFISH 
COMMISSION. 

The fifth report of the Shellfish Commis- 
sioners of Connecticut, Messrs. Robert G. Pike, 
William M. Hudson, and James A. Bill, is quite 
conclusive that by means of judicious legisla- 
tion, without any great outlay of money, the 
oyster industry of Connecticut has been ma- 
terially improved. There being a law 
passed in 1883 regarding the dumping of 
material within certain prescribed limits, 


the oyster beds have not been interfered 
with. It has been the duty of the commission 
to place inspectors on all boats engaged in 
dumping, and these inspectors see that the loads 
are deposited where they cando noinjury. The 
difficulties of mapping out not less than 335,000 
acres of water, extending from east to west a 
distance of 96 miles, with a bredth of from three 
to ten miles, bave been very great, but 
an endeavor has been made to give the 

roper titles to occupants. As there is a 

aw providing for the collection of a tax 
upon oyster grounds, the compilation of sucha 
map, detailing ownership, became a necessity. 
The work ot testing and correcting claims has 
been a long and arduous one, but the Commis- 
sioners believe in its speedy completion. Mr. &, 
G. Blackford, our New-York Commissioner, has 
called attention to the ravages of the starfish, 
and has recommended that a bounty be 
given for their destruction. It has been 
the experience of the more. g¢areful 
of the Connecticut oyster cultivators, that 
by constantly working over the beds these ene- 
mies of the oyster can be destroyed. Still the case 
is one where a negligent man may foster star- 
fish, quite indifferent to his own beds, while the 
starfish may destroy his neighbor’s oysters. 
“The greater area of grounds ag png A culti- 
vated,’ wrote the Commissioners, ‘** the less will 
the starfish abound. Negtected beds suffer the 
most, and it cannot be repeated too often 
that the attacks of these pests can only be 
repelled by unceasing vigilance and indus- 
try. No work on an oyster bed pays 
better than dredging for starfish. When pro- 
prietors realize this fact, and the State does 
what it ought to keep them from breeding in 
the natural beds, it is believed the losses will be- 
come insignificant throughout the State.” This 
Spring there was some alarm in regard to small 
flesh-colored worms which smothered the seed 
oysters. This worm having been examined by 
Prof. Verrill, of New-Haven, was found to be 
the Sabellaria vulgaris, which bad been figured 
and described in the reports of the United 
States Fish Commission, some 13 years ago. 
The amount ot damage done by this sand 
worm is said to have been very much exaggerat- 
ed. It may be destructive of small oysters toa 
certain extent, but the larger oysters resist its 
action. Of late the Commissioners bave heard 
no complaints about the sand worm. Careful at- 
tention seems to have been paidin the determina- 
tion of the spawning periods of the eysters in 
Connecticut waters. It begins in July and ends 
in September; is earlier in shallower waters, 
later 1n deep ones, modified, of course, by 
meteorological conditions, The advantages of 
an extended cultivation of oysters oecomes 
manifest, because when the spawning period 
comes then the spat arising from parents at va- 
rious depths stands a better chance of being 
fecundated. 

Itisasource of congratulation for the Con- 
necticut Commissioners to announce a notable 
increase in the oyster business, which increase 
they believe to be 10 per cent. during the last 
seven months, and one sign of this prosperity 
becomes evident in the building of more steam 
vessels. There are to-day 49 steamers attached 
to the oyster fleet. Itis not alone in taking the 
oysters from their beds by improved methods cf 
dredging which facilitates the industry, but 
starfish can be more readily destroyed, 
and the preparation of new beds—by lay- 
ing down shelis to receive the cultch—more 
economically carried out. Thetwo best author- 
ities on oyster culture in this country—Prof. G. 
Brown Goode and Lieut. Winslow—believe that 
the system now employed in Connecticut is the 
best known, and commend the Commissioners 
for their common sense and the practical man- 
ner in which they have conducted the business. 
Connecticut sells seed oysters to Rhode Isiand, 
Massachusetts, New-Jersey, and New-York, and 
this business is very largely on the increase. 
For an augmenting demand thero will be in- 
creased areas of cultivation, and then the Com- 
missioners believe that the supply from Con- 
necticut will keep pace with the consumption. 

For a most thorouch examination of the 
American oyster, not only in ascientific but in 
an economic sense, Commissioners in all the va- 
rious States acknowledge their indebtedness to 
the United States Fish Commission, It is only 
now, atter many years of study and the careful 
examination of innumerable things that at last, 
by the indications of a purely scientific character, 
worked out as often as not in the laboratory 
with the microscope, the practical method of 
increasing our oysters has been laid down by the 
United States Fish Commission.

SHOT DEAD WITH H1S WIFE ASLEEP. 

Paris Dispatch to the London Datly Telegraph. 

A sensational trial has just taken place 
atthe Ille-et-Vilaine Assizes. A farmer named 
Beaudouin, formerly domiciled at St. Sympho- 
rien, was killed in his bed on the night of April 
28, and his wife, who was lying by his side at the 


time, declared that she had not been awakened 
by the report of the firearm, but by the blood 
which flowed from his body and the smell of his 
burning nightcap. She could therefore give 
no information as tothe circumstances under 
which the murder had been committed. Sus- 
picion fellon one Brageul, a young man of bad 
character, who had been discharged some time 
before by Beaudouin. In his trial at the August 
Assizes Brageul confessed his guilt, but saia 
that he had acted at the instigation of Mme. 
Beaudouin, who, indignant at ber husband’s 
many flirtations, had promised him (Brageu)) 
15f. and her hand if he would do the deed. A 
new trial was accordingly ordered, and yester- 
day Brageul and Mme. Beaudouin appeared side 
by side in the dock. Brageul declared that the 
woman opened the window to admit him and 
then returned to the bed. Resting his gun 
on her legs in order to give greater pre- 
cision to his aim, he fired. Death was in- 
stantaneous. Mme. Beaudouin then got up, and 
going to the cupboard gave him 12 sous, pre- 
tending that she had no more money. Brageul 
went on to assert that he had previously had 
criminal relations with the female prisoner, but 
this she stoutiy denied. A horribly realistic 
effect was given to the proceedings by the Judge 
insisting on Mme. Beaudouin getting into the 
bloodstained bed, which had been brought into 
the court, while Brageul, taking a gun, rested it 
on her legs in the act of taking aim. Finally 
the woman was acquitted, while Brageul was 
condemned to hard labor for life, The jury thus 
placed on record the amazing opinion that a 
man can be shot in his bed while his wife con- 
tinues to sieep soundly by his side. 





PRICES FOR ART OBJECTS.

At the sale of a collection of old plate, 
which took place a few days ago at a country 
house in Bedfordshire, the extraordinary price 
of 86s. per ounce was paid for a pair of old Eng- 
lish sconces dated 1718, Nearly as much was ob- 
tained for a true Queen Anne loving cup, with 
double handles and cover, dated 1713.

MAYOR LOW TELLS WHAT THE NEEDS OF 
THE COLLEGE ARE AND WHAT MILL- 
IONAIRES CAN DO FOR IT, 

The Columbia College Alumni Associa- 
tion dined in a brilliant and jocund manner at 
the Hotel Brunswick last evening. Over 200 
persons sat down to the well-laden tables. Silver 
candelabra and curious features in the shape of 
mechanical dolls, which did everything but talk, 
and had a tendency in the latter part of 
the evening to try men’s nerves, were 
scattered about in great profusion. The college 
glee club was present and warbled rhythmical 
college ditties with great earnestness and dash, 
if not always with perfect finish. Vocal musio 
was not enough to satisfy the souls of the 
Columbians, and they had a good orchestra, 
which was perched up in the balcony, and 
thence poured down upon the heads of the 
diners streams of melody of the most recent 
construction. The table of honor, prepared 
for the President of the association and his 
guests, stretched all the way across one side 
oftheroom. Mayor Seth Low, of Brooklyn, is 
the President, and he sat at the centre of this 
table. Beside him were President Barnard, of 
Columbia College; Frederic R. Coudert, Ste- 
phen P. Nash, John L. Cadwallader, Edmund 
Wetmore, Brayton Ives, John Jacob As- 
tor, Stewart L. Woodford, William C. 
Schermerhorn, Profs. Chandler, Newbery, and 
Alexander, Judges Cullen and Bartlett, W. 0. 
Russell, and J. P. Pemberton. At other tables 
were William Jay, Robert Goelet, Prof. Arch- 
ibald Alexander, Abraham Van Santvoord, 
Prof. Van Amringe, Julian T, Davies, Judge 
Samuel A. Blatchford, G. M. Speir, Jr., Robert 
C. Cornell, Isaac_N. Seligman, Jefferson Selig 
man, William 8. Sloan, Bradi-h Johnson, George 
L. Peabody, and J. Hooker Hamersiey. 

It was 10 o’clock when Mayor Low arose and 
announced that as President of Brooklyn and 
Mayor of the Columbia Alumni, he bade the 
guests heartily welcome. He said that the 
Shakespeare Society's menus always began with 
the words **Cursed be he who first cries ‘ Hold, 
enough !’”» He hoped that noone present re- 
gretted that he did not hold enough and 
that he was compelled to remark with 
Horace, “Jam _ satis... Mayor Low said 
that the habits of Columbia Alumni 
were like those of the boa constrictor; 
they took a banquet and then they went to 
sleep. That, he said, accounted for the fact 
that, to use a Hibernian expression, this was the 
first annual banquet they had had in several 
ioe He hoped that hereafter they would 
have appetite enough to eat together once a 
year. The speaker thought that the vari- 
ous Alumni associations of the different 
departments of law, medicine, mines, and 
arts should be rolled into one strong 
and helpful _ body. There were, last 
year, 1,425 students under the care of the col- 
lege in its different departments. Of these 192 
belonged to the academic department, and the 
speaker did not think they ought to contro!) ail 
the rest. Columbia was now really a university. 
The speaker said that there was a fear that men 
from outside institutions might get into the as- 
sociation. Then he pointed to Mr. Cadwalader, 
of Princeton, and Mr. Ives, of Yale, and said, 
**But look at these samples.” 

**Those are exceptions,” cried some one, 

* The exceptions are overruled,” said Mr. Low. 
Then he announced that Columbia was poor. 
He explained that the library was incomplete, and 
hoped that some one of the Alumni would come 
forward to fillup the breach. He helieved that 
the Columbia Library was the best in the city 
for students. The Astor Library opened at 9 A. 
M. and closed at 4 P. M.; thatof Columbia opened 
at8 A. M. and closed at 10 P. M., and was open ail 
the year round. The \Jibrary contained nearly 
70,000 volumes. Princeton had 80,000, Yale 230,- 
000, and Harvard 300,000. No Columbia man 
could be satisfied with that. The college was 
like the Siberian sheep, which iived a whole 
Winter on the fat of their tails. Columbia had 
received an endowment some years ago, and had 
been living on it ever since. The college was held 
still and unable to advance in the work that 
itought todo. Something had been done for 
the college by Messrs. Seligman and McKeon 
and by Prof. Tyndall, of England, but more 
ought to be done. The speaker urged that 
migra we men of letters of all nations should 

e induced to deliver lectures which would 
improve the literary tone of the city, but 
to do such a thing a lecture hall was 
needed. There ought to be a new library 
building, and, moreover, the students needed 
agymnasium. The college ought to furnish tne 
students opportunities for physical develop- 
ment. Even Bryn Mawr, a woman’s college, 
had one of the best gymnasiums in the country. 
Then there ought to be a school of electrical 
science, which the coliewe had wanted to estab- 
lish some time ago. Electrical science would be 
the science of the future. 

Mayor Low then introduced Stephen P. Nash, 
of the Board of Trustees. He said that, 
although he was rot an Alumnus, the Alumni 
ought to compose the Board of Trustees. 
Alumni had been constantly added to the board 
since Mr. Nash became a Trustee, and he bad 
no fear that the students would not be repre- 
sented. He knew that the board had been ac- 
cus d of somnolency, but that was not true. 
** We are all,” said he, ** very- wide awake.” 

*The moon and I,” quoted a gentieman near 


m. 

The speaker agreed with Mayor Low that the 
college was poor, but thought that all had been 
done that could be done with the means at hand. 
He thouvht that divinity ought to be included 
in the colleze curriculum, 

The next speaker was Edmund Wetmore, 
President of the Harvard Club, who was re- 
ceived with cheers. He said that he had an ad- 
vantage over his friends from Yale and Priuce- 
ton in that besides his diploma from Harvard 
he had one from Columbia’s law school. 
Harvard was a blue blooded institution because 
she had derived her descent from the 
rock of Plymouth and the old rye of 
Beacon-street. Harvard had entered upon a 
new departure in the changes in the curricu- 
lum. ‘This would either be a good example to 
other colleges or ap awful warning, and in 
either case would be beneficial to the 
advancement of education. The speaker 
said that Harvard and Columbia had al- 
ways fraternized, and if the Harvard crew 
had to see any boat’s rudder ahead of them 
there was none which they could contemplate 
with more philosophy than that of Columbia's 
boat. He believed it was a Harvard graduate 
who composed the words of ‘* Hail, Columbia !” 
Moreover, be knew a young lady who had grad- 
uated from the Harvard annex and then taken 
a pustgraduate course in annexation for life to 
a Columbia man, 

The next speaker was Brayton Ives, who rep- 
resented Yale. Hesaid that no institution in 
the country had ever been so heavily handi- 
capped with narrow religious faith as Yale. 
There were too many country clergymenin the 
government of the college, and their ideas were 
inconsistent with the scientific progress of the 
day. The Glee C.iub atthe close of Mr. Ives’s 
speech sang * Eli Yale.” The next speaker was 
Mr. Cadwalader, who spoke for Princeton. He 
said Mr. Nash ought to get some of Mr. Ives’s 
ministers to supply the religion needed in 
Columbia. Speaking seriously, he said that 
Columbia needed more room. Physically con- 
fined as she was she had not a chance to do all 
she might. He wished that the college owned 
acres as broad as her scholarshipin Westchester 
County. Frederic R, Coudert was the last 
speaker, and he made many humorous comments 
on the addresses of his predecessors. 





REVIVAL OF A HIDEOUS SPECTACLE.

The Roman newspapers are protesting, 
not without cause, against the extraordinary 
revival of the so-called “Drama of the Dead,” 
which was again celebrated this year upon the 
Campo Santo on All Souls’ Day. The horrible 
custom, more honored in the breach than the 


observance, had been discontinued for 15 years 
—that is to say, ever since the nationulization of 
the capital of Italy. Some pious persons, 
however, seem to have thought that it 
would be a pious deed to “restore” this 
hideous. spectacle, and it was carried 
out with considerable expense of money, 
labor, and perverted ingenuity. Skulls, bones, 
and entire skeletons were collected from rifled 
graves, anda eee called ‘The Vision of Eze- 
kiel in the Valley of Dry Bones,”’ was exhibited 
to the faithful and the scornful. ‘lhe real im- 
piety of this odd union of religion and stage was 
made the more manifest by the loudly expressed 
suspicion of some naturaliy indignant persons 
that the remains of their kinsfolk had been em- 
ployed, among others, for the hideous theatrical 
representation. Whether their suspicions were 
or were not well founded it seems impossible to 
decide. But such an abuseand insult both ot the 
departed and the living is quite practicable with 
Italian burial customs,

A JEALOUS’ HUSBAND TRIES’TO ‘KILL : HIS 
WIFE AND TO COMMIT SUICIDE, 

A double crime, a possible wife murder 
and a suicide, was committed at No. 246 Lori- 
mer-street, Brooklyn, E. D., about 2 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. James Munday, aged 45 years, 
a laboring man, has lived, with his wife, and two 
children by a former marriage, on the second 
floor of the house for several months. The 
couple were married in May iast, and lived very 
happily until about two months ago, when Mun- 


day went home one night with a package of 
Paris green, which he said he was going to take, 
but his wife took itaway from him. itis said 
that jealousy of his wife, who is only 26 years of 
age, provoked the idea of poison. Since that time 
unday has been drinking rather heavily, but 
there was no trouble between him and his wife. 
Early yesterday afternoon he staggered up to 
his apartments in an intoxicated condition and 
called to his wife. As she turned toward him he 
drew a seven-shot revolver and crying ‘*Curse 
you, I'li fix you this time,” fired three shots at 
ner. The first two took effect just under the 
left temple, while the third ball penetrated the 
throat. The woman ran screaming Into the street 
and Munday fired one sbotinto the back of his 
own head, the ball passing in behind the right 
ear. He also ran out into the street, but passed 
over his wife’s body and wert down Lorimer: 
street to North Second and out to the corner of 
Ewen and Conselyea streets, where he fell. 
Officer Uhl, of the Sixth Precinct, was at- 
tracted by the cries of the wounded woman, and, 
Placing her on the steps of her house, be sum- 
moned an ambulance, which brought with it 
Dr. Payne. The same ambutance picked up 
abe og cS who was found by an officer where he 
had fallen, and took them both to St. Catherine’s 
Hospital. As the result of an examination 
there it is thougnt that Mrs. Munday may re- 
cover, but her hushaund’s wound is likely to 
prove fatal. The police were unable to find the 
pisto! with which the crime was committed, and 
no one witnessed it but thetwo purticipators. 
Both refused to speak of the matter last nignt.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


Fire broke out a1 4;50 o’clock yesterday 
morning in the second story of the four-story 
brick buiiding No. 217 Centre-street, New-York, 
which is cwned by the Van Zandt estaiec. It was 
not extinguished until it had burned through 
the roof. August Frenkemann, dealerin tor- 
toiseshell, who occupied the second ficor, loses 
heavily. His stock was worth avout $20,000, and 
about half of it is destroyed. He was insured 
for $11,000. Louis Krouaze, silver plater, on the 
first floor, loses about $500. W. Sigmond, tailor, 
on the fourth floor, loses f' cm $1,800 to $2,000. 
The third floor was vacant. The damageto the 
building is about $1,500. 

Yesterday morning the Toledo and Ann 
Arbor Ratlroad repair sbops, situated at the 
junction with the Wheeling and Luke Erie and 
Michigan and Ohio Roads, at North Toledo, 
Ohio, were destroyed by flre, which caught from 
an overheated stove. Two engines, a caboose, 
passenger coach, and a snow plow were de- 
stroyed. A frame transfer station near by was 
also burned, but the loss is nominal. The total 
loss of the Toledo and Ann Arbor Koad is he- 
tween $15,000 and $20,000. The buildings will be 
rebuilt at once, 


Fire broke out last evening on the sec- 
ond floor of the residence of Robert#B. Nooney, 
President-elect of the Board of Aldermen, at 
No. 112 East Twenty-sixth-street, and did $300 
worth of damage. Slight fires also occurred 
last night at No. 230 Second-street, No. 143 
Greenwich-street, No. 222 Enst Thirty-ninth- 
street, No. 824 West Forty-seventh-street, and 
No. 144 West Thirty-sixth-street. An awning at 
No. 1,588 Second-avenue was destroyed by sparks 
from the elevated railroad. 


A fire in J. W. Odell’s new residence, 
Nos. 530 and 562 Dearborn-avenue, Chicago, 
Thursday evening, caused damage of £15,000 
The building wus not completed. There was 
$20,000 insurance, Givided equally between the 
Harford, German American of New-York, 
North British and Mercantile, and Nationa! of 
Hartford. 

The nickel plate works of Richmond & 
Cherry, on the third floor of No. 63 Ann-street, 
caught fire iast night. The damage to the build- 
ing was $1,000, and to the stock $500, mostly 
caused by water. 

A fire in the News office and Stark’s pho- 
tograph gallery, at Henderson, Ky., Thursday 
night, caused a loss of $6,000; insurance, $1,500. 

Beall & Baul’s foundry at Staunton, Va., 
was partially burned Thursday night. Tne loss 
is $8,000, principally patterns; insurance, $4,000. 





A THEOLOGICAL STUDENT'S SUICIDE. 

The body of James S. Walker, of Brook- 
lyn, the theological student who shot himself at 
the Uniturian Seminary in Meadville, Penn., 
had not arrived at his father’s house, at No. 85 
South Portiand-street, ata late hour last even- 
ing. The examination by the Coroner showed 
that the bullet had entered the heart. He 
lett a note asking the pardon of his mother and 
sisters for the deed, and also usking God for 
justice, and, if it pieased Him, mercy. Ina 
postscript he added: “I neither smoke, chew, 
nor drink, nor associate with bad women.” His 
bank account showed that he had $857 to bis 
credit, and in his pocketbook there was found 
$21. The Coroner's jury returned a verdict that 
Walker had taken his life while ina fit of tem- 
porary insanity. 

Up to within a few months he worked with his 
father at book binding in Dey-street. The Kev. 
S. H. Camp, Pastor of the Unitarian Unity 
Chapel, at Classon-avenue and Lefferts-place, 
Brooklyn, to whose church young Walker once 
went, said last evening that the young man 
must have been insane. He wasa bright young 
fellew, but very nervous, and in conversation 
would become greatly excited. He was of a 
religions turn of mind, and had once attended a 
baptist church. Then for a time he went to 
Plymouth Church, and last “all he expressed his 
desire to study for the ministry. Mr. Camp in- 
troduced him to Dr. Livermore, the President 
ot the Unitarian Theologica! Seminary in Mead- 
ville, as he himseif bad been graduated trom 
that pluce. Last September Walker entered the 
college. Mr. Camp fancied that Walker liveda 
great deal by himself, and became depressed and 
morbid.

ING A DEADLOCK, 

THE COMMITTEE ADJOURNED WHILE M’CAR- 
THY WENT FOR A SANDWICH—MORE 
ABOUT THE CONDITION OF THE STREETS. 

There was a suggestive aroma in the air 
of a lively squabble when Senator Gibbs called 
his investigating committee around the tuble 
yesterday, and the politicians were not slow in 
scenting it. No one in the crowded committee 
room paid the slightest attention to a lot of un- 
interesting testimony about the way things are 
managed, or rather mismanaged, in the Public 

Works Department. At last the veteran Sen- 


ator McCarthy got tiredof it. When there was 
a pause he said: 

“What is the use of all this? There’s very 
little time left at the disposal of this committee, 
and we have got a good deal of work to do in 
order to give the public any practical benefit 
from the mass ot testimony already taken. We 
should spend our timein executive session. Be- 
fore going any further I want to inquire from 
the counsel present [Mr. Strahan] whether the 
committee's counsel are prepared to go into the 
Broadway Railroad matter under the resolution 
adopted by the committees.” 

“TI have not seen Mr. Miller since last night,” 
said Lawyer Strahan. 

“ Mr. Miller said yesterday that he should de- 
pline to take charge of the investigation. DolI 
un rstand thisto bethe position of both our 
counsel ?” 

Thus cornered, Lawyer Strahan said that he 
really did not see how he could go into the 
Broadway investigation. The Winter holidays 
were approaching, and it would take about all 
the time he could spare until the close of the year 
to get the different matters already investigated 


into practical shape for remedial legislation. 
Senator McCarthy said that he expected as 
much, and he bad his own ideas regarding the 
time of final adjournment. He asked that the 
committee go into executive session, 

Senator Gibbs said that he saw what Senator 
McCarthy was driving at, a sine die adjourn- 
ment, and he did not believe an executive ses- 
sion was necessary to dispose of that. He was 
Very much opposed to it. The committee had 
by no means finished the work it had been ap- 
pointed to accomplish. If Mr. Miller would not 

ro into the Broadway investigation without 

aving exclusive powerto summon witnesses, 
then the committee should employ otner coun- 
sel. The Senator said that he wus in favor of go- 
Ing into the investigation, and if he did, be 
should go into it honestly and fairly, 

Senator McCarthy was frank to admit that 
Senator Gibbs had guessed his intention about 
right, and be was not particular about express- 
ing it in open session, either. Mr. Miller had 
given the committee to understand that he had 
personal knowledge which would be essential to 
making the Broadway investization a success, 
and the Senator believed there would be very 
little use in going on without him, After ex- 
plaining his reasons for opposing the inyestiga- 
tion, substantially as printed yesterday, Senator 
McCarthy moved for un adjournment sine die, 

Senator Daly opposed it, He said that the 
committee should stand by its resolution and go 
junto the Broadway Kailroad franchise, If the 
20mmittee’s counsel declined to serve, discharge 
them at once and employ others, So long as 
the comwmittee a-sured the lawyers eordial and 
hearty support there wasno reason for them to 
com plain. 

Senator Gibbs put the vote and the motion to 
adjourn sine die was lost. Yeas—Senators Mc- 
Carthy and Plunkitt. Nays—Senators Gibbs and 
Daly. Absent—Senator Comstock, 

Senator McCarthy was up again instantly after 
this knock-down ‘I move," he said, * that this 
committee adjourn until the first Monday fol- 
lowing Christmas Day.” Lost by the same vote. 

** Now, I move,” said Senator Gibbs, “ that we 
adjourn until next gs morning at 10:30,” 
Lost, Senators Gibbs and Daly voting yea and 
Plunkitt and McCarthy nay. 

“Oh, if it’s a deadlock,” said the Tammany 
Senator, “we can sit till midnight,” and he 
lighted another cigar. 

The dreary details of the Public Works De- 
partment were piled on the stenographer, and 
everybody grew tired again. Lunch time came 
and passed, and the stream of testimony tiowed 
on. Just asthe afternoon was beginning to be 
tedious a politician in the crowd called Senator 
Piunkitt to the rear of the room. He looked at 
the wicked Senator, saw that he was dozing in 
his chair as peacefully as an infant, and an- 
swered the call. Senator McCarthy also glanced 
at the sly opponent of Undertaker Stephen H. 
Merrit: and ambled softly toward the caté The 
wicked Senatorjopened one eye alittle and smiled. 
He.toucbed Senator Daly’s leg with his foot. 

“I move we adiourn until 10:30 Monday morn- 
ing,”’ was what Senator Daly started to say. 

**Sen—Daly — moves— journ’iI]—Mond—moan- 
ing—fteenth—inst,” shouted the now wideawake 
Chairman in a breath, * no—’bjection—mittee— 
so *journed,” 

All this amid the wildest confusion, Senator 
Plunkitt clamoring for recognition and Senator 
McCarthy, cheated of his sandwich, shouting 
that the Chairman had no business to adjourn 
without calling for a vote. 

“I’ve seen you adjourn the Senate 50 times 
without calling for a yote.” said Senator Gibbs, 
‘and I’m only following the parliamentary tac- 
tics you taught me.”* Then the wicked Senator 
followed his friends into the café and smiled 
again. 

Senators McCarthy and Plunkitt did not feel 
comfortable over the trick that had been played 
on them. Tbe Tammany Senator said that he 
knew a thing or two about practical politics, 
and that Senator Gibbs was beaten, “ T'wo 
members of this committee can't vote to em- 
ploy new counsel,” he said. * That's so,” re- 
marked Senator McCarthy, as he put on bis hat. 

The politicians were all in great ieather at the 
prospect of choking off the Broadway investi- 
gation. Excise Commissioner Mitchel! laughed 
as gleefully as though he had forgotten all 
about the investigation being pushed to an 
uncomfortable extent for him in another direc- 
tion. 

“I am going to look around for new counsel 
if Mr. Miiler won’t act,” said Senator Gibbs, 
“enc on Monday I'll introduce a resolution 
authorizing two members of the committee to 
employ such counse!l as I can secure. I’m not 
going to let any erass grow under my feet." 

E. T. Young sent a long letter to the commit- 
tee, asking it to look into the retusal of a 
tranchise to the Southern Boulevard Surface 
Railroad Company, by the Boara of Aldermen, 
because the sum of $30,000 was not put up. He 
suggested that Aiderman Hurtman, and the 
President and Secretary of the company, might 
be calied upon to teil what they know about it. 

In the testimony offered yesterday about 
Commissioner Squire’s department, Alston Cul- 
ver, one of the deputies, would not admit that 
the city streets were in a bad condition, Lt 
everyhody said so, then everybody was wrong 
and did not know so mucn about it as he did, 
The city bad over 330 miles of streets and he did 
not think tbat $250,000a year was too much to 
keep them in good order, especially when 20,00U 
ppenings a year were made by the gas and steam- 
heating companies. George A. Jeremiah had 
just -ettlea comfortably in the witness chair to 
tell what he was employed for, when the unex- 
pected adjournment cut his story short. He 
said he would come back on Monday if he was 
vanted. 





MAYOR LOW ON RAPID TRANSIT. 
Mayor Low sent a letter to the Brooklyn 
Board of Rapid Transit Commissioners yvester- 
jay expressing himself as greatly opposed to the 
use of Washington-street for rapid transit pur- 
poses. He thought that that thoroughfare 
should be widened to 100 feet and used only as 


arn approach to the bridge. The cost of this im 
provement would be about $2,000,000, of which 
sum the parties interested mignt pay a portion. 
He th»ugnt residents of ail parts of the city 
sbould reach the bridge and Fu.ton Ferry tor 
the sume fare and, if possible, without change 
of cars,and that tatilities should be provided 
tor trains from the tollowing points, which 
shall reach the trunk line by way of 
Fulton-street: From East New-York all 
the way; from the Long Isiand Railroad 
Btation, by way of Flatbush-avenue and 
Fulton-street; from the Eight. and ‘'wenty- 
second Wards by way of Third, Fourth, or Fifth 
avenue,  Flatbusb-avenue, and Fuiton-street; 
from Flatbusb and Prospect Park by way of 
Flatbusb-avenue and Fuiton-street. He thought 
that trains from the toliowing points should 
reach the trunk line by way of Myrtie-avenue: 
From East New-York by way of Broadway and 
Myrtle-avenue; from Greenpoint, reaching 
Myrtle-avenue, near Franklin; from the city 
line all the way by Myrtile-avenuec. In regard to 
a trunk line he thought that two tracks should 
be laid in Fulton-street and two in Adams- 
street. What would be better even than that 
would be the extension of the bridge railway to 
s0me point between Myrtie-avenue and Fuiton- 
street. Ten years was, iu his opinion, ample 
time for the consumation of all these plans,

TAMMANY SCENTING PATRONAGE. 

The Committee on Organization of Tam- 
many Hali made arrangements last evening for 
holding primaries in the various Assembly 
jistricts on Dec. 30, between 7:30 and 9 P. M., at 
which delegates to the District and General 
Committees of 1886 will be elected. The call for 
the primaries prescribes that the delegates to the 
General Committee be apportionea as in 1884, 
the vote for President Cleveland beiny taken as 
a basis. The various Assembly District Com- 
mittees will meet on or before Dec. 17 and by 
majority vote appoint three Inspectors of elec- 
tion, who will have charge of the primaries.

ALDERMAN HARTMAN’S ANGER.

UNABLE TO ENGINEER THE CABLE 
SCHEME THROUGH THE BOARD. 
The Aldermen indulged in some person- 
alities at yesterday's session of the board. After 
a reportof the Committee on Railroads unfa- 
vorable to the Fifth-avenue railroad project haa 
been adopted bya unanimous vote Alderman 
Hartman moved to reconsider the yote by which 
the cable railroad scheme was successfully de- 
feated at the meeting on Tuesday last. This 
motion was adopted by a vote of 13 to 10. The 
cable road Alderman then submitted a resolu- 
tion giving a franchise to the cable syndicate 
and moved that the matter be laid over until 
Tuesday next. This motion was lost by a vote 
of 12 to 12, as were also several other motions 
tending toward delay. 
Alderman Hartman waxed eloquent, in his 
own peculiar way, over the beauties of the cable 


system, and took great offense at a slighting re- 
mark made by Alderman Jaehne. ** The gen- 
tleman,” he remarked, shaking his fist at Mr. 
Jaehne, “has said what he knows to be untrue. 
The Cable Company intends to properly com- 
pensate the city for the franchise asked.” Not- 
withstanding ail the oratory Mr, Hartman was 
discomfited, his substitute resolutions being de- 
feated by a vote of 11to 13, The original reso- 
lutions were then brought before the board, 
and, after declining to lay the matter on the 
table to please Alderman Hartman, Alderman 
Jaehne moved that the matter be postponed in- 
definitely. The cable railroad champion was 
furious, He charged President Sanger with un- 
fairness, and when ordered to take his seat 
he angrily said that he would, but added 
that be would rise again. Alderman Morgan 
tried to smooth matters over, but he Only made 
the situation worse, and pretty soon Mr. Hart- 
man was daring bim to arrest him or put him 
out, Mr. Morgan belligerently rejoined that if 
that work were delegated to him he would do 
his duty. Alderman Hartman again dared him 
to try it, saying Mr. Morgan “ nor no other man” 
could “down” him. Alderman Oakley gotina 
shot at President Sanger by remarking that he 
had tried to enforce the gag law. The board

- finally adopted the motion of Alderman Jaehne 


to postpone the cable matter indefinitely, Al- 
dermen Hartman, Brown, Cowie, Finck, Ken- 
ney, Kerwin, Mulry, McGinnis, McKenna, Oak- 
ley, Rothman, and Walsh, nearly all outgoing 
members, voted all the time with the cable rail- 
road interests.

TWO COMPANIES QUARRELING FOR A 


STREET RAILWAY ROUTE. 

On Thursday evening, upon the appli- 
cation of the New-York Cable Railway Com- 
pany, an order was granted by Judge Barrett, in 
Supreme Court, Chambers, enjoining the 
Chambers-Street and Grand-Street Ferry Rail- 
road Company from constructing their tracks 
through Chambers, New Chambers, Duane, 
James, and South streets, and setting down the 
hearing forthe 17th inst. Yesterday afternoon 
Judge Barrett modified his order so far as to 
permit the defendants to complete their road 
along New Chambera-street and Cham bers-street, 
where the streets had been dug up, and to restore 


them toa vondition suitable for public traffic. 
He also changed the date of the hearing to the 
14th inst. 

The Cable Railway Company claim the ex- 
clusive right to lay tracks on the route in ques- 
tion by virtue of the permission of the Commis- 
sioners under the Rapid Transit act of 1875. Mr. 
Charlies P. Shaw, counsel for the company, said 
yesterday: “We have obtained a favorable re- 
port from the Commissioners appointed by the 
Supreme Court, and it 1s now awaiting confirma- 
tion by the General Term. We have also ap- 
plied to the Board of Aldermen for permission 
to use the streets. We have spent several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in these proceedings, and 
do not propose that another company shall jump 
in ahead of us and reap all the benefit." 

Mr, Luke F. Cozans, counsel for the Cham- 
bers-Street and Grand-Street Ruilroad Com- 
pany, said: **The Cable Railway Company has 
neither got the consent of the property owners 
northe permission of the Common Counci!. 
Neither has the Supreme Court confirmed the 
report of its Commissioners. The Board of Al- 
dermen has indefinitely postponed for the sec- 
ond time the application of the cable company. 
Failing the consent of the property owners and 
of the Common Council, and not having yet se- 
cured the permission of the Supreme Court, the 
Cable Railway Company has no exclusive right to 
this route, Ourrights are seoured by the con- 
sent of the Board of Aldermen and of the prop- 
erty owners, and we expect after next Monday 
to be allowedto go ahead and complete our 
route,”’ 

A gang of men went to work last evening to 
put the streets in proper order for trafiic. 





NOONDAY SERVICES AT TRINITY. 


THE REV. MR. AITKEN WILL CONTINUE HIS 
MISSION THROUGH THE COMING WEER. 
When the hour for services at Trinity 

Church—noon—struck yesterday fully 2,500 men 

were gathered to hear the Rev. W. Hay Aitken 

preach. The aisles were thronged and men sat 
on the stairs that lead up to the chancel, Mr. 

Aitken said, before beginning his sermon, that 

he had been urged to continue his noonday 

meetings through next week, but, not knowing 
how his auditors felt about it, he would like to 
have those who desired him to go on to stand 


up. The words were scarcely spoken when all 
present stood up. 

Mr. Aitken urged that it is essential to bear in 
mind, while accumulating riches, the importance 
of also laying up for one’s self treasures in 
heaven. “Itisa healthy occupation,” he said, 
** to ask ourseives occasionally if we must die. 
It is almost impossible for some of us, strong 
in life and prosperity to believe that we must 
succumb to death, but it behooves all to look to 
theend. If one bad the riches of a Rothschild, or 
if one had gained the whole world and should 
lose his own soul, he would be a most poor rich 
man.” Justifying the frequent reference tothe 
future by the clergy, the speaker held it to be 
the natural logical sequence of the present, and 
said that just as men look ahead to steer clear 
of financial difficulties, so should they have a 
mind to keep away from moral bank- 
ruptey. It is indeed, said he, a barren heart 
anda blighted conscience that man possesses 
who, in his misspent life, finds himself at death’s 
door unprepared, The eternity of joy is com- 
pressed into a single moment when at death one 
is conscious that beis ready to lay aside the 
symbol and receive the reality. The truth- 
spoken words that itis well to lay up for one’s 
self treasures in heaven by doing good for our- 
selves and others, as we build up our fortunes on 
earth, tell from lips of wisdom incarnate. 

Dwight L, Moody, the evangelist, was an in- 
terested listener to the Rev. Mr. Aitken. 





A MINSTREL ENJOINED. 
Carl B. Rankin was employed by Thatch- 


er, Primrose & West, the minstrels, under an 
agreement permitting them to dispense with his 
services on two weeks’ notice. He received an 
offer from Barlow & Wilson to go with them, 
and was about to doso when he was restrained 
by an injunction obtained by Thatcher, Priim- 


rose & West. This restraining order not only 
prevented him trom going with the latter, but 
also from playing witb bis former employers. 
Yesterday, Rankin’s counsel applied to Judge 
Wallace in the United States Circuit Court to 
have the injunction vacated. In opposition, Mr. 
A. H. Hummel, who appeared for Thatcher, 
Primrose & West, urged that Rankin was in 
coptempt of court, because be had, in spite of 
the injunction, put an advertisement in a Wash- 
ington newspaper announcing that he would 
appear with Barlow & Wilson. Rankin’s coun- 
sei denied this, saying he had nothing to do with 
the insertion of the advertisement. Judge Wal- 
lace denied Rankin’s application, but with leavé 
to renew it on presenting affidavits purging bim 
irom the contempt. 





A TORONTO JEWELER MISSING. 

R. Bruno Brandt registered at the Eagle 
Hotel in Pavonia-avenue, Jersey City, on Nov. 
16. He said he had just arrived from Toronto, 
and was on his way toGermany. He displayed 
considerable money, and had besides in his 
pocket a draft for $800 on the Bank of New- 
York of New-York City. The next day he went 


out for a walk, be said, and he never returned. 
The hotel proprietor, suspecting foul play, re- 
ported the disappearance to Chief of Police 
Murpby. The Chiet learned from Toronto that 
Brandt was known there asa jeweler, and that he 
had lett there to return to Germany, but he was 
unable to find any trace of him from the time 
he left the Eagle Hotel. The dratt has not been 
presented for payment at tne bank. The police 
Suspect that in a fit of depression, resulting 
trom illness, the man has committed suicide. 
His picture has been left at the Bank of New- 
York to prepare for the contingency of the 
presentation of the draft.

OIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 
a 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NEW-HAVEN 
ASSOCIATION. 

New-Haven, Conn., Dec. 11.—In its 
fourth annual report, submitted to the New- 
Haven Civil Service Reform Association at a 
meeting to-night, the Executive Committee of 
the association says: ** During the past year the 
civil service has passed through a crisis such as 
has not occurred before in 24 years. We have 
witnessed for the first time in nearly a quarter 
of acentury the transfer of political power from 
one party to another. Weare glad to state our 
belief that the reform has passed through this 
crisis in safety. It is, of course, too early to say 
that all danger is passed, but we do not believe 
that the pressure will ever be stronger than it 
was during the first six months of the new 
Administration, and the fact that the civil serv- 
ice law has been executed strictly according to 
the letter within that period, and that in many 
eases to which the letter of the law did not ap- 


ply its spirit has been complied with in the face 
of determined opposition, is certainly a cause of 
congratulation. In making this statement we 
do not intend to indorse unqualifiedly every ap- 
petotmens made by the new Administration, 

ut we do say that their general character, 
taken in connection with the repeated and em- 
Phatic utterances of the President upon this 
subject, indicate a strong determination on his 
part not only to execute the rules as they now 
exist, but to extend them to cases to which they 
do not now apply. 

“One thing has certainly been most remark- 
able during this interesting and critical pe- 
riod. The mistakes of the Administration 
have universally been criticised by the oppo- 
sition party from the highest standard of civil 
service reform. These critics have assumed 
that the President ought not only to carry 
out the rules of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion which apply merely to a limited number 
of subordinate officials, but that in the higher 
Places he should be absolutely non-partisan in 
his appointments. This is a most auspicious 
sign, forif politicians and newspapers assume 
such a high standard for the leader of a party 
which they are all the time denouncing as being 
dangerous to the best interests of the American 
Nation, they certainiy cannot apply a lower 
standard to their own leaders. If the Pres- 
ident, in removing offensive artisans of 
one party, bas put in equally offensive 
partisans of another party, or if he 
has appointed men to office who are avowed 
opponents of a Federal law, and who 
boldly proclaim their contempt of it, we may 
fairly expect the majority of the Senate to re- 
ject such appointments without hesitation and 
to confirm only those which are in accordance 
with the high standard which their own party 
has set up. 

“The State of Connecticut is proud of the 
fact that one of its Senators was Chairman of 
the committee which reported the Pendleton 
bill, and was instrumental in securing its pas- 
sage. Sucha man could not consistently vote 
toconfirm a bad nominee on the grounds that 
it would be ‘ good politics’ to do so; nor could 
the other Senators of hisown party consistent- 
ly refuse to follow the example in such matters 
which we expect him to set them. 

*““A good deal still remains to be done by Fed- 
eral legislation toward extending the reform. 
A very important desideratum is the repeal of 
the law of 1820 and the subsequent laws which 
introduced the four years’ term into so many of 
the offices of the country. We hope also to see 
the operation of the civil service rules extended 
80 as to include not only the offices which con- 
tain 50 or more employes, but the smaller ones 
as well, and we trust that the President will be- 
fore long see fit to carry the rules as far as the 
law allows him.” 

The report calls attention to the Hinckley 
suit’s failure and the decision of the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court uphoiding the civil 
service law of that State. The President’s official 
utterance on the subject in his message is com- 
mended, and the report goes on: “The Presi- 
dent, in recommending that the salaries of the 
Civil Service Commissioners be increased, shows 
in a very practical way what he thinks of their 
services.” 

Locally the attention of the Executive Com- 
mittee has been given to the New-Haven Post 
Office, which, having over 50 employes, comes un- 
der the civil service law. The law has been sat- 
isfactorily observed, Two sets of examinations 
have been held, one under Postmaster Sperry, 
Republican, whose term expired seven or eight 
months ago; the other under Postmaster Eng- 
ligh, Democrat, his successor. At the second 
examination 22 candidates of the clerk class and 
22of the carrier class were passed. Six of the 
clerk class huve received appointments, and 14 
of thecarrier class. The committee expresses 
its belief that these appointments have been 
made without the exercise of political discrim- 
ination. 

At its meeting to-night the New-Haven Civil 
Service Reform Assoc ation accepted the report 
of the Executive Committee and elected their 
officers as follows: President—E., 8 Wheeler; 
Vice-Presidents—Prof. Johnson T, Platt, the 
Kev. E, 8. Lines, F. H. Hart, P. N. Welch; Secre- 
tary—J. H. Whiting; Treasurer—Samuel Lioyd; 
Profs, William G, Sumner and Henry W. Farn- 
ham, of Yale College, and H. B. Sargent are 
members of the Executive Committee. 


GEORGE O. HOVEY’S REAL ESTATE. 





THE SUIT FOR DAMAGES BY HIS HEIRS 
AGAINST PHELPS, DODGE & CO. 


The suit brought by the heirs of George 
O. Hovey, of Boston, against Phelps, Dodge & 
Co., of this city, to recover damages for alleged 
misrepresentations in regard to the value of 
property in Chicago purchased by Mr. Hovey 
from the defendants, was continued yesterday 
in the Supreme Court, Part I., before Judge 
Van Vorst. The examination of Albert W. 
Sansome was continued. John FE. Parsons,coun- 
sel for the defense, cross-examined the witness 
as tothe effect of the amount of rental on the 
value of the property. The witness said the 
rental wasa potent factor in determining the 
value of the property. The agreement between 
Mr. Hovey and the defendants was then shown. 
The agreement stipulated that the rent should 
begin on July 1, 1875, and it also showed that 
from February to July 1 Mandel Brothers occu- 
pied the building rent free. The deed convey- 
ing the property from the defendants to Mr. 
Hovey was putinevidence. The price named 
ijn it was $140,000, and the instrument was ac- 


knowledged before the American Consul at 
Zurich June 29, 1875. 

Aftera long argument the plaintiffa’ counsel 
Was permitted to read in evidence the seventh 
Clause of the answer of the detendants in a suit 
brought by the plaintiff in 1879. In this clause 
the defendants admitted that a lease of the 
property, vbaming tue rent as $15,000 per year, 
was shown to Mr, Hovey before the agreement 


to purchase the property was made, Mr, Par- 
sons sub-equently wished to read in evidence 
other parts of the same answer, but Judge Van 
Vorst reservece his decision as to whether the 
evidence was admissible. Mr. Pa:sons then 
moved to dismiss the complaint on the grounds 
that Mr. Hovey understood that the rent was 
not to begin before July 1; that he did get the 
rent for which be bargained, and that there was 
nothing in the agreement in the nature of a 
guarantee, The motion was denied. Mr. Par- 
sons then made his opening speech for the de- 
tense, after which the case was adjourned. 





THE CUTTING ESTATE. 

When spoken to yesterday concerning 
the rumor that the litigation over the adminis- 
tration of the estate of the late Francis B. Cut- 
ting had been settled by a compromise, in which 
Gen. William Cutting, the Executor, transferred 
to Mrs. Lydia S, Cutting ner interest and the in- 


terest of her sons in the estate in retu:n for the 
withdrawal of the suit now pending against him 
in the Surrogate’s Court, Mr. Franklin Bartlett, 
counsel for Mrs. Cutting, said that he had not 
made public anything concerning any settle- 
ment, and would not do so until the case was 
ended. He denied that a settlement of the suit 
had been made. He admitted, however, that a 
settlement was pending, but declined tosay any- 
thing concerning the nature of it. Mr, John D. 
Burrill, of counsel for Gen. William Cutting, 
would not say anything concerning the reported 
settlement.

TO BE STRICKEN FROM THE LIST. 


—_——o—- 
THE AMERICAN CABLE COMPANY REFUSING 
THE STOCK EXCHANGE’S REQUEST. 


Jay Gould’s American Cable Company’s 
stock, representing a par value of $14,000,000, 
will be struck from the list of the Stock Ex- 
change to-day, and no more dealings in it will be 
permitted until the cable company recedes from 
what the Exchange declares to be an unfair and 
discreditable position. Before Scoville, the con- 
fidential clerk of Lawyer Henry Day, fled he 
marketed many of Mr. Day’s securities and put 
the proceeds into hisown pocket. Among these 
securities were 700 shares of American Cable 
stock, which, in blocks of 100 shares each, passed 
into the hands of clients of leading brokerage 
houses. The firm of Work, Strong & Co. bought 
100 shares, and taking it to the office of the 
company had the stock transferred to the 
name of one of their customers. Other 
firms had similar transfers made of the 
etovck which they bought. The company not 
only issued new certificates in lieu of the old 
ones, which they canceled or destroyed, but 
they paid two or three regular quarterly divi- 
dends to the new holders, who heard no question 
as to their title to the stock in their names until 
suddenly, some months ago, the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, guarantors of the cable 
dividends, served notice that the certificates out- 
standing, issued in lieu of the old Day certifi- 
cates, were invalid and valueless, inasmuch as 
they had been issued in exchange for certificates 
stolen and fraudulently marketed. Asa trans- 
fer agent, the company said, its duties were 
purely of a clerical character, and that it as- 
sumed no responsibility and gave no ruarantee 
in issuing new certificates, The party holding 
an invalid certificate must look for a remedy to 
the party from whom he had purchased, 

Against this view the Stock Exchange con- 
tends thata transfer agent is nota mere clerk 
without responsibility. Its work means some- 
thing. It must surround that work with safe- 
guards; the investing public is obliged to de- 
pend upon it, and certificates issued regularly 
by the authorized transfer agent of any corpo- 
ration must stand as the best evidence 
of ownership. The transfer agent ought 
not to suffer from imposition, for its 
investigations before issuing certificates 
should be made so thorough as to render 
imposition absolutely impossible. And, de- 
clares the Exchange’s Governors, this view 
must be adopted by corporations who seek any 
recognition from the Exchange. Thirty days 
ago notice to this effect was .served on the 
American Cable Company. Up to the hour of 
closing the Exchange, no communication was 
received from the cable company and President 
Simmons, from the rostrum this morning, will 
announce that the Governors have forbidden 
further dealingsin the company’s stock on the 
floor of the Exchange. ‘The questions at issue 
and likely to grow out of this case will proba- 
bly lead to many complicated lawsuits. 


GRIZZLY BEARS IN PARK-ROW. 





VISITORS FROM THE WEST WHICH AMUSED 
THE STREET GAMINS YESTERDAY. 


The editors of Forest and Stream, whose 
office is in THe Times Building, received yes- 
terday morning two grizzly bear cubs from the 
Piegan Indian Agency, in Northwestern Mon- 
tana. They were sent as a present to the 
editors of that journal by Col. Joseph Kipp, a 
half-breed Indian of great influence among the 
Blackfeet. The cubs belonged to a litter of 
three, an unusual number, which were captured 
last May by a Piegan Indian—John—who, when 


out hunting, encountered one of the cubs, 
lassoed it, and was attacked by the mother, 
which he killed witha single bullet. He then 
discovered and caught the two other cubs. John 
took the young grizzlies to his cabin on Badger 
Creek, where they soon became tame and piayed 
about the house with the dogs. One day they took 
a notion to skip, and though carefully searched 
for, only two were recaptured. These'were sent 
to Col. Kipp, who confined them in an old log 
stable at the agency. From this they dug out 
one night last September while a re presentative 
of the Forest and stream was at the agency, and 
though their tracks were followed in the soft 
mud of Badger Creek bottom, they could not 
be found. Soon after, probably being unable to 
secure food, they came about the cabins of some 
of the Indians, and Col. Kipp having offered re- 
wards for their return, some of the bucks 
equipped themselves with bags, into which they 
succeeded in inveigling the bears, and delivered 
them to their owner. 

The cubs were probably born last January. 
They are now about as tall as ordinary setter 
dogs, thickset, and weigh 150 pounds each, They 
were, when first in captivity, very gentle, but 
have grown more savage with age,‘and after 
their 10 days’ railroading showed a temper that 
delighted the Park-row gamins who saw them 
yesterday. The Forest and Stream has arranged 
to send the bears to the Central Park Museum 
for temporary keeping.

BLINDED, BUT NOT SUBDUED,

A KENTUCKY BAILIFF KILLS A MAN WHO 
THROWS PEPPER IN HIS EYES. 

CovineTon, Ky., Deo. 11.—A fatal affray 
occurred in the United States Marshal's office 
here yesterday. A number of prisoners were 
taken from the jail to that office, which adjoins 
the court room. All were ushered into the court 
room except Edward O’Neal, who was left in 
the office with Bailiff Day. The prisoner was 
seated nearatable in the centre of the room. 
In a drawer next to. him was a 44-calibre pistol. 
As Day turned after showing the tother prison- 


ers out he was met by O'Neal, who had in the 
meantime taken the pistol from the drawer. 
Day’s first intimation of danger was feeling a 
hanaful of pepper thrown into both his eyes. 
As they closed with pain he caught the glimpse 
of a pistol barrel leveled at his head. Instinct- 
ively he caught it with his right hand and 
clutched O’Neal’s throat with his left. He bore 
down on the pistol, and as it was discharged the 
bullet un grazed his hip. ; 

Still holding ais eraap though in an agony of 

ain, Day bore O'Neal backward, simultaneous- 
y wrenched the pistol trom his hand, and point- 
ing it toward his antagonist, whom he could no 
longer see, fired, shooting O’Neal through the 
body. The bullet entered the lower part of both 
lungs, bringing him to the floor. The whole 
thing was done in less time than it takes to tell. 


Instantly all was confusion in the court room.

Doctors were called, who dressed ('Neal's 
wounds, which they pronuunced fatal. The 
wounded man is 28 years old, was originally 
from Detroit, was said, latterly, to have been a 
member of a counterfeiting gang, and was un- 
der indictment for passing counterfeit money. 


HANGED FOR WIFE MURDER. 


New-Orweans, Deo, 11.—John Alexander, 
the black wife murderer, was hanged in the 
parish prisontat 1:22 o’clock thisafternoon. The 
drop was eight feet. His neck was dislocated, 
and he was pronounced dead in six minutes, but 
remained hanging for 23 minutes. He passed 


the night in the prison chapel with the priest 
and members of the Catholic Society of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul. He smoked, talked, and laughed, 
and gave several of the attendants lucky num- 
bers in the lottery, and then prayed at intervals, 
He was in a happy frame ot mind, and when 
asked about his food said he should lunch with 
God in the afternoon. He said he would like to 
make a speech, but couldn’t make a nice one. 
He forgave the officers of the law who had 
convicted him of his .crime, and, as 
negro murderers generally do, maintained 
his innocence to theend. Hesaid: ‘1 will give 
nobody any trouble. 1 will go easy and brave- 
ly. ‘he boat is anchored in the river Jordan 
waiting for me, and she will depart for Mount 
Zion, when I will jeave for heaven, where Jesus 
will be my lawyer end plead my case in God's 
high court.’”? The hanging was inthe presence 
of 15 witnesses, as required by law, The bady 
was buried in FPotter’s Field. On the night of 
Feb. 7 last Alexander guarreled with his wife, 
and crushed in her skull with astick. He then 
dragged her body to a ditsh, where it was found 
18 days afterward. He was 35 years old. 


GOOD DEMAND FOR STEEL RAILS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 11. — The General 
Marager of the American Iron and Steel Asso- 
ciation makes the following important state- 
ment: “ A gratifying indication of the improve- 
ment of business in this country is found in the 


fact that the steel rail companies, which it will 
be remembered made a compact at Long Branch 
last Summer to limit their output to what then 
seemed likely to equal the wants of the rail- 
roads for 1886, bave already, betore the begin- 
ning of the year, 80 nearly sold the whole of 
that estimated tot«l that they have now in- 
creased the stipulated output by 225,000 tons, 
making the present limit for 1886 1,000,000 tons, 
Indeed, a number of the manufacturers had 
already sold upto or beyond their allotments 
for the entire year before this action was taken, 
being unwilling that any appearance of un- 
readiness or inability to meet any legitimate 
demand should exist. There is, therefore, not 
the least reason to fear that any buyer of rails 
who can satisfy the rail maker of his ability to 
pay for his purchases will be unable to supply 
his wants at prices unaffected by artificial re- 
striction.”

OBITUARY. 


WALTER K. MARVIN. 

Walter K. Marvin, whose death at his 
son's residence in this city was announced yes- 
terday, was the President of the Marvin Safe 
Company and the son of its founder, Azor 8. 
Marvin. He was born in Brooklyn in 1824. 
Early in life he settled in Lockport, N. Y., and 
engaged in the manufacture of agricultural 
implements, In 1854 a fire destroyed his place 
of business. He returned to New-York in 1856 
and entered into! partnership with his father, 
Azor S. Marvin, in the manufacture of safes. 
In 1862 he became President of the Marvin Safe 
Company, his father having died. He was the 
patentee of several locks, bolts, and con- 
trivances used in the Marvin safe, Until 
recently he was a man of robust health. 
Early in the yeara kidney trouble developed 
itself, and this was aggravated by acold caught 
during attendance at the fire which broke out 
at the sate manufactory on Thirty-seventh- 
street last February. He spent the Summer at 
the Thousand Islands, inthe hope of regaining 
his strength, but there was little improvement. 
Six weeks ago he was confined to the house, and 
@ week since to his bed. Dr. A. L. Loomis an- 
nounced last Sunday that he could live only a 
few days.

THE PANAMA CANAL, 


AN OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF THE PRESENT 
CONDITION OF THE WORK. 

PANAMA, Deo. 11, via Galveston.—The 
present condition of the projected interoceanio 
canal across the isthmus is described as follows 
by the officials! offgthe company: * Operations 
are under way on two-thirds of the entire length 
ofthe proposed canal. The other third will be 
the easiest of all to excavate, as it is composed 
of soft earth only. Active preparations are 
being made for beginning work in this section, 
ard theerection of machinery is now in prog- 
ress. The company has just completed a con- 
tract for the excavation of all that portion 
which lies in the High Chagres Valley. The 
price stipulated for the work varies according 
to the nature of the material to be excavated. 
The average price will probably not exceed $1 
per cubic meter. 

“The number of laborers now employed is 
12,000, and it is the stated purpose of the com- 
pany to double this number during the dry sea- 
son, Work will then proceed upon all sections, 
The inundations of the Chagres River this sea- 
son, it is claimed, have caused only slight dam- 
age tothe work in progress. The number of 
canal officials, contractors, and the like is be- 
tween 800 and 900. There are in the hospitals at 
Panama and Colon at present about canal 
employes. This is not far from 8 per ccnt. of 
the whole number employed on the canal, and is 
not considered anexcessive proportion. Inspite 
of the extraordinrry rains and freshets of the 
Chagres River during November, the excava- 
tions during that month amounted to 700,000

Commissioner Black stated to-day that the 
amount asked by the Pension Bureau for the coming 
fiscal year is less by $1,549,040 than the amounts ap- 
propriated by Congress for use during the current 
year. He said also that the amount asked for salaries 
ne expenses of all kinds for the Pension Bureau is 
ess by $15,000 thanthe amount appropriated forthe 
present fiscal year. 

During the visit of Richelieu” Robinsen to 
the President this morning the question of the ap- 
pointment to the Pension Agency at New-York, for 
which Mr. Robinson’s friends have pressed him, was 
referred to, and the President intimated that the ap- 
pointment would not be decided upon for a couple of 
months, It is understood that the President considers 
that Pension Agents should be ex-soldiers,and will 
make no exception in this instance. 

The Senate Committee on Rules held its first 
meeting this morning, and instructed Senator Fry, its 
Chairman, to report back to she Senate a code of joint 
rules for the government of the official intercourse 
between the two houses. The code is identical with 
the joint code which the Senate acted upon two 
years ago, except in respect to rule 13, which the 
committee has stricken out. This rule pronibited the 
sale of intoxicating liquors in the Capitol building.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in this city, continued 
cold and fair weather. 





If the House shall decide to distribute 
the appropriation bills the Speaker will 
find the appointment of committees a 
more difficult and disagreeable task than 
it has been under the o!d conditions, Men 
who have become familiar with appropria- 
tion work in the Appropriations Committee 
will be well fitted for the Chairmanships 
in the committees that are to have bills, but 
if they shall be placed at the heads of those 
committees other men will be sorely dis- 
appointed and the Appropriations Com- 
mittee—which will retain three important 
bills—witl be greatly wedkened. It is 
suggested that the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee will also be weakened by taking 
members from it for appropriation 
work. The proposition that the Com- 
mittees on Coinage and on Banking and 
Currency shall be merged into one finds 
little favor. Missouri furnished Chair- 
men for these important committees in 
the last Congress, and she claims the same 
positions now. It is assumed that Mr. 
CaRLISLE will retain Mr. BLanD at the 
head of the Coinage Committee, and that 
he will give him a congenial anti-Admin- 
istration majority. It is not probable that 
the Speaker is bound by any pledges, and 
his selections will indicate his own views 
as to what is right and expedient. 








Judge Baxter, of the United States 
Circuit Court, has removed the Receiver 
of the Cleveland and Marietta Railroad 
Company, Gen. PHINEAS PEASE, for allow- 
ing to the Standard Oil Company dis- 
criminating rates in the remarkable case 
-whose history we recently related. Gen. 
‘PEASE does not seem to have read in the 
letter of legal advice, which he procured 
-in this city, the following sentence: 
| It is possible that by a proper applica- 
‘tion to the court some person may 
‘prevent you in the future from permitting 
any discrimination.” The application was 
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made, and Gen. PEasE has been ‘“ pre- 
vented” in the most conclusive manner 
from aiding the Standard Oil Company 
in the work of ruining a refiner. The 
action taken by Judge BaxtT#R in this case 
is in accordance with the principles 
affirmed by the Supreme Court of Ohio 
on the,same day in the case of some inde- 
pendent refiners of Cleveland against the 
Lake Shore Road. 








The New-Haven Civil Service Reform 
Association in its annual report calls at- 
tention to the fact that the President’s 
action in regard to appointments has been 
criticised by his political opponents ‘‘ from 
the highest standard of civil service re- 
form,” and on the assumption that he 
ought not only to carry out the rules, but 
to apply the principles of the reform to 
the higher appointments which do not 
come under the rules. It very pertinent- 
ly expresses the hope that they are pre- 
pared to insist upon a standard of action 
for the leaders of their own party at least 
as high as that which they exact from 
those of the party which they denounce as 
dangerous. 





The Gibbs committee does not seem 
likely to go out in ablaze of glory. It 
was an object of distrust when it came 
into existence. When it appeared to set 
itself seriously at work to ferret out ex- 
travagance, corruption, and inefficiency 
in office it received every possible encour- 
agement and had a chance to overcome 
the suspicion under which it set out. It 
did good service in exposing the trans- 
actions of the Armory Commission and 
the derelictions of the Board of Excise, 
But the manner in which it has faced the 
demand for an investigation of the Broad- 
way Railroad franchise shows that there 
are limitations to its zeal for public virtue, 
and now it has fallen to wrangling over 
the continuance of its work. There is 
great danger that it will so far forfeit the 
respect of the public that very little impor- 
tance will be attached to its conclusions 
and recommendations, 











The Supreme Court of Ohio is the first 
tribunal of its rank in the country that 
has ever stooped to make itself the instru- 
ment of a political party to consummate a 
fraud upon the ballot box. It is to be 
hoped that it will long remain alone in 
that distinction. Among the many pe- 
culiarities of the peculiar politics of Ohio 
the subserviency of its Judges to partisan 
demands is the most disheartening. 








Sheriff Davipson’s defense against the 
charges on which an effort was made to 
secure his removal from office seems to 
have been a difficult and expensive matter. 
The Aldermen have resolved to pay the 
bill, or rather they have resolved that the 
city shall pay it to the amount of 
$38,395 68. Ifit is paid the Sheriff will 
have the satisfaction of having made the 
effort to get rid of him costly as well as 
unsuccessful The items of his account 
should be made public. They ought to be 
interesting. 











The strike of miners in Missouri is a 
“labor trouble” of much the same kind as 
the recent strike of miners in Wyoming. 
In this case it is directed against the em- 
ployment of negroes, while in the other 
it was directed against the employment 
of Chinamen. They also object to the 
building by an employer of a fence 
around his premises, which is ob- 
jectionable inasmuch as it prevents 
striking sharpshooters from picking off the 
workmen who have taken their places. 
The Governor of Missouri, whose name at 
present it is hardly necessary to say is not 
CRITTENDEN, declines to make use of the 
State militia to enforce these demands of 
the oppressed miners, who have pro- 
vided themselves with a cannon with 
which to batter the fence. The right 
of newly arrived foreigners from Europe 
to do no work, except upon their own 
terms, cannot be maintained without the 
correlative right to prevent newly arrived 
immigrants from Asia or native Ameri- 
cans of African descent from doing work 
on any terms. A course of hangings was 
found very efficacious for moderating this 
spirit in Pennsylvania a few years ago. 
It might work equally well in Wyoming 
and Missouri. 











THE PRESIDENT AND THE SENATE, 

The Republican Senators did not, in the 
caucus which they held yesterday, decide 
upon any definite policy in regard to the 
treatment of the President’s appointments. 
The general conclusion seems to have been 
that each case should be considered on 
its own merits, a conclusion which it ought 
to have required no caucus consultation to 
reach. The idea of a party caucus on a 
question of this kind is really inconsistent 
with any worthy view of the Senate’s 
duty in advising upon appointments with 
a view to giving or «withholding its 
consent. The fitness of an appoint- 
ment to be made under all the circum- 
stances of the case ought alone to be con- 
sidered, and there is no reason why the 
division, if there is a division, should be 
determined by party motives. The good 
of the public service should alone decide 
whether an appointment ought to be con- 
firmed. 

The Senate’s share in the appointing 
power ought certainly not to be regarded 
as merely nominal, to be exercised as a 
matter of form in a perfunctory fashion, 
whether it is or is not in political accord 
with the Executive. That a President will 
place the offices at his disposal in the 
hands of men of his own party, as a rule, 
is to be expected, and that he does so is 
not of itself a legitimate ground for 
opposition, Whether he does or does 
not, and whether the Senate is or 
is not in accord with him politically, 
his nominations should be carefully 
scrutinized and should be _ rejected 
when there are good and sufficient 
reasons for rejecting them. Itis the duty 
of the Senate to aid in filling the cffices 
with capable and worthy men and to 
prevent their being filled with any other 
kind. If mistakes have been made in 
nominations it would be a service both 
to the President and the country to have 
them rectified through the Senate’s ac- 
tion, but it should be plainly evident that 
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of each case, and not by party motives. 
No single Senator ought to be controlled 
by a party agreement in caucus or else- 
where in regard to his duty in this matter, 
and a party agreement would in itself be 
derogatory to the character and high 
functions of the Senate as a confirming 
body. 

Where removals have been made there 
will no doubt be an inquiry for the rea- 
sons, and it is intimated that when the 
reason given for removal is ‘‘ offensive 
partisanship” an inquiry will be made into 
the partisanship of the persons appointed 
to the vacancies. But here it will be well 
to recognize a distinction which is essen- 
tial to the ‘‘ offensiveness” of the parti- 
sanship, Partisanship in office may be 
an offense because the powers and oppor- 
tunities of the public service, which 
belongs to the people and not to a 
party, have been used to promote 
party ends to the injury. of the 
interests of the service and the rights of 
the people. There is no parallel to this in 
the partisanship of a private citizen who 
employs his energies and his resources to 
promote the success of his party. This he 
has a right to do in every proper way, for 
he has only the power and responsibility 
of a private citizen. But the prostitution 
of a public office to the service of a party 
is a very different matter, and ought to 
be a cause for removal in every case, no 
matter what may be the politics of the 
Administration or of the majority in the 
Senate. 

The Republican Senators will do well to 
be chary of trying to make an issue on 
this offensive partisanship question. The 
offense of partisanship may furnish 
a valid reason for removal from 
office, but it can hardly furnish a 
reason for rejecting an appointment un- 
less the record of the appointee which is 
made the ground of opposition is a rec- 
ord in the public service. It will be well 
to confine the consideration of each case 
to the actual merits fairly ascertained. 
The Republican Senators cannot afford to 
indulge in any partisan contest with the 
President over appointments, for it would 
be sure to redound éo their injury in the 
estimation of the country rather than to 
that of the President. It might even 
carry the conviction to the people that a 
Republican Senate is a very undesirable 
obstruction to the Administration. 








GERMANY AND THE EAST. 

The great age of Emperor WILLIAM 
naturally makes his illness always asource 
of general anxiety. His death at a time 
when the Balkan problem still remained 
unsettled might be acalamity for Europe. 
The restrained part thus far played by 
Germany in the solution of that problem 
has been manifest. Nevertheless, her in- 
fluence, so far as exerted, has hitherto 
been uniformly in favor of peace. That 
this policy has been scrupulously pursued 
in deference to the wishes of the aged 
Emperor seems entirely probable. Ever 
since the close of his great war with 
France, in which he personally took part, 
he has shown a desire to make the closing 
years of his reign peaceful; and the ex- 
tremely conciliatory conduct of the Caro- 
lines dispute with Spain has shown how 
far he is willing to go in this direction. 
Thus Germany for many years has ex- 
erted a wholesome and powerful check on 
projects to involve Europe in war. 

With the death of the Emperor no equal 
guarantee of general peace might remain. 
It might no longer be as probable that the 
Servo-Bulgarian struggle could be local- 
ized. Prince BisMARCK’s continuance at 
the helm of State would be a token of 
stability, but he may have served the 
personal wish of the Emperor for tran- 
quillity, while the view taken by the 
Crown Prince of Germany’s duty and op- 
portunity would remain to be developed. 
BISMARCK certainly urged King MiLAN to 
refrain from attacking Bulgaria, and 
the German press condemned Servia for 
her selfish and, as it proved, ill starred 
attempt. It was even reported that the 
German Government prohibited the pas- 
sage through its.territory of the French 
guns bought for Servia, which accord- 
ingly had to go to their destination by 
way of Switzerland and Austria. At all 
events the proposed settlement, now re- 
vived, for recognizing Prince ALEXANDER 
as Governor of Eastern Roumelia under 
the Sultan, thus securing for this province 
the same local administration as Bulgaria, 
with a less direct contravention of the 
Berlin treaty, is the one long ago attrib- 
uted, whether rightly or wrongly, to 
Prince BISMARCK. 

The peace inclinations of Germany have 
been reinforced by the difficulty hitherto 
experienced of determining on what allies 
she could count for executing any plan of 
her own. France, early in the Roumelian 
difficulty, was passing through a popular 
election, and England was about to pass 
through one. The future Governments 
and the legislative policies of these two 
countries were thus made uncertain; and 
it must be admitted that the actual hold- 
ing of the English elections has as yet not 
much relieved the doubt. A Balkan pol- 
icy to be actively urged by Germany 
would probably seek to procure first the 
pledged support of Austria, Italy, and 
France, and the neutrality or positive ad- 
hesion of England. 

The general fact seems admitted that 
the interests of Germany and of Russia 
must one day clash if the latter power 
declines to content herself with advances 
in Central Asia and clings to her oid 
aggressive instincts in Europe. Austria, 
in this view, must be regarded by Ger- 
many as a natural bulwark both against 
Russian advance in the Balkan Peninsula 
and against too great Russian influence 
over the small Balkan States. This posi- 
tion Austria may possibly be somewhat 
aided to take by the Slav element in her 
own population. The situation, how- 
ever, has been complicated by the evident 
disposition of the small States not to be 
mere pieces in the hands of the great 
players. Servia and Bulgaria, notably, 
have shown a strong desire for utterly in- 
dependent action, rejecting the advice so 
liberally lavished on them by the great 
pewers and contesting in open war the 
coveted leadership of the peninsula. 

Under these circumstances a report 





like the one recently received of the ill- 
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ness of the German Emperor cannot but 
be a source of anxiety in relation not only 
to his own realm, but to the peace of 
Europe. Lapse of time only confirms 
by fresh illustrations the danger incurred 
from the procrastinating policy adopted 
by the great powers when the Roumelian 
revolution called for prompt and decisive 
action. 








GOV. HILL AS A REFORMER. 

The investigation of the Excise Board 
of this city by the Governor of the State 
began yesterday. It is an inquiry ostensi- 
bly intended to satisfy the Governor’s 
mind in regard to the charges preferred 
by Mayor GRACE against the members of 
the board, and a very impressive inquiry 
it is likely to be. The gist of the charges 
made by the Mayor is that the Excise 
Commissioners issued licenses to disrepu- 
table and unfit persons who made use of 
them to maintain disorderly and vicious 
resorts, and connived at the keeping of 
other disorderly and vicious resorts by 
unlicensed persons. 

It would not be an exaggeration to say 
that nine out of every ten persons who 
read the newspapers are convinced that 
these charges are true. Incomplete as the 
testimony taken by the Gibbs committee 
was, and collusive as that investigation 
was suspected of being, enough evidence 
was elicited to confirm and justify the 
popular impression that the majority of 
the Excise Board are persons unfit, by in- 
competency or negligence, or both, to hold 
any public office. They are particularly 
unfit to hold the offices from which the 
Mayor is trying to expel them, because 
they are by political connection and per- 
sonal sympathy committed to the inter- 
ests of the disreputable liquor dealers. To 
prevent these persons, being men of bad 
character and vicious associations, from 
selling liquor at all is one of the main 
objects of an excise law. It is an object 
of capital importance in a city like New- 
York, where it may in general be said 
that a citizen’s interest in local politics 
varies inversely as his personal re- 
spectability. The disreputable groggeries 
kept by these persons, when they 
are permitted to sell liquor at 
all, become the centres of political or- 
ganization for the disreputable classes, 
which are far more compactly and effect- 
ively organized with respect to local poli- 
tics than the reputable classes, If the 
number of places for the sale of liquor 
were reduced to one-tenth of what it now 
is, if disreputable persons were refused 
licenses and unlicensed persons were pre- 
vented from selling liquor, the change 
would work a greater improvement in 
our local politics than almost any other 
that could be imagined. A Board of Ex- 
cise composed of honest and resolute men 
could do much to secure this result even 
under the present very imperfect excise 
law. 

But all these considerations, while they 
furnish strong reasons for dismissing the 
Excise Commissioners, furnish equally 
strong reasons for assuming that Gov. 
Hitt will do nothing toward bringing 
about that result. He is himself a prod- 
uct of the groggery school of politics. He 
owes his nomination directly, and his elec- 
tion indirectly, to the sort of persons 
whom it is most desirable to prevent from 
keeping liquor saloons. In their saloons 
is his political strength He has just 
taken pains to manifest his appreciation 
of their appreciation, and his confidence 
in their support, and at the same time 
to manifest his opposition to the President 
and all his works, by nominating to an 
important State office a representative of 
this class, whose nomination for a Federal 
office the President, after investigation, 
had withdrawn. The President had the 
nomination withdrawn upon precisely the 
same grounds that induced the Governor 
to make it. To suppose that Gov. HILL 
will do anything toward reforming the 
Excise Board is to accuse him of an inten- 
tion to commit political suicide. His pre- 
tense of ‘‘ investigation” can be nothing 
more than a sham and a farce. 








INOCULATION FOR RABIES, 


M. PasTEeuR’s statement concerning the 
girl who died of hydrophobia after having 
been inoculated with attenuated virus 
shows that he has already been forced to 
modify his theory as to the effect of his 
remedy. The girl was not inoculated until 
thirty-six days after she had been bitten. 
He explains that for this reason he re- 
garded the case as hopeless, but was 
assured by Dr. VULPIAN and others that it 
was his duty to try to save the girl’s life. 
No symptoms of the disease had appeared, 
but PasTEUR seems to have assumed that 
the virus had already done its work, 
because the minimum period of incuba- 
tion is twenty-five or thirty days, and 
this period had elapsed. ‘It is always 
urgent,” he is reported as saying, ‘‘ that 
cases should reach me as soon as possible 
after the bite, although there is always a 
chance of successful treatment so long as 
hydrophobia has not actually set in, and 
I am ready to attempt prevention by in- 
oculation at any period after the bite, but 
I do not pretend to guarantee every case.” 
He refers to the fact that the children 
from Algiers were successfully treated, 
although their scars were two months old. 

Nevertheless he was confident a few 
days ago that his treatment would be suc- 
cessful ‘‘if commenced at any time before 
actual hydrophobia sets in, even if g year 
or more elapses between the bite and the 
date of inoculation.” The fate of the girl 
does not affect the case of the Newark 
children, for it is probable that these chil- 
dren will arrive in Paris some days before 
the expiration of the minimum period of 
incubation. 

The death of this patient will, however, 
give new force to the questions raised by 
those who are not convinced that inocu- 
lation is effective under any conditions, or 
even harmless). How can M. PasTEUR 
know, they say, that in any given case 
hydrophobia would set in if the patient 
should not suffer inoculation? Of one 
hundred who are bitten eighty escape 
without inoculation, Even in the case 0 
the Algerian children, it having been 
demonstrated that the dog was mad, how 
can he know that his process has saved 
the survivors until the maximum period 
of incubation has expired? And there 
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are some who suggest that when hydro- 
phobia attacks an inoculated person, as it 
did the girl whose death recently occurred, 
it may be a result of inoculation, if 
PaSTEUR has really cultivated the virus of 
rabies out of rabbits. 

Other questions will arise asthe num- 
ber of persons inoculated increases and 
the body of evidence grows. That which 
leads physicians and the people to believe 
that PasTrur has found a valuable reme- 
dy is the result of his experiments upon 
dogs, and not the experiments which he 
is making upon men, It is admitted that 
by inoculation he has made dogs re- 
fractory to rabies. That he has suc- 
ceeded in applying the same remedy to 
man with equally satisfactory results is 
a proposition that has not yet been 
fully proved. In May, 1884, the French 
Minister of Public Instruction appointed 
a commission of scientists to examine and 
report upon Pastrur’s plan for the treat- 
ment of this terrible disease. This com-. 
mission submitted a favorable report with 
reference to the results of experiments 
upon animals, and continued its labors. 
We do not know that it has submitted a 
report with regard to the inocula- 
tion of human beings. It is too early for 
the completion of such a report. But 
this commission or some other group of 
competent men should carefully follow 
and study the experiments now being 
made, with the intention of answering 
objectors and showing just how much 
inoculation for hydrophobia is worth 
There are some questions for which an--: 
swers cannot be found. For example, 
it is not probable that any one 
who has never been bitten will volun- 
tarily submit to inoculation in order that 
the world may know whether inoculation 
will of itself cause rabies in the human 
subject. But by a careful examination 
of all the available evidence the value 
of the process can probably be determined, 








THE FIFTH-AVENUE RAILROAD. 


The hearing before the Railroad Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen on the 
application for a charter to the proposed 
horse railroad in Fifth-avenue was not 
without interest, although the decision 
of the Railroad Committee and of the 
full board has been that there ‘was 
‘“‘nothing in it” for the members of 
either body. It might have been 
more interesting if the Gibbs committee 
had not ostensibly decided to inquire into 
the manner in which the charter for the 
Broadway Railroad was obtained, and if 
the Attorney-General had not decided 
that the law forbidding the construction 
ofarailroad in Fifth-avenue was consti- 
tutional, The announcement even of a 
probably collusive investigation would 
suffice to make an Alderman shy about 
selling himself, while the doubt whether 
his permission to build the road will do 
its projectors any good would make them 
shy of buying him, except at a very mod-. 
erate price. 

These facts take from the hearing the 
interest that would belong to itif there 
were more reason for apprehension that 
the jobbers and strikers and men of des- 
perate fortunes might capture Fifth- 
avenue. The interest that still attached 
to the hearing was the interest of finding 
out what the projectors of the road could 
find to say for themselves. They really 
had nothing to say. Weak as their case 
is when stated by its opponents, it is even 
weaker when stated by its advocates. It 
was not denied at the hearing that the 
owners of residential property in the ave- 
nue the consent of a majority of whom is 
necessary under the law to'the building 
of the road were almost, if not quite, 
unanimously opposed to it. It was shown, 
as it has often been shown, that Fifth- 
avenue is the only avenue in the central 
part of the island—the part between Mad- 
ison-square and Central Park—that is 
now available for military or civic pa- 
rades, and that it is the one avenue that 
would serve, if the repavement of its sur- 
face were completed, as a convenient and 
comfortable approach to the Park for vehi- 
cles. A horse railroad would necessarily im- 
pair and could scarcely be prevented from 
absolutely destroying the peculiar value of 
the street for both these functions. It 
cannot be pretended that the absence of a 
horse railroad isa hardship to anybody, 
for there is no point at which Fifth- 
avenue is more than a tenthof a mile 
distant from a horse railroad. 

These considerations have become fa- 
miliar to everybody. The hearing before 
the committee of the Aldermen afforded 
an opportunity to see how they would be 
met by the advocates of the project. They 
were not met at all, and no attempt was 
made to meet them, There was really 
nothing said in favor of the road, except 
that if the city could be induced to turn 
over tothe jobbers the one avenue now 
free, in defiance of every public interest, 
the jobbers would make money. 

Nobody has ever denied this, With such 
a prize in view it is not to be expected 
that unscrupulous projectors should give 
over their efforts to capture Fifth-avenue. 
But even an Alderman cannot be induced 
to brave the contempt of his respectable 
fellow-citizens unless he is handsomely 
paid for it. The prospects of the Fifth- 
avenue horse railroad since the opinion of 
the Attorney-General was delivered are not 
bright enough to warrant the projectors 
in paying him handsomely, or at all, ex- 
cept in obligations contingent upon the 
actual construction and operation of ‘the 
road. They are beaten for this time, but 
the organization of property owners that 
has been formed to repel their predatory 
attack should be maintained against the 
inevitable repetition of the attack.

The 
chapce that the Chicago Raphael may be 
genuine is not improved by the announce- 
ment that it was stolen from the Vatican. 
The Pope may sometimes dispatch one of 
his Cardinals with a small picture from 
the Vatican collection under his arm to 
the nearest pawnbroker’s in order to 
secure an advance sufficient to pro- 
vide needful macaroni for the Pa- 
pal household. These pledges, however, 
are always honorably redeemed when the 
collections come in, even though Peter’s 
pence are transferred in Ireland to the 
Parneli fund. Besides, the exhibition of 
a Raphael in the window of a Roman 
pawnbroker would lead to inquiry, and 
the Pope therefore substitutes some less 
familiar picture than a Raphael for hy- 
pothecation. It is to be feared the Chi- 
cago connoisseurs will ultimately discover 
that the claim of the owner of this pict- 
ure proceeds merely from his disposition 
to spell.Raphael “raffle.”

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

An uggommonly smooth and symmetric- 
al performance of “ Tan nhiiuser” was given at 
the Metropolitan Opera House last evening. It 
was a performance superior in most respects to 
that of “Lohengrin,” with which the current 
season was entered upon, but it resembled that 
representation as compared with last season’s 
production of “Tannhiuser” in respect of its 
greater evenness and finish and of its slightly 


lessened spasmodic brilliancy. How much 
of what the Italians call effetto vlateale 
was the outcome a year ago of the 


contrast between excellent and mediocre work 
need not be discussed at present; certain it is 
thus far, that the Winter's entertainments quite 
outrank their forerunners in point of balance and 
artistic worth. Yesterday’s rendering of ** Taon- 
hiiuser,” with the exception of an occasional 
lack of skill and promptness in the management 
of the stage, claims a high place in the records 
of German opera at the Metropolitan. The por- 
trayals of the principal characters are en- 
titled to hearty commendation, and the 
dificult task assigned to the chorus 
and orchestra was executed with a 
degree of precision very seldom attained, M. 
Sylva, who essayed for the first time the réle of 
Tannhiuser, as it stands in the original version 
of the opera, sang through the trying alterna- 
tion of declamation and pure cantabile with 
the easy emission of a broad and powerful 
volume of tone, thé accurate intonation—a 
somewhat rare thing in German opera— 
and the expressive and tasteful phrasing and ac- 
cent that marked his earliest achievements. In 
the finale of the second act he wrought a par- 
ticularly profound impression, and when the 
nervousness that possessed him shall have 
Passed away and his acting of the part shall 
be helped by a freedom of manner which it 
sometimes lacked, last night, he need fear no 
recollections left by his predecessors. Herr 
Robinson came forth again as Wolfram,to whose 
tuneful measures the baritone’s voice and style 
are capitally suited, and Frau Krauss was once 
more seen as Elisabeth. Both artists renewed 
pleasant memories of past successes, Venus 
was embodied, as formerly, by Friiulein Slach, 
whcse rather harsh voice a period of repose 
has not  meliowed to any _ appreciable 
extent. Herr Fischer’s tones lent unwont- 
ed importance to the music of the 
Landgrave, and, in the fine concerted numbers 
of the score. Herr Alvary’s resonant tenor—the 
performer being cast for Walter—made these, por- 
tions of the opera notably effective. But there is 
really noneed of going into details concerning 
a performance which had evidently had careful 
Preparation and which progressed, last night, 
under the direction of a practiced and firm hand. 
The representation was most creditable to every- 
body engaged init. It was conducted by Herr 
Anton Seidl. 


NEW-YORK PHILHARMONIC. 

The public rehearsal preliminary to this 
evening’s concert of the Philharmonic Society— 
the seconaiof the current season—took place at 
the Academy of Music yesterday afternoon. 
A new symphony by Xavier Scharwen- 
ka, Mozart’s G@ minor symphony, Mendels- 





sohn’s ‘Melusine” overture, and two vo- 
cal numbers, assigned for interpretation 
to Mme. Fursch-Madi, constituted the 


programme, which is to be repeated to-night. 
A reference to Scharwenka’s symphony may 
judiciously be withheld until the work has a 
second hearing. Its rendering yesterday made 
known a composition somewhat akin in ideas 
and tonal color to such symphonic music 


as Rubinstein has brought forth, although 
it cannot be said that in point of vigor 
or brilliancy the younger writer’s :achieve- 
ment rivals the best things the Russian com- 
poser and virtuoso has_produced. Yesterday 
the second and third movememts—an allegro 
molto and an adagio—wrought the most favor- 
able impression., Mozart’s symphony, perenially 
fresh and tuneful, with the famihar minuet 
that would brighten up the weariest audience, 
went, as usual, capitally; it would have been 
wise, we think, to have made itt the final 
number of the programme, and to have yielded 
its place, at the outset of the rehearsal, to 
Scharwenka’s symphony. Mme. Fursch-Madi 
sang Beethoven’s “Ah! perfido” and an 
air from Saint-Saéos new cantata, entitled 
“The Lyre and the Hurp.” How perfectly 
Mme. Fursch-Madi's rich and powerful voice, 
strong dramatic impulses, and broad deliv- 
ery are suited to the interpretation of such 
noble and tender music as Beethoven's familiar 
scene need scarcely be told the reader that has 
kept abreast with the art events of the 
past two seasons. The artist sang the an- 
dante of “Ah! perfido” with particular feeling 
and tonal charm, and threw into the impetuous 
movement which followed as much dramatic 
power as the scene could be endowed with in 
the concert room. Her rendering of the 
number from  Saint-Sa#ns’s cantata was 
equally expressive and finished, but, ex- 
cept in respect of the iovely accompaniment, 
in which an oft-recurring passage tor the fiute 
and harp produces a remarkably happy effect, 
the composition did not impress the audience 
rer deeply. There will be a chance, however, 
of listening once more to this piece as well as to 
the new symphony to-night, when, as heretofore 
observed, the concert may be attended,

THE REVOLUTION IN MEXICO.

ton daily Civilian, the oldest newspaper in 
Texas, was offered at constable’s sale to-day, to 
satisfy a judgment for $144 38. The Civilian 
has a history of unusual interest. It was founded 
in 1888 by Hamilton Stuart, the Nestor of Texas 
journalism. About 1842 it became a triweekly 


paper, and in 1860 grew into a daily 
morning journal. For 22 years, from 1838 
to 1860, it was the mouthpiece of Texas. 


Its influence was paramount in every cause it 
espoused. Through its columns old Gen. Sam 
Houston fought his enemies and vanquished 
them. It vehemently supported ouston 
through two Presidential campaigns, afterward 
for United States Senator, and subsequently for 
Governor of Texas, from which high office he 
was deposed in 1841 because of his loyalty. Mr. 
Stuart retained charge of the Civilian until 1870, 
when he retired, disposing of bis interest to W. 
H. Pascoe. About that time it became an even- 
ing paper. While the Federal forces oovu- 
pied Galveston the Civilian was suspended, 
and on its revival it never regained 
the great prestige it formerly enjoyea, 
Since 1866 its circulation dwindled away until 
less than 20 copies were printed and the new 
generation forgot its existence. In its issue of 
yesterday may be found advertisements 20 years 
old of firms that have long been out of exist- 
ence, 
found ancient advertisements offering rewards 
for escaped slaves, giving their description, 
warning persons not to harbor them. So 
scarce were copies of the paper durin 
the past five vears that thousands o 
eople residing right in Galveston did not 
now there was such a newspaper. 
How it managed to exist was a secret known 
only toa few lawyers who used its columns to 
publish legal notices which they desired no one 
to read. Two weeks ago Judge stewart ad- 
ministered the death blow by deciding that the 
Civilian was no longer within the spirit of law a 
legel medium through which service could be 
obtained. The once powerful journal died in a 
garret on a side street aged 47 years, full of 
honors and poverty. When the constable offered 
its remains at public sale to-day no bidders re- 
sponded and the landlord was compelled to bid 
the material in in order to satisfy his rent bill.

ELEVATORS AND WAREHOUSES. 








THEIR CAPACITY IN THE WEST AND NORTHs« 
WEST. 

St. Paut, Minn., Dec. 11.—The Pionec? 
Press will. publish to-morrow morning the 
first complete list of the grain elevatorg 
and warehouses in Minnesota and Dakota, 
with the ownership and capacity of each. A 
summary of the article gives the following 
facts: The elevator capacity of Minneapolis ig 
9,834,000 bushels; that of Duluth, 9,460,000, and 
of St. Paul, 1,500,000, making the total capacity 
at the three termine! points 20,794,000. The ca- 
pacity in Minnesota and Dakota at all points 
outside of, these three places, is 33,594,400, making 
& grand total capacity of 654,388,400. This ig 
divided among 1,513 elevators and flat ware- 
houses. The Manitoba roads lead in the number 
ot elevators and capacity, which is 11,481,900 
bushels; the Milwaukee road has 8,822,500; the 
Chicago and Northwestern, 5,581,500; the 
Nortbern Pacific, 4,859,200, and the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis, 2,206,200. These are the only roads 
whose individual capacity exceeds 2,000,000. 
Of the other roads the Omaha has 543,000 bush- 
els capacity; St. Paul and Duluth, 185,000, and 
the Minnesota and Northwestern 241,000. Other 
elevators in the Red Hiver Valley have a total 
capacity of 175,000 bushels. The cost of the ele- 
vators comprising this vast system isa little less 
than 20 cents per bushel, or $10,000,000, 
This amount is invested permanently, and is 
entirely independent of the capital necessary 
to carry on the business which is handled by the 
system every year. The total capacity of the 
State and Territory is more than equal to this 
year’s crop—50,000,000 bushelis—and if the latter 
was evenly distributed every bushel could be 
stored at one time. The cost of receiving, clean- 
lng, elevating, and discharging grain is about 2 
cents per bushel. Hlevator companies who buy 


and ship grain receive from 3 to 84 cents per ° 


bushel. Out of this come the interest on the 
investment, all expense of maintaining and oper- 
ating the elevator, insurance on grain, cleaning 
a of weighrs and grades at terminal 
points.

THE PARK NATIONAL LOANS A DISHONE 
ILLINOIS CASHIER SOME MONEY. 

CuIcaGo, Dec. 11.—In the trial of Cashier 
B. T. O. Hubbard, of the First National Bank of 
Monmouth, Ill, for making way with $112,000 of 
the bank’s money, thereby forcing the institu- 
tion to close its doors, a letter was to-day rpro- 
dueed by the prosecution, addressed to the Park 
Nationa: Bank of New-York, signed by Hub. 
bard, written in his handwriting, and indorsed, 
“A copy of the letter sent to the Park National 
Bank, New-York.” The letter stated that at the 
regular meeting of the Directors of the First 
National Bank of Monmouth, [Il., Jan. 9, 1883, 
B. T. O. Hubbard, the Cashier of said bank, 
was authorized to borrow $50,000 in the banks 
named, as he might need it, and to indorse cer- 
tain securities belonging to President David 
Rankin and John M. Brown, which the bank 
held for $25,000 and $15,000 respectively. 

A good deaiof the paper mentioned was sent 
to the Park National Bank, and cash was raised 
thereon by Hubbard. The prosecution will en- 
deavor to show that this was without President 
Rankin’s knowledge. Director Carr testified 
that no such authority was ever given Hubpard, 
and the minutes of the meeting at which thig 
was alleged to have taken place were placed in 
evidence, they containing no reference to any 
such action. 














FREEDMAN'S BANK AFFAIRS. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Controller Can- 
non, ex-officio Commissioner of the Freedman’s 
Savings and Trust Company, has made a report 
to Congress in regard to the affairs of that insti- 
tution, from which it appears that the total pay- 
ments made to creditors aggregate $1,720,780, 


leaving to be paid under the provisions of the 
act of Feb, 17, 1883, the sum of $3,526. The Com- 
missioner renews his recommendation for the 
relief by Congress of the unfortunate cred- 
itors of the institution and adds: * The great 
majority of them are of the poorest and 
moat illiterate of our people. Many of them 
have grown oid and decrepit. It seems impossi- 
bie for these people to realize that they are to 
be deprived, or have lost, a portion of their 
earnings, which years ago they !abored so hard 
to acquire andsave. Thousands of them to this 
dsy believe that the divide: ds paid them by the 
Commissioner are but the interest ov, or earn- 
ings of, their deposits, and that sooner or later 
their original deposits will be returned to them. 
No explanation seems to convince them tothe 
contrary, and calis ware made daily by them 
for “their money;” nor ought it to be consid- 
ered strange or unreasonable, in view of alltho 
circumstances, for these people to look to the 
Government for reimbursement for their losses. 
The company was chartered by Congress for 
their special benefit, to encourage industry and 
thrift,and mostof its branches were presided 
over by the commissioned and uniformed of- 
ficers of the Government. lt was but natural, 
therefore, for them to assume that the Gov- 
ernment would see to the proper manage- 
ment of the ginstitution and would protect 
them from loss. Objection has been made to 
the granting of this reliefon the ground of its 
dangerous tendency as a precedent. This ap- 
prehension is, I think, groundless. There never 
was but one Freedman’s Bank. There never will 
be another. From the gradual diminution of 
the amount called for on account of the several 
dividends declared, it is estimated that the sum of 
$950,000 would cover the deficiency between the 
amount paid (62 per cent.) and the amount to 
which tne creditors likely to call for the same 
were entitied at the time of the failure of the 
company.” 








THE IMPORTANCE OF A COMMA. 

CrncinnaTI, Ohio, Dec. 11.—In the police 
court this morning the cases of Oliver Doud 
Byron, J. P. Jobnson, and Miss Lisie Leigh, 
charged by the Law and Order League with 
participating in a theatrical performance on 
Sunday, were argued. ‘Their attorney admitted 
that the defendants participated in the perform- 
ance, but held that in the letterof the law they 
were not guilty, as the absence of the comma 
between the words “in” and ‘*or,’”’ creates the 
word “or” a conjunction, and the sentence can 
be read * participates and exbibits.” This fixes 
the guilt on the proprietors alone and not on 
the actors, who are —cpem ee without being 
exhibitors. The Judge took the matter under 
advisement. 








A COAL MINE CAVES IN. 
Haz.uetTon, Penn., Dec. 11.—An acre of 
the surface over the Harleigh mines of M.S. 
Kemmerer & Co. caved in to-day, causing great 


damage and throwing 400 miners and laborers 
out of employment. A large creek runs over 
the spot where the fali occurred, and the water 
has flooded the mines to a depth of 150 feet. A 
large gang of men are now at work endeavoring 
toturn the course of the creek, The damage 
already done is estimated at $20,000, and may far 
exceed this figure. The mines of the Ebervaie 
Coal Company, which have close connections 
with the Harleigh mines. are also rendered ‘dle.

A DECISION IN A RAILROAD CASE CITED 
AGAINST STEAMSHIP LINES, 

Copies of THE TrMEs lay on the lawyers’ 
table in Judge Wallace’s court room, in the Fed- 
eral Bullding, yesterday, when the case of 
Menacho, Aymerich & Co. against the Alexandre 
and the Ward Lines of steamers was heard. The 
suit is one involving a discrimination of rates, 
pnd it was the decision in the Ohio Supreme 
Court of a similar case in point of law, reported 
ln a dispatch from Columbus in yesterday’s 
Times that came in good use. Menacho, 
Aymerich & Co. are a commission and shipping 
firm of this city, doing a large Cuban business. 
They claim that both the two steamship com- 
panies charge them excessive rates tor freight, 
which bas caused them much trouble with their 
Cuban consignees. These rates, they state, are 
much higher than those charged other shippers 
to Cuba. They therefore asked for an order of 
pourt to compel the companies mentioned to 
receive their freight at customary rates and ob- 
tained it. The reason given for the action 

f the two lines was because the plaintifts 

ad themselves sent steamers to Cuba 
jn the Past. The question before 
Judge Wallace yesterday was whether the order 
hould be continued until a final hearing was

ADVOCATES OF FREE TRADE, 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION 
AT COLUMBIA, & G 

Cotumsr4, 8. C., Dec. 11.—The Free 
Trade Convention metin the Agricultural De- 
partment Building last night. About 50 dele- 
gates were present. Col. Butier, State Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, called the meeting to 
order, and asked for a report from the delega- 
tion sent to Chicago. Col. Dargan submitted 
the report, showing the work of that confer- 
ence and the good results likely to follow. He 
found the Northern heart beating responsively 
to the Southern throb. It was, he said, the most 
cordial, the grandest reception that he had ever 
received from any audience. As the only 
Southern representative actively participat- 


ing in the convention he was selected 
to bear to the free traders of the 
South from their brethren of the North 
and Northwest assurances that sectionalism is 
dead and buried and that in this great contest 
there is no North and no South. he South is 
dependent, he said, upon the co-operation of the 
Northern free traders and tariff reformers for 
ultimate success ifi the great contest for com- 
mercial liberty, and the neople of that section 
are now earnestly working for its accomplish- 
ment, and he hoped the South would soon be as 
well organized. 

At the conclusion of Col. Dargan’s report the 
following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the South Carolina free trade con- 
vention reciprocates fully the fraternal feelings so 
cordially manifested toward the people of the South 
by the enthusiastic reception acoorded the representu- 
tive from this State who attended the Chicago Cun- 
vention. 

The object of the association is to promote by 
such honest agencies‘as it may command the en- 
forcement of immediate tariff reform and the 
attainment of ultimate free trade. A permanent 
organization was effected by the election of Col. 
J. * Dargan, President; A. P. Butler, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, First Vice-President; R.

THE HAMILTON COUNTY ELECTION FRAUDS 
SUSTAINED. 

CotumBts, Ohio, Dec. 11.—The annaunce- 
ment this evening that the Supreme Court had 
decided to overrule the decision of the Hamilton 
County Circuit Court and order the certificates 
of election issued to the Democratic Senators 
and Representatives created no surprise. It 
was generally believed that this would be tne 
finale of the Senatorial muddle, and the decision 
was branded as a partisan one. The Demo- 
cratic Judges are so much pleased over the re- 
sult that they are telling what their decision 
will be to-night before even the syllabus ia the 
case has been prepared. The better class of 
Democrats and Republicans look upon the de- 
cision in the light of paying a premium for 
fraud and ballot box stuffing. This is the first 
time in the history of the State that the Supreme 
Court has been called onto bolster up a party 
to keep it in power, and this is the first court 
that has so far forgotten its dignity as to per- 
mit it to be used for partisan purposes. 

The court stood three to one in favor of the 
decision, and Judge Johnson will write a dis- 
senting opinion. The average Ohian is not 

roud of the result. This will make the next 

enate stand 21 Democrats to 17 Republicans, 
but on joint ballot the Republicans still retain 
three majority, without regard to the Hamilton 
County delegation. The court also decided to 
graut the application for mandamus to compel 
the Clerk ot Hamilton County to make the re- 
turns to State officers as applied tor by Gov. 
Hoadly and Secretary of State Robinson. The 
Clerk of the Supreme Court was instructed to 
telegraph for the returns to-night, and it is ex- 
pected that they will be here to-morrow, which 
will enable the Canvassing Board to complete 
its duties on Monday, when Judge Spear, the 
Republican Supreme Court Judge elect, will 
qualify and take his seat.

TWO FIGHTING ITALIANS.

ARRESTED FOR SHOOTING AT A DEPUTY 
SHERIFF, 

NEWBUERG, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Last evening 
four young men living in Newburg went into 
the saloon of Louis Rossa, an Italian, just out- 
side the city limits on the north, got a quart of 
cider and drank it. One of the male inmates of 
the house then produced an accordion, and the 
young menenjoyed a dance. In this amusement 
they knocked down a stovepipe, and the pro- 
prietor and another Italian named Dommick be- 
came very angry thereat. Michael Clancy 
started to replace the stovepipe, when Dommick 
struck him a severe blow with his fist. 
The visitors were then ordered out of the 
house, which order they proceeded to obey. 
Just as they reached the street a charge ot bird 
shot was fired by some one in the house, sup- 
posed to be Rossa, at the party, and Michael 
Kelly received the charge in the lower part of 
his back, wounding him quite badly. To-day, in 
attempting to arrest the Italians, Deputy Sheriff 
William Keid, of Newburg, was attacked by 
Rossa’s wife witha carving knife. The officer 
and the constable accompanying him disarmed 
the woman, and then HKossa tired his ever ready 
shotgun at the officer mentioned, part of the 
charge taking effect in his forehead. The offi- 
cers arrested Rossa and Dommick,and they 
were taken before a Justice of the Peace in the 
town of Newburg, who tocked them up inthe 
Newburg Jail to await the action of the Grand 
Jury on the charge of assauit with adeadly 
weapon. The house where the affray occurred 
is inhabited by dangerous Italians, who have 
lived there since the completion of their work 
in the construction of the West Shore Railroad. 
The house adjoining is the one in which Ber- 
nardino Cassiano fatally stabbed Salvatore 
Rocco in October, 1883,

nearly a year past bas dropped out of Washing- 
ton life, and now that he is not tocome back 
this Winter is likely to be even less felt here. 
The story runs that after Garfield was elected 
President and Mr. Blaine made Secretary of 
State his friends determined that he should be 
the candidate in 1884. Mr. Blaine made up his 
mind to the same thing. Some of his associates 
felt that as Secretary of State and Presidential 
candidate be ought to live better than he bad been 
accustomed, and they determined to buila him 
a house. One of the leading spirits in the idea 
was J. W. Bosler, one of the heavy star route 
contractors. He furnished most of the money 
tor the magnificent house that Mr. Blaine built, 
one of the show places of Washington, but which 
was not finished until after the political situa- 
tion was suddenly changed and Mr. Arthur be- 
came President. The next Winter Mr. Blaine 
went to tive in the new mansion, and there his 
daughter was married to MajorCoppinger. But 
that Summer Bosler died and his estate was to 
besettled. Although the housge wasin Mr. Blaine’s 
name, its ownership was really in his friends, 
chiefiy Bosler. It became necessary to derive some 
income for the latter’s estate, and a rental forthe 
house was suggested. Mr. Blaine by that time, 
and this is weli known by his friends, had aban- 
doned the idea of being President. He demurred 
atthe higb rent and said he would rather take 
another house. He didso, the Marcy house on 
Lafayette-square. The rich Chicago dry goods 
man, Mr. Leiter, came to live in the Dupont Cir- 
cle residence. The reason given wasthat Mr. 
Blaine could not afford so large a place. Last 
Winter Mr. Blaine expected to live here as Pres- 
ident-elect, and Senator Windom’s house was 
secured for him, but this season he is not ex- 
pected back at all. The house built with so 
much ostentation is still rented to strangers, and 
the gossips say that the short seasonfthat he 
lived there two years ago completes Mr. Blaine's 
occupancy. If he had been chosen President 
the house would probably have been presented 
to him, but not now.

When 
Roger Williams reached Rhode Island the In- 
dians there addressed his party with the saluta- 
tion *‘ What cheer? Welcome, Yenghees.”

KILLED BY EATING PORK. 


SBRFERINGS OF THE HAUSMEYER FAMILY 
NEAR PITTSBURG. 

PirtspurG, Penn., Dec. 11.—Frederick 
Hausmeyer, the second victim of trichina poi- 
soning at Tarentum, near this city, died yester- 
day morning. About ten days ago the entire 
Hausmeyer family, consisting of Frederick 
Hausmeyer, the father; William, aged 35 years; 
Frederick, aged 20; John, aged 31; Lizzie, aged 
23; Emma, aged 17, and Lena, aged 14, were 
taken sick. The boys were all employed in the 
Pittsburg Plate Glass Company, and the old 
gentleman was a cooper by trade. The symp- 
toms of disease were so much like typhoid fever 
that Dr. McCullough pronounced it such. The 


afflicted persons were first taken with a distress- 
ing diarrhea, followed by neuraigia, stiffness of 
joints, and general languor and debility. Then 
the patients would become delirious. Williom 
Hausmeyer was the first to succumb to the 
disease. He died on Monday in terrible agony. 
Frederick was also in borribie agony before his 
death and wanted to shoot his attendants. 

Before the first death the doctor became con- 
vinced that the disease from which his patients 
were suffering was trichiniasis, the victims all 
having eaten heartily of pork before their pros- 
tration. "He secured a piece of ham bought 
from a neighboring farmer, and when placed 
under the microscope at Dr. Dickson's office in 
this city it was found to be fairly alive with 
trichine spirales. Three other members of the 
family are not expected to live. The announce- 
ment has caused a profound senfation in this 
city and vicinity. rom the time the victims 
were prostrated, one week ago last Friday, until 
last Monday night no one entered the house but 
the physician. Monday night Dr. McCullough 
telephoned to the West Pennsylvania Hospital, 
this city, and cot two nurses, Who are now Car- 
ing for the family. ; 





TROUBLE AT A SWITCH. 

Exmrma, N. Y., Dec. 11.—A conflict be- 
tween the employes of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wannaand Western, and the Elmira, Cortland 
and Northern Railroads is expected to take place 
here at any moment, and much anxiety is felt 
by the people, while the authorities are on the 
alert to prevent any overt acts. The trouble be- 
gap this morning above the Delaware, Lacka-~- 


wanna and Western Railway passenger station. 
All that road’s section men trom Owego to Bath, 
more than 100in number, were brought to this 
city, and set at work building a track from the 
vicinity of the round house straight down to the 
freight house at the corner of State and Clinton 
streets. The tracks of the Elmira, Cortland and 
Northern Railroad were in the way and must be 
crossed. By a decision recently rendered by 
Judge Edwards, these tracks are decided to be 
upon the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern’s land, and the Elmira Road was allowed four 
months in which to remove them. 

To prevent the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western from laving its switch 8cross the main 
line of the Elmira Road, the latter road placed 
two heavy engines and about 30 loaded coal cars 
at the point where the crossing must be made. 
All the morning the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western men worked like beavers. The ground 
was leveled, a trestle built across the basin of 
the old canal, the ties laid, rails spiked down, 
and the switch rapidly approached the place of 
crossing where trouble was anticipated. It 
was stated thatif the Elmira Road’s coal cars 
were not out of the way when the time came to 
make the crossing, to-morrow morning, they 
would be removed. This isthe outcome of the 
Benjamin-street trestie trouble. 





BOYCE SENT TO SING SING FOR LIFE. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Dec. 11.—The court room 
was packed to-day when Theodore H. Boyce, 
the Dover Piains murderer, was sentenced to 
imprisonment for life. When he was asked if 
he had anything to say he replied: “I think it 
was an unjust verdict.” Judge Barnard told 
him he thought differently, and then addressed 
the condemned man in severe terms, ending by 
sentencing him to Sing Sing Prison for life. 
When Judge Barnard concluded Boyce said 
“Thank you,” and sat down, beads of perspira- 
tion starting out on his forehead. Abraham 
Odeli was next sentenced. Judge Barnard al- 
luded to his being so young, and said he would 
take that tact into consideration in the sentence, 
and directed him to be sent to Sing Sing for five 
years and a half. 

This afternoon Isaac Crispell, who shot Robert 
Butts at Little Rest, but did not kill him, was 
tried and found guilty of assault in the first de- 
gree. Judge Barnard made no remarks to him, 
simply saying, **Thesentence of the court is 
that you be confined at hard laborin Sing Sing 
Prison for the term of 10 years.”” Thus in three 
days three important criminal cases have been 
tried by Judge Barnard, which is a record un- 
surpassed probably in any court in the State. 





BOYCOTTING A SWILL BARREL. 
New-HAven, Conn., Dec. 11. — There 
were some new developmentsin the strike at 
the Derby Silver Company’s shops at Shelton to- 
day and the new men who hav» been living in 
the shops for the first time took lodgings in the 
boarding houses of the town. Some of the 


strikers are beginning to weaken, and a tew 
have returned to work. 

A curious instance of boycotting came to 
light to-day, when one of the boarding house 
keepers, a Mrs. Reynolds, who has furnished 
accommodations to nearly 40 of the new men, 
was approached by the man who collects the 
refuse from the swill barrel at the rear door of 
the boarding house. He informed Mrs. Rey- 
nolds that if she persisted in accommodating 
the new men he would refuse to collect the 
siops frcm her barrel. The landlady, however, 
stood firm and the boycott of the swill barre! 
immediately went into effect.

A&A HISTORY OF EVENTS PRECEDING THE 
MURDER—AN IMPRESSIVE SCENE IN THE 
BROOKLYN COURT OF SESSIONS, 

¢ In the Brooklyn Court of Sessions yes- 

terday Thomas J. Armstrong told how he killed 

his stepfather, Albert R. Herrick, on the arter- 

noon of Monday, Aug. 10. The recital was a 

simple one, but it occupied most of the morning 

pession of the court. Armstrong spoke in a low, 
distinct voice. At times his face flushed deeply. 

His tone betrayed strong excitement when he 

detailed the immediate incidents of the shooting. 

There was nothing in what wassaid py him to 

indicate that it was the statement of a man with 

his life at stake; nor yet anything to indicate 
that he did not appreciate the gravity of the 
case. 

Armstrong went back of the day of the shoot- 
ing in order to let the jury understand the situ- 
ation at his home after his mother went to the 
Catskills in June. t about that time he went 
to work as adrivér for Wechsier & Abraham. 
There were two pistols in the house, he said 
‘Herrick was abusive during July,as he had 
been for years before. Armstrong feared him. 
Twice during July they had slept together. 
From Herrick’s conduct then and at other times 
Armstrong feared that Herrick would use one 
of the pistols to carry out his repeated threat of 
getting rid of him. Nine days before the shoot- 
ing,on a Saturday, Herrick went to the Cats- 
kills. During the three days of his absence 
friends of Armstrong stopped at the house with 
him at night. One of them carried off a pistol 
that lay on a chair near Herrick’s bed. Arm- 
strong feared that Herrick would beat him if he 
came home and found the pistol gone, and he re- 
covered it. As it had been unloaded by his friend 
he loaded it again and put it back on the chair 
near Herrick’s bed. This was six days before the 
shooting. The pistol lay untouched until Arm- 


strong picked it up and ran with it to the cellar 
with Herrick in pursuit a few minutes before it 
Was used upon the latter. 

Onthe Thursday before the shooting Arm- 
Strong was helping Herrick wash off the stoop 
and sidewalk. Herrick sent Armstrong for 
water. There was some delay in getting it, and 
Herrick went indoors and swore at Armstrong 
for being soslow. Raising a broom he struck 
Armstrong with it, and said he would brain 
him. Armstrong ran out and off. 
afraid to return until 11 o’clock at night. 
he took off his shoes on the stoop and crept up 
ptairs to bed. The next day Herrick called at 
the stable where Armstrong was at work and 
produced a taiior’s bill, which he said Armstrong 
must pay. Armstrong replied that he could not 
do so just then, as it took all of his 
money to buy his meals. Then Herrick 
said he would have the bonds’ canceled 
which Armstrong had been obliged to give 
to Wechsler & Abraham. He demanded Arm- 
strong’s house keys and threatened to kill him 
if he caught him again at the house. Heswore 
that he would drive tne boy out of Brooklyn 
and New-York. Armstrong did not give up his 
keys. He sneaked into the house that night at 
about 11:30 o’clock. Herrick did not see or hear 
him. The next morning, Saturday, he went out 
without being seen by Herrick. That was the 
day of Gen. Grant’s funeral and there was no 
work atthe store. Several friends were with 
Armstrong as he was going home that night, 
about 11:30 o’clock. One of his friends saw Her- 
rick standing on the stoop. Armstrong was 
afraid to go near the house and went to the 
house of a friend. The next day, Sunday, he 
visited Hoboken. Returning to Brooklyn at 
11:30 at night, he asked the watchman at the 
stabie to let him sleep, in the hay loft, but 
the watchman refused. Then he wanted to 
zo home witha friend, who could not accom- 
modate him. He went to the stoop of his own 
house and sat there dozing until daybreak the 
day cf the shooting; then he went out to Pros- 
pect Park. He was tired and disheartened, and 
jay for two or three hours under atree on the 
commen. At9o’ciock he went home. Herrick 
had gone. He staid at the house for a few min- 
utes, washing and dressing himself. He was 
feeling too badly to go to work, and feared that 
Herrick had deprived him of his situation by 
canceling his bond. Finally, be went out to 
breakfast. After that he walked aimlessly about 
the city for two or three hours, returning home 
between 1:30 and 2 o’clock. He was worn out, 
and, removing his outer garments, threw him- 
self on Herrick’s bed and cried over his 
unhappy condition. There ought yet to 
be a way, he thought, to save himself 
trom being driven from home. Then he 
wrote the note to Herrck, asking forgive- 
ness. The note was made affectionate, in 
the hope of softening Herrick. He placed 
it on the mantel, partly under the clock, 
where Herrick would be sure to see it. 
Then he lay out some clothing to take with 
him to his aunt’s in Hoboken, where he meant to 
stay until! Herrick could beappeased. When 
the clothing was laid out, he was so tired that 
he thougnt he would rest a little while on the 
bed. He fell asleep, and did not awake until 4 
o’clock. It was yet two hours before Herrick’s 
usual time of coming home. Armstrong put 
on his coat and hat. Seeing a newspaper in the 
room, he picked it up and went to the window 
to look it over. While he was so engaged, the 
opening of the front door alarmed him. In 
gnotber moment Herrick came in, Herrick’s 
room, in which Armstrong sat, was on the 
parlor fioor. 

“My stepfather started on seeing me,’ Arm- 
strong said. **Then he jumped forward two or 
three steps, and stopped while he took off his 
hat and coat and ftiung them on a chair. His 
motions were angry. *—— —— you,’ he shout- 
ed, ‘what are you doing here?’ Then he rushed 
atme. I put my hand on the bed and sprang 
overit. AsI passed the chair on which the pis- 
tollay I picked it up for fear tuat he would do 
so if I didn’t. Then 1 started for the dining 
room., As I reached the door he jumped in 
close behind me. The cellar door was ajar. 
I pushed it open and stumbled down the 
stairs. He tried to follow. It was pitch 
dark, and he went back. In a moment Isaw 
bim coming into the cellar with a lighted can- 
dle, whicb he shaded with his left hand. I was 
at the rear of the cellar. He turned toward me, 
saying *———— you, l’ve got you now.” I said 
nothing wutil he had walked about six steps 
towurd me. Then I spoke up. *‘ Keep off,’ I 
said. *‘ You—————. Til fix you now,’ he 
replied.” 

Armstrong’s cheeks and eyes glared as he 
spoke. ‘The stillness of the court room was per- 
fect. He leaned a little forward in the witness 
chair, and looked straight at two of Herrick’s 
sisters, Mrs. Willard and Mrs. Pollock, who sat 
just behind the counsel, their faces aflame with 
excitement. Armstrong spoke in a low tone, 
with visible effort. 

“= be came toward me,” he said, ** I fired. 
Then { sprang forward. I ran between him and 
the cellar steps. I could hear him behind me, 
At the steps [ turned and fired twice quickly. I 
ran upthe steps and toward the back door. 
When I was within four or five feet of the door 
I beard him coming after me. Half turning i 
Hired again. Iunlatched the kitchen door, ran 
across the yard, and in some way reached the 
top of the fence, eight feet above the ground. 
Then I looked back to see if he was behind me, 
I was greatly excited. I ran along the fence to 
ashed, jumped down, and went through a hall- 
way to Myrtie-avenue. Then 1 walked throuch 
Jay, Johnson, und Bridge streets to Hudson- 
avenue. When I had thrown the pistol over- 
board I went out Fiatbush-avenue to Prospect 
Park, where I staid about an hour, and then 
went to my aunt’s at Hoboken.” 

Armstrong then told about his arrest that 
night. He did not knowthat he had shot Her- 
rick until the detectives soinformed him. Then 
he denied the shooting, because he wanted to 
Bee counsel before making astatement. Coun- 
sel called at the police station, but was refused 
admission to see him, nor were his requests to 
be allowed to seea luwyer heeded. He made 
puch requests forthe purpose of giving out a 
statement of confession ina proper way. In- 
spector Mackeliar. then Acting Superintendent 
of Police, sought a private interview with him, 
but he would not give it at first. 

Armstrong bore bimself admirably during the 
cross-examinution to which District Attorney 
Ridgeway subjected him for two hours. The 
story was not modified at the end in any im- 
portant respect. Cross-examination, moreover, 
gave Armstrong an opportunity to declare tnat 
ne did not expect to kill Herrick, or mean todo 
BO; but that, feeling that his own life was in 
danger, he fired to scare Herrick off. Herrick 
made no cry when he was hit. Armstrong said 
that the depression in his skull was made by 
Herrick’s boot; that Herrick had broken his 
mose and had bruised and scarred him by kick- 
ing hima upon the chest and back and ull over 
his body. He corroborated the testimony given 
on Thursday in regard to Herrick’s habitual 
brutality toward him. 

Armstrong’s companions were put on the 
stand to confirm what he had said about the 
events of the 10 days preceding the shooting. 
There was also other testimony about Herrick’s 
‘abuse of Armstrong. The defense rested at the 
‘close of the day. District Attorney Ridgway 
gaid the rebutta! testimony would occupy several 
hours. An effort willbe made to give the case 
to thejury by to-night.

ONE YEAR FOR BIGAMY. 

George H. Tietjen, of No. 400 West 
Twenty-ninth-street, was arraigned in the Court 
of General Sessions yesterday on a charge of 
bigamy. Mrs. Delia Tietjen, of No. 458 West 
Bixteenth-street, was the complainant. She 
Bwore that on June 20, 1878, Tietjen and she were 
married by the Rev. Dr. Cronin, of the People’s 
Church, and that on Nov. 15 of this year her 


husband joined in wedlock Wilhelmina Leax- 
enau, of No. 533 West Thirtieth-street. The 
‘ceremony was performed by the Rey. Dr. W. H. 
Kester. The prisoner pleaded guilty to the 
charge, but said that be thought his wife 
‘was dead when he married Miss Leaxenau. He 
said she left bim and he did not see her tor sev- 
eral months. Two months ago her father ac- 
costed him on Ninth-avenue, and after telling 
nim that Mrs. Tietien was dead asked for $25 to- 
ward defraying the funeral expenses. He did 
not grant the request. Tietjen was sent to the 
penitentiary for one year, 
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WICKED DR. M’LAIN. 


THE REV. MR. MINGINS TELLS A FEW 
FACTS IN THE FELLOW’S LIFE. 

The Rey. Dr. Charles McLain, of the 
North Presbyterian Church, in St. Paul, Minn., 
against whom charges of fraud and immorahty 
have been preferred, claimed that the letter 
which secured him standing with the Presbytery 
had been given to him by the Rev. George Min- 
gins, of the Union Tabernacle Church, of this 
city. Mr. Mingins said last evening that the 
* doctor” was an incorrigible scamp. About a 
year ago a tall, gentlemanly man in black called 


upon him, and, after telling a pathetic story 
of robbery, implored his assistance, The 
stranger, while stepping at the St. Clair Hotel, 
had been relieved, so he said, of $1,000 in bills, a 
gold pin, and asuit of clothes by a sneak thief 
who had got into his room during his absence. 
Dr. McLain, as he called himself, was a Scotch- 
man and came toa Scotchman foraid. He pro- 
duced a diploma of medicine from an Illinois 
college. His candor and destitutioa moved the 
Rev. Dr. Mingins to xy 2 him. He introduced 
McLain to a respectable lady who took boarders 
and made himself responsible for a month's ex- 
penses. McLain brought suit against the pro- 
prietor of the St. Clair Hotel and recovered the 
value of asuit of clothes.. The $1,000 and dia- 
mond pin somehow dropped out of the case. 

Meanwhile McLain made progress in love and 
religion. By a profession of faith he became a 
member of the Union Tabernacle Church. Two 
weeks after his admission he appeared in his 
Pastor’s study and announced that he was about 
to marry the Jandlady. Mr. Mingins, startled at 
so sudden a conquest, went to the lady herself, 
and found that she kpew nothing of the matter. 
The “doctor” plausibly explained away the 
misapprehension, and became unusually devout 
at the church services. ‘“‘He was full of 
*brother’ and ‘sister,’ said Mr. Mingins, ‘and 
was altogether too fit to die.” During the 
Winter he asked for and was given a church 
letter of dismissal, and left the city. After 
his departure several women cameto Mr. Min- 
gins with stories that the doctor had swindled 
them. He had also been unusually devout with 
the ‘‘sisters.”” In June last Mr. Mingins received 
a letter of inquiry about McLain from Deacon 
J. W. Sykes, of the First Congregational Church 
of Chicago. McLain had been admitted to the 
Chicago church on presenting the letter of dis- 
missa! from the Union Tabernacle Church. He 
had at the same time set up asa *“* mesmeric phy- 
sician,” and was soon raising a scandal in the 
church by his swindling operations and immoral 

ractices. Mr. Mingins promptly replied in a 
etter recounting McLain’s exploits in New- 
York. The result was the excommunication of 
the **doctor” and the cancellation of his diploma 
py the Illinois Faculty. 

In November came another letter of inquiry; 
this time from the Rev. Maurice D. Edwards, 
of the Dayton-Avenue Presbyterian Church, of 
St. Paul. It seemed that McLain had worked 
himself into the Pastorship of a Presbyterian 
church, but had soon shown the cloven foot. 
He was living with a young woman in open inti- 
macy, and by appealing to the suft side of the 
* sisters” had continued his swindling opera- 
tions. To get into favor with the Presbytery he 
had presented a forgery of the Union Tabernacle 
letter of dismissal, the original letter being in 
the possession of the Congregational church in 
Chicago. Mr. Mingins promptly exposed the 
fellow. He trusts it is the last of the unpleasant 
business, and to that end willingly gives pub- 
licity to his knowledge of the “ doctor."’ Mc- 
Lain has the appearance of a half breed. He is 
tall, of spare frame, wears a long black beard, 
has a sallow complexion, and speaks with a 
slight suggestion of Canadian French patois.

SAVED FROM A SINKING VESSEL. 


WHY THE CURLEW’S LONG BOAT WAS 
FOUND DRIFTING ON THE OCEAN, 

The Swedish bark Medalpad, which ar- 
rived from Pernambuco late Thursday evening, 
picked up, on Dec. 8, the long boat of the bark 
Curlew, of St. John, which was found drifting 
about without any occupants. It was at first 
feared that the Curlew had been lost. That 
vessel, however, arrived safely at this port yes- 
terday, and her master, Capt. Winchester, ex- 


plained that he lost his long boat in rescuing 
the crew of the schooner Joshua 8. Bragdon, of 
Boston, which was abandoned on Dec, 7 in lat- 
itude 37° 5’, and longitude 74°, " 
Capt. Neison, of the Bragdon, who, with his 
wite and hiscrew of six men, arrived on the 
Curlew, sailed from Baltimore for Savannah 
with acargo of guanoon Dec.3. On Dec. 5she 
was caught ina violent northwesterly squall. She 
began to leak badly and the pumps were manned, 
but the leak gained rapidly. Seas swept over the 
decks fore ané aft, filling the cabin and smash- 
ing the davits and washing the long boat over- 
board. Atéo'’clock next morning the weather 
moderated somewhat. The oakum began work- 
ing out of the seamsin the top sides. The crew 
did little that day besides working the pumps. 
At 4 o’clock in the afternoon the gule 
suddenly increased in fury and came from 
the west. Capt. Nelson then wore ship and stood 
to the northward. At 10 o’clock the next morn- 
ing the Curlew was sighted. There were6 feet 
ot water inthe hold,and the sailors were ex- 
hausted. Signals of distress were hoisted and 
the Curlew sent her long boat, with the chief 
officer and three men, and rescued those on the 
sinking vessel. The sea was extremely high at 
the time. An attempt was made to hoist up 
the boat by means of which the rescue had 
been accomplished, but this was then struck 
a heavy sea, which washed it away 
from the brig. The Joshua 8. Bragdon was 
owned by W. F. Humphrey & Co., of Boston. 
She was launched at Portsmouth, New-Bruns- 
wick, in 1866, and measured 344 tons. 


7ACATIONS FOR WORKING WOMEN. 
> - 
A FAIR IN AID OF A SOCIETY TO PROMOTE 
A UNIQUE CHARITY. 

Few people in this city are aware of the 
existence ot the Working Women's Vacation 
Society or of the work it hasdone and expects 
todo. Its object is to provide Summer vaca- 
tions for deserving working women who are un- 
able to pay for sucha luxury or are able to pay 
but a small proportion of the expense. The so0- 
ciety is three yearsold. In its first year it sent 
410 women into the country or to the seashore. 
Last year it increased the number to 630. It has 


eight localities to which it sends those who sub- 
scribe to its rules. If a working woman is not 
able to pay for a vacation and is vouched for by 
some one known to the society as deserving of 
assistance, she 1s sent to the country or the sea- 
shore. Her railroad fare and her board are paid, 
and she is under no expense unless she is able to 
contribute $1 25 per week during the vaca- 
tion. This small sum is supposed to make her 
entirely independent of aid. If a woman has 
parents who reside at a distance from the city 
her fare is paid to and from that point, if she 
desires to pass a couple of weeks with them 
rather than at any of the localities controlled 
by the society. The 630 women who obtained a 
holiday last Summer through the work of the 
society paid into its fund $881. 

In order to provide money for the coming 
year the society is holding a fair at Horticuitural 
Hall, in West T'wenty-eighth-street. The vaca- 
tion tund is very low. The fair will close this 
evening. Yesterday and last night the ball was 
crowded with buyers. In spite of large sales 
the tables seemed always full of pretty and use- 
ful articles. The girls who were provided with 
a vacation last Summer have stocked one table. 
There is a post oftice at the fair, and it is stocked 
with original poems, which can be procured at 
moderate rates. Not the least pleasant feature 
of the fair is the ease with which a person can 
escape from it without spending his or her last 
dollar. The entrance is Opposite the Twenty- 
eighth-street entrance t& the Fifth-Avenue 
Theatre. 





A FIVE YEARS’ SENTENCE.
